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WILLIAM  OAKES.

From  a Paper  Bead  Before  the  Danvers  Historical 
Society. 


William  Oakes  was  born  in  Danvers  New  Mills,  as  that 
part  of  Danvers  was  then  called,  now  known  as  Danvers- 
port,  on  July  1,  1799.  He  was  the  son  of  Caleb  Oakes,  one 
of  Danvers  most  respected  citizens,  and  of  Mehitable  Pope, 
the  daughter  of  Nathaniel  Pope  and  Mary  Swinerton,  said 
Nathaniel  being  the  son  of  Joseph  Pope  and  Mehitable 
Putnam,  who  was  the  daughter  of  John  Putnam  and  Han- 
nah, his  wife. 

His  early  years  were  spent  at  New  Mills.  Here,  without 
doubt,  he  attended  the  Village  School,  kept  in  a brick  build- 
ing which  was  built  in  1803  on  land  situate  a little  to  the 
east  of  the  present  Danversport  school  house.  He  prepared 
for  college  under  the  tuition  of  Benjamin  D.  Oliver,  Esquire, 
then  a practising  lawyer  at  Danvers.  He  entered  Harvard 
College  in  the  Class  of  1816. 

In  his  youthful  days  he  became  very  much  interested  in 
natural  history,  and  this  taste  he  carried  with  him  to  the 
college.  There  the  same  was  well  developed  under  the  in- 
structions of  Professor  Peck.  His  vacations,  and  probably 
a good  portion  of  his  time  while  in  college,  were  given  to 
those  studies  which  were  to  form  the  favorite  occupation 
of  his  later  life. 

After  graduation  in  1820  Mr.  Oakes  spent  two  years  at 
Cambridge  as  a law  student.  He  received  the  degree  of 
A.  M.  and  in  1825  of  LL.  B.  In  1823  he  studied  in  the 
office  of  Leverett  Saltonstall  at  Salem.  Completing  his  law 
studies  in  January,  1824,  he  soon  removed  to  Ipswich,  where 
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he  commenced  the  practice  of  the  law.  In  two  or  three  years 
he  gave  up  the  same  and  ever  after  devoted  himself  to  the 
pursuit  of  natural  history  in  all  its  branches,  especially  of 
botany,  which  was  his  favorite  department  and  in  which 
he  had  become  very  proficient.  While  in  Ipswich  he  was 
married  to  Mrs.  Sarah  S.  Treadwell.  In  his  favorite  pur- 
suit he  early  restricted  himself  to  New  England  as  the  par- 
ticular field  of  his  labors.  It  is  said  there  is  scarcely  a 
New  England  plant  that  he  did  not  collect  with  his  own 
hands,  and  he  prepared  an  abundance  of  fine  specimens. 

On  Feb.  8,  1832,  Mr.  Oakes  became  half  owner  of  the 
mills  on  Crane  River,  Danvers,  buying  out  Samuel  Fowler’s 
interest. 

As  early  as  1830  he  had  already  explored  the  Alpine  re- 
gions belonging  to  high  elevations  of  the  White  Mountains 
of  New  Hampshire  in  connection  with  his  friend  Dr.  Pick- 
ering, and  had  projected  a Flora  of  New  England  to  be 
arranged  according  to  the  Natural  System  with  a Linnean 
(Swiss  naturalist  Linneaus,  pertaining  to  his  system)  arti- 
ficial key  to  the  genera  (Genus  species  group).  The  appear- 
ance of  Beck’s  Botany  of  the  Northern  States  in  1833,  upon 
a similar  plan,  caused  him  to  abandon  his  own  undertaking 
for  a time,  but  he  afterwards  resumed  the  scheme  with  in- 
creased ardor,  and  upon  a more  elaborate  scale. 

In  the  autumn  of  1842  he  was  solicited  to  prepare  a cata- 
logue of  Alpine  plants  to  be  appended  to  the  final  Report 
of  Geology  of  New  Hampshire.  Although  he  had  frequently 
visited  and  examined  the  flora,  he  again  went  to  the  moun- 
tains. His  subject  grew  upon  his  hands,  the  geology,  miner- 
alogy alike  claimed  his  attention.  He  employed  artists  to 
make  drawings,  not  only  of  the  plants,  but  also  of  the  views 
and  scenery,  of  rare  faithfulness  and  accuracy. 

In  1845  he  published  a volume  which  may  be  considered  " 
as  the  introductory  part  of  the  work  entitled,  “Scenery  of 
the  White  Mountains,  with  16  plates  from  the  drawings  of 
Isaac  Sprague.”  The  plates  included:

There  are  in  all  sixteen  full  folio  pages  of  plates.  Plate 
No.  16  and  a part  of  Plate  14  are  from  paintings  by  G.  N. 
Frankenstein,  a well-known  artist  of  Cincinnati,  after  whom 
a cliff  and  a railroad  trestle  in  the  Crawford  Notch  are 
named. 

Just  as  the  material  for  this  work  had  been  sent  to  the 
printer,  Mr.  Oakes  suddenly  died,  on  the  31st  of  July,  1848. 
He  was  a man  of  great  generosity,  and  never  hoarded  his 
immense  collections,  distributing  freely  to  those  who  would 
appreciate  them. 

Prof.  Edward  Tuckerman  has  given  the  name  of  Oakes  to 
a highly  interesting  evergreen  which  was  detected  in  several 
localities  along  our  eastern  coast  (Oakesia  Conradi),  which 
is  figured  in  the  Memoirs  of  the  American  Academy. 

All  his  explorations  and  his  special  undertakings  con- 
verged upon  this  as  the  principal  work  of  his  life.  Toward 
this  he  had  unweariedly  amassed  an  immense  store  of  mate- 
rials, and  his  premature  death  left  them  in  a state  which 
shows  little  progress  made  towards  their  final  elaboration. 
This  is  to  he  attributed,  not  to  any  lack  of  industry  or  per- 
sistence, but  to  an  over-anxious  desire  not  merely  to  satisfy 
the  ever-increasing  demands  of  the  science,  but  to  realize  his 
own  high  standard  of  perfection.  Indeed,  such  were  the 
characteristics  of  his  mind  in  this  respect,  that  he  was  never 
satisfied  with  anything  done  as  well  as  it  reasonably  could 
be  at  the  time. 

In  the  introduction  he  wrote : “High  mountains,  with 
their  summits  wrapped  in  clouds  and  covered  with  snow,  the 
sources  of  mighty  rivers,  often  falling  down  their  sides  in 
lofty  cascades,  their  ridges  the  dividing  barriers  of  empires, 
their  recesses  the  refuge  of  Liberty  assailed  by  Oppression — 
they  have  always  been  objects  of  the  wonder  and  admiration 
of  mankind.  Without  them  the  greater  part  of  the  earth 
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would  be  destitute  of  rivers  and  of  rain;  and  they  are  no 
less  monuments  of  the  goodness  and  wisdom  than  of  the 
power  and  glory  of  God  their  great  Creator.” 

He  also  wrote:  “The  base  and  sides  of  the  mountains  are 
clothed  with  a dense  and  luxuriant  forest  of  the  trees  of  the 
country;  and  the  ground  beneath  their  shade  is  ornamented 
with  the  beautiful  flowers  of  the  northern  woods,  and  deeply 
covered  with  a rich  carpet  of  mosses.” 

And  again:  “The  rock  of  the  White  Mountains  is  gray 
granite,  but  the  higher  base  summits  consist  of  large,  loose, 
ragged  rocks  of  mica  slate,  of  dark  color  and  exceedingly 
rough  surface.  These  rocks  are  more  or  less  covered  with 
various  lichens,  whose  prevailing  color  is  black,  mixed  with 
the  yellow  of  beautiful  Geographic  lichen,  which  is  very 
general  and  abundant.  In  the  spaces  more  or  less  broad 
between  the  rocks,  grows  a coarse  alpine  grassy  sedge  (river 
flags),  turning  brown  in  the  autumn,  and  mixed  with  vari- 
ous lichens  (flowerless  plants)  and  mosses,  and  alpine  plants 
of  minute  size  but  often  with  beautiful  and  brilliant  flowers 
— most  of  them  also  natives  of  Lapland  and  of  the  Arctic 
regions  of  the  whole  Northern  Hemisphere.” 

Of  the  view  from  Mt.  Washington,  he  wrote : “Once,  when 
late  in  the  autumn  we  had  ascended  the  summit,  and  for 
a long  time  the  dreary  rock  close  at  hand  had  alone  been 
visible,  with  the  suddenness  of  a flash,  a narrow  but  clear 
space  opened  to  the  southeast, — and  we  saw,  for  a moment, 
through  the  window  of  the  mist,  the  hills  and  settlements 
of  the  low  country, — with  the  rich  scarlet  and  yellow  colors 
of  the  autumnal  forest  glowing  in  the  sun — a warm,  bright 
picture  set  in  the  cold  contrasted  frame  of  mist.  In  an 
instant  it  passed  away,  like  a glimpse  of  some  happy  country 
seen  in  a dream,  but  many  times  for  the  space  of  half  an 
hour  was  the  delightful  vision  repeated,  as  we  watched  its 
appearance  with  untiring  eyes.” 

“The  Notch  of  the  White  Mountains,  gradually  contracting 
and  ascending  from  its  southern  entrance,  at  length  termi- 
nates suddenly  and  completely  at  its  northern  extremity,  in 
the  narrow  passage  before  us,  which  leaves  a space  only  suf- 
ficient for  the  river  and  the  road.  The  road  is  here  only 
wide  enough  for  a single  carriage,  and  by  its  side  the  little 
river,  still  narrower,  is  almost  lost  among  the  great  loose 
rocks  of  its  rugged  bed.  The  entrance  on  each  side  is 
guarded  by  high  and  very  steep  cliffs,  and  the  perpen- 
dicular wall  adjoining  the  road  measures  fifty  feet  in  height. 
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To  the  left,  at  the  base,  is  T.  J.  Crawford’s  well  known 
Notch  House.  To  the  right  of  the  road  which  passes  the 
House  is  seen  a part  of  the  moist  meadow  through  which 
winds  the  infant  Saco,  scarcely  a yard  in  width,  fed  by  the 
rills  which  come  down  from  the  immediately  adjacent  moun- 
tains, and  by  waters  of  a little  pond  lying  on  the  left  near 
the  house.” 

Mr.  Oakes  was  made  a Fellow  of  the  American  Academy. 
In  closing  this  sketch,  let  me  observe  that  the  citizens  of 
Danvers,  and  especially  those  who  are  members  of  this  So- 
ciety, ought  to  have  a just  pride  in  the  fact  that  this  town 
was  the  birthplace  and  for  many  years  the  home  of  such  a 
man  as  William  Oakes,  he  who  lived  so  close  to  Nature — 
“Nature  which  never  did  betray  the  heart  that  loved  her.” 
He  dearly  loved  the  works  of  God, — the  rocks  and  the  trees, 
the  various  lichens  and  mosses,  the  beautiful  flowers,  such 
flowers  as 

“Boon  nature  scatters  free  and  wild, 

Each  plant  or  flower  the  mountain’s  child,” 
and  also  did  he  love  all  the  mountain  peaks.  And  it  will  be 
pleasant  to  remember  that  he  gave  names  to  two  of  the 
mountains — Mt.  Clay  and  Mt.  Jackson — presumably  named 
for  Henry  Clay  and  Andrew  Jackson,  names  in  his  day 
prominent  in  the  “Annals  of  America,”  at  the  time  when 
he  was  so  much  interested  in  his  life  work. 

And  best  of  all  we  are  glad  to  know  that  his  own  name  is 
perpetuated  in  the  White  Mountain  region  by  Oakes  Gulf, 
that  deep  ravine  lying  to  the  east  of  Mts.  Pleasant  and 
Franklin.  And  can  we  not  feel  that  these  lines  written  long 
ago  are  truly  applicable  to  Mr.  Oakes:  “It  is  good  for  any 
man  to  be  alone  with  nature  and  himself.”  And  “In  the 
wilderness  alone,  there  where  nature  worships  God.”  And 
“It  is  well  to  be  in  places  where  man  is  little  and  God  is 
great, — where  much  that  he  sees  all  around  him  has  the 
same  look  as  it  had  a thousand  years  ago.”  Surely  it  be- 
hooves us  to  remember  William  Oakes  and  to  revere  his 
memory. 


John  Robinson,  in  his  “The  Progress  of  Botany  in  Essex 
County  During  the  Last  Half  Century,”  published  in  1884, 
writes  thus  of  Oakes  and  other  Danvers  botanists : 

“Following  Rev.  Manasseh  Cutler  of  Hamilton  came  Drs. 
George  Osgood  and  Andrew  Nichols : the  former  contributed 
notes  for  Bigelow’s  ‘Floral  Bostoniensia,’  and  the  latter  de- 
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livered,  in  1816,  a series  of  lectures  in  botany,  the  first  of 
such  given  in  this  part  of  the  country.  Dr.  Nichols  was 
later  one  of  the  founders  of  the  Essex  County  Natural  His- 
tory Society  and  its  president,  and  thus  had  an  important 
influence  upon  local  botanical  work.  In  1832,  two  young 
men,  both  destined  to  be  long  remembered  on  account  of 
their  contributions  to  botanical  knowledge,  began  their  work 
in  Essex  County.  These  were  William  Oakes  of  Danvers, 
late  of  Ipswich,  and  Charles  Pickering,  then  spending  much 
of  his  time  at  the  homestead  of  his  grandfather.  Col.  Timothy 
Pickering,  at  Wenham. 

“ Oakes,  disgusted  with  the  law,  his  chosen  profession,  be- 
came the  first  critical  botanist  of  the  region,  and  at  this 
time  converted  Dr.  Pickering  from  conchology,  a study  he 
had  first  chosen,  to  botany. 

“Oakes  botanized  extensively  with  Pickering  in  Essex 
County,  particularly  in  the  Great  Swamp,  Wenham,  a region 
then  almost  in  its  pristine  wildness.  . . . Oakes  was  impul- 
sive and  generous,  and  thoroughly  in  earnest  in  his  favoirte 
study.  Like  many  men  of  note  he  was  little  appreciated 
while  living,  yet  no  monument  could  have  been  erected  to 
make  his  memory  more  cherished  and  his  labors  more  re- 
spected than  that  which  he  left  behind:  an  extensive  collec- 
tion of  beautifully  prepared  botanical  specimens  determined 
with  faultless  accuracy,  a portion  of  which  formed  the  nucleus 
of  the  present  county  botanical  cabinet  now  in  the  hands  of 
the  Peabody  Academy  of  Science  in  Salem.  . . . This 
nucleus  of  the  herbarium  begun  by  Oakes  and  Nichols,  has 
grown  into  a collection  including  some  4,000  sheets  of 
mounted  plants  and  200  wood  specimens,  representing  nearly 
1,700  species  of  plants,  native  or  naturalized  in  Essex  County, 
besides  a reference  collection  of  about  10,000  specimens  from 
all  parts  of  the  world. 

“Fifty  years  ago,  William  Oakes,  searching  on  hands  and 
knees  for  half  an  hour,  to  obtain  a few  capsules  of  a rare 
moss,  was  thought,  by  a worthy  country  woman  who  had 
watched  his  movements,  to  be  a harmless  insane  person,  and, 
in  simple  kindheartedness,  she  took  him  a slice  of  bread  and 
butter.  It  is  doubtful  if  such  a thing  could  happen  now.  . . 
The  general  information  of  the  people  has  vastly  increased.” 

Mr.  Oakes*  private  library  was  sold  at  auction  after  his 
death  by  Leonard  and  Cunningham  of  Boston.  The  sale  took 
place  in  1849  and  the  catalogue  contains  383  items  of  works 
on  Natural  History. 
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A correspondent  of  the  Lowell  News,  writing  from  the 
White  Mountains  many  years  ago,  had  this  to  say : 

“One  of  the  most  singular  and  mysterious  spectacles  is 
Grand  Gulf,  or  as  it  is  now  called,  Oakes  Gulf.  It  is  named 
for  the  late  William  Oakes,  the  botanist.  Wherever  a rare 
flower  blossoms  in  the  whole  range  of  this  mountainous  coun- 
try, from  Alton  Bay  to  Cherry  Pond  and  Israel’s  Biver,  the 
name  of  William  Oakes  is  familiarly  spoken.  I found  his 
old  guide,  who  used  to  accompany  him  in  his  botanical  excur- 
sions, and  sleep  with  him  in  the  mountains.  He  had  been  on 
the  mountains  1,500  times.  He  gave  me  much  information 
and  accompanied  me  to  the  Gulf.  He  showed  me  where 
Oakes  used  to  collect  his  mosses  and  lichens,  and  all  his 
Alpine  specimens  of  plants,  in  preparing  his  Flora  of  Alpine 
species.  Here  he  used  to  obtain  those  rare  specimens  so 
intrinsically  valuable  to  his  own  exhaustless  search  for  bo- 
tanical discoveries,  which  were  nowhere  else  to  be  obtained 
in  the  United  States,  nor  indeed  in  any  place  nearer  than 
Greenland.  This  hollow  is  between  Mts.  Washington,  Clay, 
Jefferson  and  Adams;  it  fills  one  with  the  greatest  wonder 
as  he  comes  suddenly  upon  it.  It  is  a rocky,  precipitous  hol- 
low, two  thousand  feet  deep.  At  the  bottom  of  the  gulf  is 
one  of  the  smaller  sources  of  the  Androscoggin.  When  you 
stand  upon  the  brim  of  the  gulf  there  is  nothing  but  broken 
rocks.  Then,  as  you  descend  ledges,  then  dwarf  hushes,  still 
further,  fir,  then  mosses  and  lichens,  and  rare  specimens  of 
wild  flowers  and  plants,  and  at  the  bottom  it  is  clothed  with 
tall  heavy  spruces.  There  is  no  opening  or  getting  up  at 
the  west  end.  It  looks  like  an  enormous  furrow  turned  out 
both  ways,  with  a two  mould-board  plow.” 

William  Oakes  met  his  death  by  accident,  having  been 
drowned  from  the  East  Boston  ferryboat.  The  following 
“Lines”  were  written  to  his  memory  and  published  in  the 
Salem  Begister: 

LINES. 

In  the  dark,  lonely  deep, 

He  found  a peaceful  grave, 

A Calm  and  dreamless  sleep 
Beneath  the  booming  wave. 

Not  eve’s  pale  twilight  rays 
Paint  glimmering  in  the  west, 

But  life’s  high  noontide  blaze 
Wooed  him  to  balmy  rest. 
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With  scarlet  centipede 
His  regal  couch  is  spread, 

And  twining  oak-leaves  wreathe 
A chaplet  for  his  head. 

Where  sang  the  joyous  bird, 

With  requiem  low  and  wild, 

The  forest  leaves  are  stirred 
For  nature’s  darling  child. 

The  lily  of  the  vale 

Bends  low  its  drooping  head, 

Fair  roses,  parched  and  pale, 

Their  quivering  petals  shed. 

Bright  pearly  drops  suffuse 
The  violet’s  blue  eye, 

As  when  the  gentle  dews 
Weep  from  an  evening  sky. 

On  the  pale  mountain’s  brow 
No  more  his  eye  may  rest, 

Cold  as  that  mountain  now 
His  warm  and  glowing  breast. 

Nor,  from  the  ice-clad  hill 
Descending  many  a mile, 

By  the  mad-dashing  rill 

Watch  the  “Great  Spirit’s  smile.” 

Wandering  with  halting  pace, 

Through  woods  and  tangled  brake, 
No  more  his  pencil  trace 
The  “Genius  of  the  Lake.” 

Gay  voyagers  of  the  air, 

Fly  quickly  to  your  home; 

Fly,  lest  the  fowler’s  snare 
Await  you  where  you  roam ! 

Go  join  the  mourning  band 
Upon  each  woodland  tree, 

Weep  for  the  pitying  hand 
That  loved  to  set  you  free. 


THE  LATE  GEORGE  PEABODY. 


A Vindication  of  His  Cotjese  Dueing  the  Civil  Wab.

To  the  Editor  of  the  Commercial  Advertiser : 

Believing  that  there  are  few,  if  any,  of  his  countrymen 
who  would  intentionally  misunderstand  the  character,  or  do 
injustice  to  the  memory  of  the  late  George  Peabody,  I feel 
constrained  to  submit  facts  within  my  own  knowledge,  which 
I cannot  but  believe  will  correct  the  too  prevalent  impression 
that  either  his  sentiments  or  his  sympathies  were  with  the 
Confederate  or  Rebel  States  during  the  rebellion. 

My  acquaintance  with  Mr.  Peabody,  commencing  in  1843, 
in  London,  ripened  into  a friendship  that  was  only  inter- 
rupted by  his  death.  He  confided  to  me,  in  1851  (when  I 
was  again  in  London),  the  benevolent  purposes  which,  years 
afterward,  were  so  nobly  carried  out.  I was  much  with  him 
in  1861,  while  he  was  maturing  his  first  great  contribution 
to  the  poor  of  London.  When  he  arrived  here,  in  1866,  he 
communicated  his  then  immature  programme  for  the  educa- 
tion and  elevation  of  the  Southern  poor,  and  consulted  with 
me  in  relation  to  suitable  men  for  trustees.  And  it  may  be 
proper  to  say  here,  that  the  beneficent  plan  finally  adopted, 
was  the  suggestion  of  the  Hon.  Robert  C.  Winthrop,  of  Bos- 
ton. I passed  two  hours  in  confidential  conversation  with 
Mr.  Peabody,  the  day  he  bade  adieu,  for  the  last  time,  to 
this  country.  He  told  me  what  he  had  been  doing  while 
here,  and  what  his  intentions  were  on  his  return  to  England ; 
adding  that  if  he  was  spared  to  come  again  to  America,  he 
should  come  a poorer  man  than  when  he  left  it  in  1837.  I 
mention  these  circumstances  now  only  for  the  purpose  of 
showing  that  with  the  opportunities  I had  in  London,  in 
1861  and  1862,  of  ascertaining  Mr.  Peabody's  views,  I am 
not  likely  to  have  formed  an  erroneous  opinion. 

I reached  London  in  December,  1861,  and  called  imme- 
diately, first  upon  our  Minister,  Mr.  Adams,  and  next  upon 
Mr.  Peabody.  With  the  latter  gentleman  my  first  interview 
was  unsatisfactory.  He  opened  the  conversation  by  express- 
ing his  surprise  and  regret  that  our  country  should  have 
unnecessarily  been  involved  in  a civil  war.  I responded 
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briefly,  conceding  that  the  war  was  a great  calamity,  but 
adding  that  it  had  been  forced  upon  us.  He  inquired  if 
the  Federal  Government  could  not  have  averted  it  ? I replied 
that  his  inquiry  opened  the  whole  question,  and  that  I would 
take  an  early  occasion  to  satisfy  him,  if  in  my  power,  that 
the  rebellion  was  premeditated  and  inevitable.  He  said  he 
would  be  glad  to  hear  my  views,  but  then  it  would  require 
strong  evidence  to  satisfy  him  that  wise  and  good  men  could 
not  have  prevented  such  an  unnatural  war. 

The  subject  was  then  changed  to  the  subject  which  greatly 
exasperated  the  Government  and  people  of  England,  viz. : the 
seizure  of  Messrs.  Mason  and  Slidell,  the  Confederate  Com- 
missioners. Mr.  Peabody,  as  indeed  did  everybody  else,  ap- 
prehended war,  England  being  tenacious  of  any  aggression 
or  insult  to  her  flag. 

I called  early  the  next  morning  at  Mr.  Peabody^s  bank, 
and  when  he  found  himself  at  leisure,  went  into  as  clear  a 
narrative  of  what  preceded  and  occasioned  the  rebellion  as 
could  be  condensed  into  a talk  of  twenty  minutes.  After 
alluding  briefly  to  the  attitude  the  State  of  South  Carolina 
had  held  toward  the  Union  for  full  forty  years,  and  to  the 
co-operation  of  prominent  statesmen  from  other  Southern 
States,  whose  purpose  had  been  to  preserve  a slave  supremacy 
in  the  Union,  or  to  establish  a slave  confederacy  out  of  it , 
I recalled  to  his  recollection  the  adjustment  of  the  slavery 
question  at  an  early  day  by  the  Missouri  Compromise,  show- 
ing that  the  South,  availing  itself  immediately  of  its  por- 
tion of  that  territory,  had  brought  three  slave  States  into  the 
Union.  I also  reminded  him  of  the  resistance  of  all  the  slave 
States  to  the  admission  of  California  into  the  Union  with  a 
constitution  prohibiting  slavery;  and  the  visit  of  Messrs. 
Stevens,  Toombs  and  Clingman,  distinguished  Whig  repre- 
sentatives in  Congress  from  the  States  of  Georgia  and  North 
Carolina,  to  President  Taylor,  threatening  him  with  a disso- 
lution of  the  Union  if  the  rights  of  the  South  were  to  be  thus 
violated.  I informed  Mr.  Peabody  that  I passed  those  gen- 
tlemen as  they  were  leaving  the  White  House,  and  found 
General  Taylor  under  the  excitement  occasioned  by  that  ex- 
traordinary interview:  and  that  General  Taylor  stated,  both 
to  Vice-President  Hamlin,  then  a Senator  in  Congress  from 
the  State  of  Maine,  and  to  myself,  within  ten  minutes  after 
the  interview,  what  occurred  between  himself  and  the  three 
gentlemen  whom  I have  named.  Nothing,  in  my  judgment, 
but  the  circumstance  that  General  Taylor  was  himself  a 
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Southern  man  of  inflexible  patriotism  and  indomitable  will, 
prevented  a civil  war  then.  I recalled,  briefly,  the  Kansas 
conflict,  its  issue  and  consequences — consequences  which  de- 
stroyed the  equilibrium  between  slave  and  free  States.  I 
called  his  attention  to  the  fact  that  the  census  of  1860  estab- 
lished beyond  all  possible  contingencies  the  supremacy  of 
freedom  over  slavery  in  Congress  ; and  I maintained  that 
this  fact  precipitated  the  rebellion;  and  relied,  as  conclu- 
sive evidence  of  the  soundness  of  my  views,  upon  the  subse- 
quent fact,  that  the  Democratic  Party,  with  the  power,  con- 
fessedly, to  elect  a Democratic  President,  was  thwarted  by 
the  persistent  action  of  the  Slave  Delegates  in  their  National 
Conventions  of  1860,  at  Charleston  and  Baltimore,  against 
the  nomination  of  Mr.  Guthrie  of  Kentucky,  Chief  Justice 
Nelson  of  New  York,  or  any  other  candidate  whose  nomina- 
tion would  have  united  the  Democracy  of  the  North  and  the 
South,  resulting,  as  both  parties  knew  and  admitted,  in  suc- 
cess. The  Southern  Democrats,  in  refusing  to  consent  to  the 
nomination  of  a Union  Democrat,  and  in  their  factious  sup- 
port of  Breckinridge,  caused,  as  they  intended , the  election 
of  Lincoln.  This  furnished  them  with  a pretext  for  rebel- 
lion. And  although  but  a pretext,  it  was  found  sufficient, 
under  the  education  and  discipline  that  existed,  to  draw  the 
Southern  people  into  the  scheme  of  their  infatuated  leaders. 
I closed  by  calling  attention  to  the  fact  that  a secession  Sec- 
retary of  War  had,  during  the  years  1859-60,  transferred 
large  quantities  of  arms  and  ammunitions  from  Northern 
to  Southern  arsenals  and  armories ; and  that  a disloyal  Secre- 
tary of  the  Navy  had  disposed  of  nearly  all  our  vessels  of 
war  upon  distant  service  in  foreign  countries,  leaving  the 
North  equally  unconscious  of  the  great  crime  meditated, 
and  unprepared  for  the  conflict  forced  upon  the  Government. 

I then  admitted,  what  I still  believe,  that  but  for  the 
influence  of  radical  men  at  Washington,  the  boundaries  of 
the  rebellion  might  have  been  circumscribed;  that  North 
Carolina  and  Tennessee,  quite  as  loyal,  in  the  beginning,  as 
Kentucky  or  Missouri,  might  have  been  held  in  the  Union; 
that  I was  the  bearer  of  a letter  in  December,  1860,  from 
Mr.  Lincoln  to  the  Hon.  Mr.  Gilmer,  of  North  Carolina, 
offering  him  a seat  in  the  Cabinet;  but  which,  after  the 
rejection  of  the  “Border  State  Proposition”  by  Congress, 
he  declined. 

Mr.  Peabody  listened  very  attentively,  and  replied  that  he 
now  acknowledged  that  the  side  of  the  North  was  stronger 
than  he  had  regarded  it;  that  for  several  months  his  conver- 
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sations  had  been  with  Americans  who  presented  the  question 
in  a widely  different  aspect;  that  the  business  years  of  his 
American  life  had  been  passed  in  Georgetown  and  Baltimore ; 
that  his  sympathies,  while  in  England,  had  not  been  with 
the  abolitionists;  and  that,  during  the  many  years  of  excite- 
ment upon  the  subject  of  slavery,  he  had  regarded  the  ultras 
of  the  North  and  South  as  equally  mischievous;  and  that 
this  view  of  the  question  had  led  him  to  regard  extreme  men 
of  both  sections  as  enemies  to  the  Union;  but,  he  added,  that 
his  devotion  to  our  Government  and  Union  was  so  strong , 
that , painful  as  was  the  thought  of  a war  with  our  own 
brethren , if  he  were  at  home , he  should  stand  by  the  Govern- 
ment, and  that  whatever  he  could  do,  then  and  there , for  the 
Union  cause,  he  would  do  cheerfully.  He  then  spoke  of  his 
long  business  relations  with,  and  his  friendship  for  Mr. 
Corcoran,  the  elder  Mr.  Biggs  and  his  sons.  Of  Mr.  Cor- 
coran he  spoke  warmly,  expressing  the  confident  opinion  that 
he  would  take  no  part  in  the  rebellion.  It  was  with  and 
through  Mr.  C.,  he  said,  that  he  had  made  much  of  his  money. 
He  then  offered  to  co-operate  with  Bishop  Mcllvaine  and 
myself  in  promoting  the  objects  of  our  mission;  and  before 
leaving  his  seat  he  wrote  a note  to  Sir  J.  Emerson  Tenant, 
an  influential  British  statesman,  which  brought  me  an  invi- 
tation to  dine  that  day  with  a distinguished  party  of  gentle- 
men, who  were  quite  anxious  to  talk  upon  American  ques- 
tions, and  not  unwilling  to  hear  and  accept  the  truth.  Sir 
Emerson  himself  was  warmly  our  friend;  and  I met  at  his 
table  Lord  Clarence  Paget,  Major  General  Sir  John  Wilson, 
Mr.  Peabody,  and  several  members  of  Parliament,  who  in- 
quired anxiously  about  our  affairs,  and  most  of  whom  ren- 
dered us  good  service  afterward.  On  the  following  day  Mr. 
Peabody  introduced  me  to  the  Honorable  William  W.  Tor- 
rens, a prominent  member  of  Parliament,  who  immediately 
espoused  our  cause,  both  in  Parliament  and  in  the  London 
press,  to  which  he  was  an  able  contributor.  I was  indebted 
to  Mr.  Torrens  for  an  immediate  audience  with  Earl  Russell, 
and  for  essential  aid  in  other  directions. 

One  source  of  mischief  and  annoyance  was  in  the  constant 
perversion  of  telegraphic  despatches  from  America.  Infor- 
mation relating  to  our  war  was  looked  for  with  intense  solici- 
tude ; but  there  was  neither  justice  nor  fairness  in  telegraphic 
reports.  Rebel  successes  were  every  day  magnified,  and  a 
Confederate  coloring  was  given  to  all  despatches.  This  was 
the  subject  of  daily  conversation  at  the  Legation,  and  among 
the  few  friends  of  the  Union  then  in  London.  I consulted 
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Mr.  Peabody  in  regard  to  a movement  for  the  correction  of 
this  abuse.  He  entered  cordially  into  the  plan,  and  author- 
ized me  to  call  upon  him  for  what  funds  might  be  required 
to  accomplish  the  object.  But  it  was  found  to  be  imprac- 
ticable; and  we  were  compelled  to  submit  to  the  wrong  as 
long  as  Mr.  Beuter  thought  proper  to  pervert,  distort  and 
garble  telegrams. 

During  our  residence  in  London,  I was  every  day  at  the 
banking  house  of  Messrs.  Peabody  and  Morgan,  where  I was 
accustomed  to  meet  Union  friends;  but  during  the  whole 
time,  from  December,  1861,  to  June,  1862,  I never  encoun- 
tered a secessionist  either  at  Mr.  Peabody’s  bank  or  lodgings. 
And  I deem  this  fact  conclusive  evidence  that  the  imputa- 
tion of  Southern  sympathies  against  Mr.  Peabody  is  un- 
founded. “Birds  of  a feather,”  if  not  constantly  in  com- 
munion, will  find  occasions  to  interchange  views;  but  while 
London  abounded  with  secessionists,  there  were  no  relations, 
either  political,  financial  or  social,  between  Mr.  Peabody  or 
his  partner,  Mr.  Morgan,  with  such  men  as  Mr.  Mason,  Mr. 
Mann,  George  Saunders,  &c.,  &c.  Nor  did  I ever  meet  at 
the  tables  of  Mr.  Peabody  or  Mr.  Morgan,  with  one  excep- 
tion, any  but  zealous  Union  partisans.  That  exception  was 
General  Ward,  of  Georgia,  then  recently  our  Minister  to 
China,  whose  views  on  the  whole  question  of  secession  and 
rebellion  were  so  enlightened,  so  sensible,  and  so  fair  as  to 
commend  him  to  the  regard  and  confidence  of  all  our  friends 
in  London. 

For  the  first  two  or  three  months  our  intelligence  from 
home  was  anything  but  encouraging.  The  news  of  our  first 
great  success — the  capture  of  Fort  Donelson — was  brought 
to  my  lodgings  by  Mr.  Peabody,  who  received  it  by  telegram 
some  hours  before  it  was  publicly  known.  He  then  drove 
to  the  legation  to  announce  the  good  news  to  Mr.  Adams; 
but  returned  later  in  the  evening  with  Mr.  Lampson  (now 
Sir  Curtis)  to  meet  Sir  Henry  Holland,  Mr.  Parkes,  Bishop 
Mcllvaine,  Mr.  Kinnaird,  M.  P.,  Mr.  Torrens,  M.  P.,  Mr. 
J.  S.  Morgan,  Mr.  J.  Bancroft  Davis,  &c.,  &c.,  whom  the 
auspicious  news  had  brought  together.  I know  of  no  more 
unerring  test  of  men’s  real  sentiments  and  sympathies  in  a 
season  of  war,  than  their  manner  of  receiving  war  news.  I 
remember  well,  during  our  war  in  1812,  with  England,  when 
the  citizens  of  a village  were  assembled  at  the  post  office, 
anxiously  awaiting  the  opening  of  the  mail,  that  if  the  news 
was  favorable  to  our  arms  the  ultra  Federalists  would  drop 
their  eyes  and  turn  sullenly  away;  but  that  when  the  news 
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was  disastrous,  in  spite  of  their  efforts  to  conceal  their  real 
feelings,  their  countenances  would  light  up,  and  they  would 
inquire  significantly,  of  Republicans,  what  was  the  news  from 
the  army!  Tried  by  this  test,  Mr.  Peabody’s  sympathies 
were  loyal,  for  he  voluntarily  came  out  of  his  way  to  bring 
news  of  an  important  Union  victory;  though  he  never  ceased, 
as  often  as  he  had  occasion  to  speak  on  the  subject,  to  deplore 
the  war. 

In  the  attempts  that  were  made  by  Confederate  sympa- 
thizers in  Parliament  to  induce  a recognition  of  the  rebel 
Government,  and  to  destroy  our  blockade,  Mr.  Peabody  mani- 
fested his  devotion  to  the  North  by  zealous  efforts  in  our 
favor.  He  authorized  me,  as  I have  no  doubt  he  did  my 
colleague,  Bishop  Mcllvaine,  to  call  on  him  whenever  I 
thought  he  could  be  of  service  to  our  cause. 

To  all,  and  there  were  many  English  capitalists,  who  ap- 
plied to  Mr.  Peabody  for  information  relating  to  Confederate 
loans,  he  pronounced  them  worthless.  And  I hazard  nothing 
in  saying  that  he  never,  directly  or  indirectly,  gave  aid  or 
comfort,  encouragement  or  countenance  to  rebel  representa- 
tives or  to  individual  rebels.  That,  in  his  general  conversa- 
tion, deprecating  the  war,  as  was  his  habit,  he  was  frequently 
misunderstood,  I can  believe;  that  many  Americans  hon- 
estly suppose  that  his  sympathies  were  with  the  South,  I can 
understand;  but  they  certainly  misapprehended  him. 

Some  of  Mr.  Peabody’s  accusers  discern,  or  think  they  dis- 
cern, evidence  of  rebel  sympathies  in  his  great  educational 
gift  for  the  poor  of  the  formerly  slave  States;  but  even  in 
this  they  err.  That  money,  until  some  time  after  the  con- 
clusion of  the  war,  was  intended  for  the  City  of  New  York. 
Soon  after  handing  his  check  for  100,000  guineas  to  his 
London  trustees,  he  reverted  to  what  he  had  told  me  fifteen 
years  earlier  about  his  intention  to  do  something  for  the 
industrious  poor  of  New  York,  adding  that  as  he  was  then 
a much  richer  man,  his  donation  would  be  a much  larger 
one ; and  that  he  intended  to  carry  out  his  purpose,  after  his 
then  approaching  withdrawal  from  business.  But  the  war 
and  its  consequences  changed  his  views.  While  the  poor  of 
the  South  had  multiplied  in  numbers,  the  City  of  New  York 
had  not  only  been  growing  in  wealth,  had  established  schools, 
the  doors  of  which  were  wide  open  to  every  child  in  the  city, 
but  we  were  also  fortunate  in  having  among  our  citizens 
several  capitalists  vastly  richer  than  himself.  But  these  cir- 
cumstances, while  in  his  thoughts,  had  not  decided  his 
action  when  he  arrived,  nor  until  he  had  conversed  with  sev- 
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eral  Northern  friends,  all  of  whom  approved  of  the  effort 
to  educate  and  elevate  the  masses  in  ignorance  and  poverty, 
black  and  white,  which  pervades  the  whole  South,  and  ap- 
peals so  strongly  to  the  best  feelings  of  our  nature. 

Let  us  remember  that  Mr.  Peabody  amassed  his  fortune 
in  England,  and  that  while  he  gave  liberally  to  London,  he 
gave  much  more  liberally  to  America.  We  enjoy  the  “lion’s 
share”  of  his  estate.  England  is  paying  honors  and  hom- 
age to  his  character  and  memory  that  were  never  before 
bestowed  upon  any  other  private  citizen.  George  Herriot 
endowed  a hospital  in  Edinboro,  for  which  Sir  Walter  Scott 
rendered  his  name  illustrious.  George  Peabody  has  provided 
for  the  welfare  and  happiness  of  millions,  for  which  England 
is  sending  home  his  remains  as  “tenderly”  and  with  as  much 
respect  as  could  have  been  paid  to  one  of  her  own  monarchs. 
It  would  be  painful,  therefore,  upon  their  arrival  here,  to 
find  discordant  notes  mingling  with  and  jarring  the  harmo- 
nies of  an  occasion  which  awakens  alike  the  exalted  pride 
and  the  profound  sorrow  of  his  countrymen.

GEORGE  PEABODY. 


Born  at  Danvers,  Massachusetts,  Feb.  18,  1795. 
Died  in  Eaton  Square,  London,  Nov.  4,  1869. 


Less  grief  than  gladness  Death  is  wont  to  deal. 

When  he  unlocks  the  wealthy  worldling’s  hold 
Upon  the  coin,  close-clutched  while  he  could  feel

DANVERS  PEOPLE  AND  THEIR  HOMES. 


By  Rev.  Alfred  P.  Putnam,  D.  D. 


It  has  always  seemed  to  me  that  town  histories  have,  as 
a general  rule,  dealt  very  inadequately  with  matters  pertain- 
ing to  schools  and  education.  Yet  what  more  than  such 
interests  as  these  has  to  do  with  the  fortunes  of  a town  and 
with  the  character  of  its  people?  Much  might  be  written 
about  the  greater  advantages  which  boys  and  girls  enjoy 
under  the  improved  methods  and  systems  of  today,  as  com- 
pared with  the  means  and  privileges  of  former  times.  No- 
where has  the  march  of  progress  been  more  apparent  than 
just  here.  But  not  to  touch  upon  this  particular  phase  of 
the  subject  now,  I can  but  think  it  desirable  to  perpetuate 
the  memory  of  those  who  have  served  as  teachers  of  the 
successive  rising  generations  of  our  youth,  and  I therefore 
present  herewith  a quite  numerous  list  of  names  of  those 
who  have  taught  in  “Blind  Hole,”  trusting  that  some  of  your 
readers  may  be  led  to  furnish  corresponding  lists  from  other 
districts  in  Danvers.  Several  years  ago  I made  mention,  in 
one  or  more  of  my  letters  to  the  Mirror , of  not  a few  of  these 
instructors,  and  then  I thought  I would  make  the  roll  as  com- 
plete as  possible  and  put  it  in  print.  After  I had  extended 
the  record  as  far  as  I could,  I sent  the  paper  to  Israel  H. 
Putnam,  Esq.,  who,  with  the  assistance  of  several  friends, 
Mrs.  S.  P.  Fowler,  the  Misses  Pedrick,  and  Miss  Mary  E. 
Porter,  added  very  much  to  what  I had  done,  correcting  vari- 
rious  errors  as  well  as  supplying  fresh  matter.  The  books 
of  early  secretaries  having  been  lost,  it  is  not  easy  now  to 
make  good  the  lack.  I shall  be  grateful  to  anyone  who  shall 
point  out  any  mistakes  or  fill  out  any  vacancies. 

The  first  schoolhouse  of  “Blindhole”  (District  No.  3)  was 
standing  previous  to  the  year  1787,  but  who  its  pedagogues 
were  deponent  saith  not.  During  that  year  the  second  house 
began  to  be  built,  as  the  successor  of  the  first.  This  appears 
to  have  been  used  for  its  original  purpose  for  about  a 
quarter  of  century,  and  was  then  moved  away.  From  vari- 
ous oral  traditions,  from  certain  Brown  and  Porter  papers, 
and  from  the  testimony  of  Mrs.  Samuel  P.  Fowler  and  the 
late  Miss  Nancy  Endicott,  and  others  who  attended  school 
there  in  early  childhood,  I have  been  able  to  make  out  a 
partial  list  of  the  men  and  women  who  sought  to  guide  and 
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illumine  the  minds  of  our  destined  fathers  and  mothers  in 
that  still  remembered  and  still  existing  structure  of  yore. 
I do  not  claim  to  give  them  in  strictly  chronological  order, 
not  having,  in  most  of  the  cases,  the  necessary  data.  The 
names  of  the  male  teachers  and  the  winters  of  their  service, 
so  far  as  I can  ascertain  them,  are  as  follows: 

Jonathan  Porter,  Andrew  Bryant,  1796-97 ; Benjamin 
Porter,  1797-98;  Israel  Andrews,  say  from  1801  to  1804; 
Samuel  Cummings,  Abijah  How,  1806-7;  Charles  Wheeler, 
Charles  Kimball,  Samuel  Conant,  Thomas  Savage,  and  “Mas- 
ter Harvey.” 

Female  teachers,  who  taught  in  the  summers : Esther  For- 
saith,  1802;  Mary  Tenny,  Clarissa  Endicott  and  Nanciy 
Putnam. 

It  is  quite  likely  that  Benjamin  Porter,  if  not  also  Israel 
Andrews  and  one  or  two  others,  served  also  during  terms 
not  here  indicated  by  figures.  Concerning  most  of  these  per- 
sons and  the  old  schoolhouses  in  “Blindhole,”  I have  written 
more  particularly  in  previous  articles.  Samuel  Cummings 
was  of  Topsfield  and  was  a brother  of  Judge  Cummings. 

The  more  famous  little  brick  schoolhouse  which  succeeded 
the  one  just  mentioned  and  was  the  third  in  order,  was  ready 
for  use  in  1812,  and  continued  to  fulfil  the  purposes  for  which 
it  was  built  for  about  forty  years.  Here  the  list  is  much 
more  complete  than  in  the  previous  case.

Danvers,  1819-20;  Samuel  Stickney,  became  Mayor  of 
Lowell,  1820-21;  John  W.  Badger,  from  Kingston,  1821-22; 
John  W.  Roundy,  from  Marblehead,  1822-23  and  1827;  S. 

Tucker,  1823-24;  Currier,  from  Lynn,  and  Humphrey 

Gould,  from  Topsfield,  afterward  a physician  in  Danvers 

and  Rowe,  1824-25 ; Grover,  1825-26 ; Samuel  Lamson, 

from  Danversport,  afterward  Baptist  clergyman,  1826-27; 
Humphrey  Gould,  1827-28;  Thomas  Flint,  was  afterward 
a hardware  merchant  in  Boston,  1828-29;  Thomas  Brad- 
street,  entered  the  ministry,  1829-30 ; Humphrey  Gould, 
1830-31;  William  Lamson,  brother  of  the  above  Samuel  and 
also  a Baptist  clergyman;  Rufus  P.  Cutler  of  Hamilton,  son 
of  Temple  and  grandson  of  Manasseh  Cutler;  William  Hard- 
ing, became  Congregational  clergyman,  1833-34;  Otis  Mudge 
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of  Danvers,  1835-36;  Moses  Clarke  of  Atkinson,  N.  H., 
many  years  a physician  in  East  Cambridge,  where  he  died, 
1836-38;  Moses  B.  Haseltine  of  Pembroke,  N.  H.,  1838-39; 
Joseph  Kidder,  has  been  long  a prominent  citizen  at  Man- 
chester, N.  H. ; Israel  H.  Putnam  of  Danvers,  son  of  Simeon, 
1840-41:  S.  N.  Fletcher  of  Billerica  (?),  1841-42;  Joseph 
Peabody,  Jr.,  of  Middleton,  still  a teacher,  1842-43;  Dean 
Peabody,  also  from  Middleton,  lawyer  and  Clerk  of  Court, 
Salem,  1843-44;  Addison  Woodbury  of  Danvers,  son  of  the 
above  Oliver  and  physician  at  Pepperell,  1844-45;  Henry  L. 
Posdick,  from  Newton,  lawyer,  1845-46;  Henry  J.  M.  Mur- 
phy, from  Derry,  N.  H.,  1846-47;  Oliver  S.  Howe,  entered, 
it  is  thought,  the  Methodist  ministry,  1847-49 ; Damon  T. 
Kilgore,  now  a lawyer  in  Philadelphia,  formerly  a Methodist 
minister,  1849-50;  Loring  P.  Staples,  1850-52,  from  Lim- 
erick, Me.,  was  taken  sick  during  his  second  winter  and  the 
term  was  completed  by  Arthur  A.  Putnam,  the  last  male 
teacher  in  the  brick  schoolhouse,  as  his  father,  Elias  Putnam, 
was  the  first. 

Summer  Teachers  in  the  Brick  Schoolhouse:  Clar- 
issa Endicott,  daughter  of  Elias  Endicott,  married  Alfred 
Porter,  1813;  Nancy  Putnam,  mentioned  in  a previous  list, 
daughter  of  David  Putnam,  married  Nathaniel  Boardman  as 
his  second  wife,  1814-15;  Sarah  Bea,  married  Major  John 
Bradstreet,  1816-17-18;  Sally  Shillaber,  1819;  Lydia  Put- 
nam, sister  of  I.  H.  Putnam,  married  Nathan  Tapley,  1820- 
21-22-23-24-25;  Harriet  Putnam,  1826;  Catherine  Putnam, 
married  Mr.  Ober  and  afterward  a Mr.  Boyle  of  Beverly, 
1827;  Sarah  Bradstreet,  1828-29-30-31;  Mary  H.  Putnam, 

1832;  1833;  Sarah  Welch,  from  Plaistow, 

N.  H. ; married  Rev.  Homer  Barrows,  1834;  Emily  Putnam, 
daughter  of  Elias  Putnam,  married  Augustus  Fowler,  1835- 
36;  Margaret  Putnam,  daughter  of  Elias  Putnam,  married 

John  C.  Butler,  1837-38  ; Hannah  E.  Pedrick,  1839; 

1840 ; H.  P.  Bradstreet,  1841 ; Almira  A.  Putnam, 

daughter  of  Samuel  Putnam,  married  Haskell  Perley,  1842- 
43;  Mary  E.  Porter,  daughter  of  Col.  Warren  Porter,  1844; 
Hannah  E.  Pedrick,  1844;  Hannah  Putnam,  daughter  of 
Capt.  Eben  Putnam,  married  Francis  Bomer  and  moved  West, 
1846;  Nancy  E.  Boardman,  daughter  of  Nathaniel  Board- 
man,  married  Edward  A.  Lord  and  they  now  live  in  Chicago, 
1847-48 ; Almira  A.  Putnam,  1849 ; C.  Adeline  Preston, 
daughter  of  John  Preston,  married  Moses  Hale  of  Newbury- 
port,  1850;  Mary  A.  Richards  of  Wenham,  1851;  Sophia  C. 
Appleton,  the  last  teacher  in  the  brick  building,  as  she  was 
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the  first  to  teadh  in  its  successor,  the  present  schoolhouse  dur- 
ing the  following  winter,  1852. 

Two  things  are  quite  noticeable  in  these  lists  of  male  and 
female  teachers.  One  is  the  large  number  of  those  who  be- 
long to  the  district  in  which  they  lived,  showing  that  there 
was  a strong  demand  and  also  an  abundant  supply  of  home 
talent : Elias  Putnam,  I.  H.  Putnam,  Clarissa  Endecott, 
Nancy  Putnam,  Sarah  Rea,  Lydia  Putnam,  Mary  H.  Put- 
nam, Emily  Putnam,  Margaret  Putnam,  Hannah  E.  Ped- 
rick,  Almira  A.  Putnam,  Mary  E.  Pedrick,  Nancy  E.  Board- 
man,  and  probably  others.  Another  striking  circumstance  is 
the  fact  that  many  who  taught  in  the  earlier  years  are  repre- 
sented in  the  double  list  by  sons  or  daughters  who  taught 
later. 

Note.  The  foregoing  was  prepared  for  article  No.  60  in 
the  Mirror  series,  “Danvers  At  Home  and  Abroad,”  but 
never  published. 


Returning  now  to  subjects  which  I have  chiefly  written 
upon,  in  my  later  letters, — however  abrupt  the  change — it 
has  often  surprised  me  that  so  many  of  our  townsmen,  espe- 
cially those  who  took  so  active  a part  in  Anti-Slavery,  Tem- 
perance, and  religious  meetings,  should  have  been  such  good 
extemporaneous  speakers,  while  yet  so  many  of  them  had 
lacked  the  now  very  common  advantages  of  early  education 
and  were  in  their  lifetime  engaged  in  hard  manual  labor.  It 
is  true  that  they  improved  to  the  utmost  the  excellent  oppor- 
tunities that  were  afforded  them  in  the  meetings  referred  to ; 
but  they  also,  while  yet  they  were  young  men,  were  accus- 
tomed to  organize  and  conduct  Debating  Societies,  as  I fear 
their  successors  are  not  wont  to  do  so  efficiently  and  exten- 
sively. Some  of  us  well  remember  the  time  when  such  socie- 
ties were  in  practical  operation  every  winter,  and  not  a few 
of  those  who  have  since  been  leading  citizens  of  Danvers, 
there  learned  to  “think  upon  their  feet,”  and  have  thus  been 
made  more  influential  to  control  town  affairs  and  direct 
public  opinion.  These  “Lyceums,”  particularly  when  Libra- 
ries were  formed  in  connection  with  them,  were  among  the 
very  best  of  schools  in  the  generations  that  are  past,  nor 
does  the  existence  now  of  larger  and  freer  libraries  render 
less  necessary  the  village  or  district  meeting  for  friendly 
discussion  of  all  kinds  of  questions  and  for  the  cultivation 
of  the  oratorical  gift. 
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One  of  these  organizations  had  its  existence  at  the  New 
Mills.  Some  of  its  records  are  before  me  as  I write.  The 
paper  with  which  it  originated  bears  the  date  Dec.  24,  1832, 
and  reads  thus: 

“We,  the  undersigned,  inhabitants  of  the  New  Mills  Vil- 
lage and  vicinity,  agree  to  associate  for  the  purpose  of  form- 
ing a Lyceum,  to  be  called  the  “Danvers  New  Mills  Lyceum/5 

Appended  to  this  paper  are  the  names:  William  Francis, 
Alfred  Porter,  J.  P.  Harriman,  Edward  Stimpson,  Hathorne 
Porter,  Samuel  Macintire,  Jr.,  William  Black,  William  Endi- 
cott,  William  Cheever,  Edward  Perry,  William  Chaplin, 
David  Taylor,  John  Perkins,  Samuel  D.  Pindar,  H.  G.  Bixby, 
Moses  W.  Wilson,  Edward  D.  Verry,  and  Joseph  Merrill. 

A constitution  was  formed,  providing  for  the  choice,  annu- 
ally, of  a President,  two  Vice-Presidents,  a Secretary  and  a 
Treasurer,  who  were  also  to  act  as  a Board  of  Managers. 
Any  male  person,  over  the  age  of  fourteen,  might  he  a mem- 
ber by  paying  one  dollar  each  year.  No  disputed  theological 
subject  could  be  introduced,  either  in  any  lecture  or  in  any 
debate.  Those  who  were  regularly  appointed  to  open  a dis- 
cussion might  each  speak  twice  only,  unless  by  a special 
permission  of  the  presiding  officer.  Others  could  afterwards 
speak  once  each,  although  by  a like  permission  they  could 
speak  again  if  they  wished  to  do  so.  No  speaker  was  allowed 
to  be  interrupted,  except  when  out  of  order. 

Another  paper  was  started  for  subscriptions  to  a Library. 
Small  sums  of  money  were  given  by  Mrs.  Mehitable  Oakes, 
Samuel  Fowler,  Moses  W.  Wilson,  David  Taylor,  Moses  Black, 
Jr.,  Moses  Black,  Alfred  Porter,  Joseph  Stearns,  Elbridge 
G.  Brown,  and  Henry  Tyler,  the  amounts  varying  from  one 
to  five  dollars.  Samuel  P.  Fowler  contributed  ten  volumes; 
Hathorne  Porter,  eight;  and  J.  F.  Perry,  Augustus  Fowler 
and  Edward  Stimpson,  a smaller  number.  No  doubt  the 
little  Library  grew  as  time  went  on,  and  no  doubt  its  books 
were  well  read  by  those  who  had  a right  to  use  them.  After 
a few  years,  however,  these  were  divided  among  the  members, 
and  this  feature  of  the  institution  was  given  up.  It  is  very 
likely  that  the  meetings  for  debate,  usually  held  in  the  school- 
house  or  Baptist  vestry,  continued  for  some  time  longer. 
Certain  it  is,  that,  while  they  went  on,  they  witnessed 
very  lively  discussions,  and  helped  to  train  those  who  par- 
ticipated in  them  for  more  earnest  service  in  a grander  con- 
flict.— Danvers  Mirror , Aug.  7,  1880. 


THE  SCHOONER  “SALLY”  OF  DANVERS.

This  Danvers  schooner  of  115  tons  was  built  in  Aina,  Me., 
in  1816,  and  registered  in  the  Salem  district  on  Dec.  6,  1817, 
by  Nathaniel  Putnam,  the  owner,  who  was  a merchant  of 
Danversport,  living  in  the  large  brick  house  recently  torn 
down  by  the  Creese  & Cook  Company,  next  their  factory  on 
Water  Street.  William  Allen  was  the  first  master.  In  No- 
vember, 1820,  the  tonnage  was  changed  to  176  tons.  Putnam 
& Cheever  were  the  chief  owners  and  the  last  record  at  the 
Salem  Custom  House  was  the  register  of  Nov.  8,  1840,  when 
the  owners  were  Nathaniel  Putnam  and  Thomas  Cheever  of 
Danvers,  and  John  W.  Osgood  of  Baltimore,  with  Parker 
Brown  as  the  master. 

From  the  Stickney  manuscripts  in  possession  of  the  Essex 
Institute,  it  is  possible  to  give  some  idea  of  the  chances  taken 
in  trade  on  the  ocean  in  those  days  by  the  owners  of  vessels. 
Articles  of  agreement,  dated  Danvers,  Oct.  21,  1824,  were 
made  between  Putnam  & Cheever  and  Benjamin  Kent,  on 
one  part,  and  William  Hammond,  the  master,  on  the  other, 
as  follows: 

“Said  Hammond  agrees  to  take  the  Schooner  Sally  for 
the  purpose  of  freighting  from  New  York  to  the  southward 
and  elsewhere,  as  he  may  deem  most  for  their  interest.  Said 
Hammond  agrees  to  Victual,  Man,  Load  and  unload  said 
vessel  at  his  own  expence  excepting  Boat  hire  which  is  to 
be  taken  from  the  whole  stock,  and  pay  to  the  owner  one 
half  of  her  earnings  or  freight  money,  and  one  quarter  of 
the  passage  money  after  deducting  the  pilotage  and  dockage 
(out  of  the  whole  stock).  The  owners  agree  on  their  part 
to  keep  the  Hull,  rigging  & sails  in  said  Schooner  in  good 
repair  at  their  own  expense.  Said  Hammond  agrees  to  pay 
over  to  the  owner  their  proportion  of  the  earnings  of  said 
Schooner  as  fast  as  it  becomes  due.  Said  Putnam  & Cheever 
and  Benjamin  Kent  agree  that  in  case  Capt.  Hammond 
should  make  a voyage  to  any  foreign  Port  that  they  will 
pay  one  half  of  the  charge  for  tonnage  duty,  anchorage  duty 
and  Custom  House  expenses.”  Nathaniel  Salford  and  Eben- 
ezer  Dodge  acknowledged  that  they  together  owned  a quarter 
of  the  schooner. 

This  voyage  was  not  without  incident.  The  master  in 
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due  course  arrived  at  St.  Thomas’,  having  suffered  the  loss 
of  the  schooner’s  anchor,  cable  and  shrouds,  as  disclosed  by 
the  following  protest  entered  before  a Notary  Public  on 
March  9,  1825: 

“Personally  appeared  Captain  William  Hammond,  Master 
of  the  American  Schooner  Sally , together  with  Andrew  W. 
Boyd,  mate  and  Edward  Lewis,  Seaman  on  board  the  said 
Schooner,  who  all  unanimously  and  severally  declared  and 
said  that  they  sailed  in  the  said  Schooner  Sally  from  New 
York  on  the  twenty  fourth  of  November  last,  bound  to  the 
river  St.  John’s,  East  Florida,  and  thence  to  the  West  Indies, 
the  Schooner  Sally  being  tight  and  strong  in  every  respect, 
seaworthy  and  found  with  whatever  was  necessary  for  the 
performance  of  the  meditated  voyage,  that  they  arrived  in 
the  river  St.  John  on  the  eighth  day  of  December  last,  dis- 
charged the  ballast  and  took  on  board  a cargo  of  timber 
which  occupied  them  untill  the  fifteen  January  last,  when 
they  were  ready  for  Sea  with  a pilot  on  board;  that  they 
were  detained  in  the  river  by  contrary  winds  untill  the  third 
of  February  when  they  weighed  the  anchor,  shifted  the  cable 
end  for  end  and  dropped  down  with  the  tide  near  the  bar; 
on  the  fourth  day  of  February  they  again  got  under  way  and 
stood  out  for  the  bar,  but  finding  that  there  was  not  water 
sufficient,  were  obliged  to  anchor  again;  on  the  fifth  of 
February  lying  within  half  a mile  from  the  bar  at  5 A.  M. 
they  hove  short  the  cable  but  found  that  they  could  not 
weigh  the  anchor,  the  Pilot  ordering  the  cable  to  be  cut 
for  the  preservation  of  the  vessel  and  all  other  concerns, 
the  same  was  cut  about  12  fathoms  from  the  anchor  when 
they  got  fortunately  and  safely  to  sea;  that  they  proceeded 
on  their  voyage  to  the  West  Indies  without  anything  mate- 
rial occurring  until  the  second  of  this  month,  when  they 
were  in  sight  of  the  West  end  of  the  Island  of  Martinique 
bearing  S.  W.  distant  about  8 miles;  on  the  following  day 
the  third  of  March,  it  blowing  a stiff  breeze  they  carried 
away  the  larboard  after  main  shroud  at  4 P.  M.  they  sent 
a boat  on  shore  at  St.  Pierre’s  to  try  the  market,  but  not 
being  able  to  sell  the  cargo  there  they  made  sail  and  bore 
away  for  St.  Thomas’,  where  they  arrived  without  any 
remarkable  occurrence  at  5 P.  M.  on  the  fifth  instant  . . . 
that  the  loss  of  their  anchor,  cable  and  shrouds  did  not  origi- 
nate in  any  inefficiency  of  the  said  articles  nor  in  any  neglect 
or  misconduct  of  the  officers  and  crew  of  the  schooner  Sally, 
but  was  owing  to  the  wind  and  weather  which  they  experi- 
enced and  in  obedience  to  the  order  of  the  pilot  in  the  river 
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St.  John’s  . . . the  expences  incurred  shall  be  for  account 
of  the  Insurers  or  those  whom  it  otherwise  rightly  and 
justly  concerns.” 

The  year  1825  was  an  unfortunate  one  for  the  Sally.  In 
the  early  autumn,  she  met  with  still  more  serious  loss  on 
another  voyage  from  New  York  to  the  West  Indies  during 
a heavy  gale,  as  these  extracts  from  her  log,  entered  as  a 
protest  and  sworn  before  a notary  in  Norfolk,  Yirginia, 
on  Sept.  5,  1825,  will  show: 

“William  Hammond,  master,  Thomas  Eaton,  mate,  and 
John  Miller,  seaman,  all  belonging  to  the  schooner  Sally  of 
Danvers  ...  set  sail  from  the  Port  of  New  York  on  the 
25th  July  last,  having  on  board  the  said  schooner  a cargo 
of  provisions  and  lumber  and  bound  for  the  river  of  Sur- 
rinam;  that  the  said  schooner  was  then  tight,  staunch  and 
strong;  had  her  cargo  well  and  sufficiently  stowed  and  se- 
cured; was  well  mastered,  manned,  tackled,  victualled,  appar- 
elled, and  appointed;  and  was  in  every  respect  fit  for  sea 
and  the  voyage  she  was  about  to  undertake;  that  nothing 
material  occurred  until  the  1st  of  August,  which  commenced 
with  fresh  breezes  from  S.  by  W.,  inclining  to  the  South- 
ward at  4 P.  M.  and  a sharp  sea;  at  8,  took  in  maintop- 
sail;  at  10,  carried  away  the  foretopmast  during  the  preva- 
lence of  a strong,  flawy  wind;  at  4 A.  M.  cleared  away 
the  wreck;  latter  part,  hard  gales  and  heavy  squalls  with 
a rough  sea — the  vessel  hove  to  under  balanced  sails  with 
as  much  wind  and  sea  as  she  could  endure — Ends  with 
very  hard  gales  and  squalls  and  a gloomy  sky.  August  2d, 
commenced  with  weather  similar  to  the  preceding  day,  which 
at  8 P.  M.  became  more  moderate — made  sail.  August 
11th  commenced  with  fresh  gales  and  squally — through  the 
day  regulated  sails  as  occasion  required.  Latter  part  tre- 
mendous heavy  squalls  and  a heavy  sea ; vessel  lying  to  under 
balanced  sails;  at  11  A.  M.  the  gale  increased  to  such  a 
degree  that  they  thought  prudent  to  scud;  accordingly  bore 
up — Ends  with  tremendous  hard  gales  and  squalls  and  a 
heavy  sea,  vessel  scudding — No  observation.  Aug.  12th  com- 
menced with  a heavy  sea  and  tremendous  hurricane — the 
schooner  scudding  under  bare  poles;  at  2 P.  M.  the  gale 
being  so  heavy,  found  the  vessel  almost  unmanageable  and 
a very  dangerous  sea  running — four  men  were  placed  at 
the  helm,  but  they  could  not  steer  her  with  safety;  at  1 
P.  M.  split  the  foresail  and  carried  away  the  strap  of  the 
peak;  at  2.30  the  vessel  took  a broach  and  shipped  three 
very  heavy  seas  which  cleared  the  decks  fore  and  aft,  tak- 
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ing  quarter  boards  and  stanchions  with  them,  and  hove  her 
on  her  beam  ends — finding  no  means  of  saving  her,  cut 
away  the  main  mast  which  took  with  it  everything  attached, 
when  the  schooner  fell  off  and  righted  which  enabled  them 
to  scud  until  5 P.  M.  when  the  wind  moderated,  but  left 
a tremendous  sea,  which  in  its  rolling,  rolled  away  the  fore- 
topmast;  at  6 P.  M.  the  wind  began  to  blow  again  harder 
than  at  any  time  previously — at  8,  violent  heavy  gales  from 
the  Westward — put  the  vessel  before  the  wind  and  sea  and 
scudded  until  2 A.  M.  when  the  gale  again  moderated,  but 
still  the  sea  was  very  tempestuous,  and  they  found  that 
the  schooner  was  making  much  water  from  a leak  that  she 
had  sprung.  Latter  part  moderate — all  hands  employed  in 
clearing  the  wreck.  Latitude  by  dead  reckoning  35.55 — 
Ion.  53.58.  Aug.  13th  commenced  with  good  weather  which 
continued  throughout  the  day  with  the  winds  from  S.  W. — 
all  hands  employed  in  clearing  the  wreck,  and  in  overhaul- 
ing and  examining  into  the  condition  of  some  of  the  articles 
below;  found  everything  under  the  half  deck  in  a bad  con- 
dition, two  of  the  water  casks  stove  in  and  the  water  all  out, 
and  the  schooner  leaking  badly — concluded  for  the  preserva- 
tion of  the  vessel  and  property  remaining,  to  put  back  and 
into  the  first  port — and  on  further  examination  discovered 
there  had  been  lost  and  injured  during  the  gale,  the  flying 
and  main  jibs,  foresail,  foretopsail,  fore  top  gallant  and  top 
masts,  foretop  gallant  sail,  main  topmast  stay  sail,  with  the 
rigging  attached  to  all  the  foregoing  sails  and  masts;  like- 
wise the  foretopsail  yard,  foreyard,  foremast  and  rigging — 
the  main-mast  went  over  the  side  with  all  the  rigging,  spars 
and  sails  belonging  to  it;  the  small  boat  and  oars  were  car- 
ried from  the  stern  and  lost;  a square  sail  boom,  spare  gaff, 
best  bower  cable,  five  water  casks,  and  all  the  cooks  uten- 
sils were  likewise  swept  off  and  lost.  Aug.  15th — Succeeded 
in  getting  a jury  mast  rigged,  when  they  were  able  to  make 
additional  sail.  Nothing  of  importance  occurred  further 
until  Aug.  24th,  when  finding  themselves  by  dead  reckoning 
in  latitude  about  32.16  and  longitude  62.10,  endeavored  to 
put  into  Bermuda;  but  the  weather  being  rainy  attended 
with  squalls  and  gloomy  disagreeable  appearances,  and  appre- 
hensive that  it  might  be  dangerous  at  that  season  in  their 
almost  unmanageable  condition  from  the  many  contrary 
winds  and  gales  in  that  sea  to  make  the  Island  and  get  in 
with  safety,  came  to  the  determination  to  steer  for  the 
United  States.  August  27th  — Experienced  another  heavy 
gale  or  hurricane  from  N.  E.  to  North  which  continued  for 
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sixteen  hours,  the  vessel  scudding  all  the  time  and  the  sea 
making  a continual  breach  over  her  decks — at  noon  the 
weather  moderated — Latitute  32.51.  Nothing  of  moment 
again  occurred  until  September  4th,  when  they  took  a pilot; 
at  meridian  passed  Cape  Henry  and  next  morning  arrived 
at  the  port  of  Norfolk.” 

Captain  Hammond  also  wrote  the  following  letter  to  the 
owners : 

Norfolk  Sep  4.  1825 — Messrs  Putnam  & Cheever 
Gen. 

Perhaps  you  may  think  strange  of  my  unfortunate  ship 
wreck,  I sailed  from  york  the  25th  of  July  with  as  fair  a 
prospect  for  a pleasent  voyage  as  any  vessel  whatever,  I 
had  flattering  winds  and  unsettled  weather  till  the  first  of 
August  when  we  experianced  a gale  from  the  southward 
and  received  no  damage;  We  had  then  again  unsettled 
weather  and  flattering  untill  the  12th  when  we  we  experi- 
anced a tremendous  gale  or  hurricane,  which  terminated  in 
our  total  shipwreck : I have  been  at  sea  a long  time  but 
I never  heard  the  wind  blow  more  than  one  half  so  heavy 
in  my  life,  the  wind  was  so  heavy  that  the  vessel  was  unman- 
ageable and  we  had  but  little  hopes  of  living  through  it  to 
tell  the  news;  We  scuded  the  schooner  untill  we  were  hove 
on  our  Beam  ends  of  ever  righting  again,  we  immediately 
cut  away  the  main  mast  and  the  vessel  righted  and  we  got 
her  before  the  wind  again,  and  by  the  assistance  of  a cable 
veared  from  the  storm  we  made  out  to  scud  till  the  gale 
abated  but  with  much  danger  and  difficulty,  The  schooner 
an  intire  wreck,  but  fortunately  there  is  no  lives  lost,  As 
soon  as  the  gale  abated  I found  the  schooner  unable  to  per- 
form the  intended  voyage,  so  I deemed  it  most  prudent  to 
make  for  the  first  port  in  our  wrecked  situation,  every  thing 
is  washed  from  the  Schooners  deck  but  the  new  long  boat, 
Stauncheons,  Bullworks  and  companion  are  all  gone,  the 
Schor  is  injured  in  her  hull  but  she  dont  make  much  water, 
the  prospect  of  the  voyage  is  compleatly  decided  and 
Schooner  rendered  unfit  for  sea  without  she  goes  through  a 
thorough  repair  Which  will  cost  more  than  she  is  insured 
for  I expect,  I think  the  Schooner  will  be  condemned,  if 
she  is,  no  doubt  she  will  go  of  low,  please  write  me,  if  you 
want  her  bought  for  you,  please  to  write  me  about  the  Insur- 
ance of  the  voyage,  I wrote  you  from  New  york  to  have 
the  Charter  covered  which  no  doubt  you  have  effected,  I 
arrived  this  afternoon  I cant  write  you  any  particulars  con-

cerning  the  result  of  the  survey,  but  I shall  give  you  every 
particular  in  my  next  

I am  a stranger  in  this  place  and  dont  know  who  I shall 
call  on,  I must  mak  a friend  of  some  one  for  I have  no 
money.  I would  thank  you  to  rite  me  as  soon  as  possible

As  to  the  damage  to  the  vessel,  there  were  called  into  the 
case  Jacob  Vickery  and  Richard  Drummond,  ship  masters, 
and  William  Knight,  a master  ship  carpenter,  all  of  whom 
were  residents  of  Norfolk,  who  reported  as  follows: 

The  foretopmasts,  two  pair  of  main  shrouds,  mainsail, 
Foretopsail,  fore  top  gallant  sail,  main  topmast  stay  sail, 
rudder,  larboard  main  channels,  taffrail,  foretop  mast  rig- 
ging, head  braces,  and  all  the  running  rigging  appertaining 
to  the  foremast  are  very  badly  injured  and  rendered  unfit 
for  service. 

The  head  of  the  foremast,  fore  standing  rigging,  fore  gaff, 
six  stantions  on  starboard  side,  foresail  and  camboose  are 
partially  injured. 

The  binnacle  and  companion  way  are  stove. 

The  forecross  trees  and  trussel  trees  are  broken. 

The  main  mast,  main  top  mast,  main  topsail,  main  and 
main  topsail  yards,  two  pair  main  shrouds,  main  topmast 
rigging,  all  the  running  rigging  appertaining  to  the  main 
mast  and  main  top  mast,  main  boom  and  gaff,  one  stantion 
on  starboard  side,  starboard  main  channels,  one  main  chain 
plate,  quarter  and  waist  rails  and  boards  fore  and  aft  on 
both  sides,  camboose  house,  two  hen  coops,  jolly  boat,  and 
her  davits,  and  all  the  blocks  appertaining  to  the  above, 
masts,  spars  or  sails  are  cut,  washed  away  or  lost. 

The  deck  load  of  lumber  (except  a few  plank)  and  the 
best  bower  cable,  has  been  thrown  overboard  and  that  a 
number  of  articles  in  the  confusion  which  naturally  occurred 
were  lost  at  the  same  time,  viz.  square  sail  boom,  a spare 
gaff,  grindstone,  an  axe,  a hatchet,  etc. 

The  hull  of  the  schooner  being  very  much  strained  and 
it  being  impracticable  to  examine  it  sufficiently  to  ascer- 
tain the  whole  extent  of  the  damage,  they  recommended 
that  the  cargo  be  unloaded  for  a further  examination. 

Her  cargo  being  unladen,  they  made  a thorough  examina- 
tion and  recommended  that  the  schooner  be  thoroughly 
caulked  from  the  bands  upward,  that  one  plank  in  the  lar- 
board quarter  and  one  under  the  starboard  main  channels 
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be  shifted,  four  stern  timbers  cut  down  and  scarfed,  and 
that  she  be  hove  down  and  graved. 

The  same  men,  after  the  survey  of  the  cargo,  recom- 
mended : 

“That  they  attended  the  opening  of  the  hatches,  and  found 
that  they  were  properly  secured  and  the  goods  in  the  hatch- 
way were  free  from  damage.  The  cargo  was  well  dunnaged 
and  stowed  in  a faithful  manner  and  the  following  list  was 
damaged:  25  hhds.  and  4 teirces  codfish,  damaged  50%; 
5000  bunches  of  onions  damaged  95%;  20  half  tierces  of 
rice,  damaged  10%;  100  bibs,  flour  damaged  50% ; 2 bbls. 
mackerel  bilged  damaged  33%;  and  they  recommended  that 
the  articles  be  sold  at  public  auction.  They  also  found  98 
bbls.  mackerel,  50  bbls.  beef  and  25  bbls.  pork,  which  should 
be  filled  up  with  pickle.” 

The  General  Average  was  made  up  at  Norfolk  by  John 
Cowper,  broker,  Nov.  14,  1825,  and  adjusted.  “In  making 
up  the  General  Average,”  he  writes,  “some  difficulty  has 
been  experienced;  the  main  mast  and  everything  attached 
to  it  is  considered  as  coming  under  a general  average.  The 
cost  of  the  new  mast  and  spars  are  ascertained  by  the  Ship 
Carpenter’s  bill,  but  the  canvas,  cordage,  blocks,  etc.,  can- 
not be  ascertained,  as  the  accounts  for  these  articles  do  not 
discriminate  what  proportions  were  for  the  main  mast,  but 
are  general.  In  this  situation  respectable  and  well-informed 
persons  on  matters  of  this  sort  have  been  requested  to  make 
an  estimate  of  the  sails,  rope,  etc.,  which  they  have  done. 
In  apportioning  the  General  Average  some  difficulty  has 
been  presented  as  respects  the  contributory  amount  of  freight, 
the  vessel  having  been  chartered  to  Surrinam  and  back  at 
500  dollars  per  month.  To  ascertain  this  must  be  in  some 
degree  conjecture.  By  the  charter  party,  one  half  the  freight 
actually  earned  was  payable  at  Surrinam.  The  charter 
began  on  16  July  and  on  the  24  of  August  the  vessel  bore 
up  for  Bermuda,  she  might  have  arrived  and  sailed  in  three 
months  from  the  date  of  the  charter,  which  at  500  dollars 
per  month  is  1500  dollars,  one  half  750  dollars,  payable  at 
Surinam.  Here  freight  contributes  only  two-thirds  of  the 
amount,  consequently  500  dollars  will  be  the  contributory 
amount  for  freight.”  Cowper’s  bill  follows:

New  york  February  24th  1826 

Messrs  Putnam  & Cheever 

Dear  Sirs  after  a passage  of  25 
Days  I arived  at  this  place.  I could  not  obtain  a Bill  at 
Surinam  for  the  one  half  of  the  Charter  that  the  Schr  had 
then  Earned  that  is  expressly  mentioned  in  the  Charter 
party.  I applyd  to  Mr  Alexander  Ferrer  the  Merchant  that 
I was  adresst  to  for  the  amount  according  to  Agreeament. 
He  sade  that  he  was  not  authorizd  to  due  any  thing  of  the 
kind.  I took  a letter  from  Mr  Farrier  to  certify  that  I 
applyd  for  it  but  could  not  get  it 

The  house  of  Dan  Cleef  is  nothing  more  then  a grosers 
store  and  I think  it  is  likely  that  I shall  have  some  truble 
with  him  as  the  Voyage  has  been  so  unfortunate.  I under- 
stood when  I was  a Norfolk  that  Dan  Cleef  was  cald  a 
New  york  Shaver.  But  I must  keep  a good  look  out  that 
he  dont  shave  me  out  of  my  Charter,  and  I shall  detain  the

Agreeably  to  the  foregoing  Order  the  company  appeared 
at  Dustin’s  Hall,  marched  into  Salem  and  exchanged  salutes 
with  the  Salem  Independant  Cadets  and  partook  of  refresh- 
ments at  their  tents,  after  which  the  company  performed 
various  maneuvers  and  marched  back  to  the  hall  and  dis- 
missed for  dinner. The  company  also  partook  of  refresh- 

ments at  Mr.  C.  Smith’s  house,  for  which  they  were  in- 
debted to  Mr.  Smith  and  Capt.  Daniels.

A Vote  of  thanks  was  immediately  passed 
unanimously  to  the  generous  donor  for  this  acceptable  pres- 
ent. The  tents  were  then  pitched  in  rear  of  the  meeting 
house,  and  the  company  marched  to  the  residence  of  Mr. 
Ward  Pool  Jr.  where  they  partook  of  an  entertainment  with 
other  invited  guests.  After  performing  various  maneuvres, 
returned  to  the  encampment  and  at  11  o’clock  escorted  a pro-

offered,  the  Declaration  of  Independence  read,  and  an  appro- 
priate address  to  the  Company  was  delivered  by  Rufus  Choate 
Esq.  The  procession  was  again  escorted  to  Mr.  Southwick’s 
where  they  sat  down  to  a well  provided  table.  After  the 
cloth  was  removed  a number  of  toasts  were  drank  and  songs 
sung  by  Messrs.  Monroe  and  Felton.  After  about  three 
hours  had  passed  very  pleasantly  at  table  the  company- 
equipped  and  performed  evolutions  and  firings,  gave  the  new 
Liberty  Pole  a military  salute  and  dismissed.

Campaign 

The  Company  met  at  the  usual  place  at  1 o’clock  and  at 
half  past  two  set  out  for  Marblehead,  marched  through  Sa- 
lem, and  before  entering  the  town  of  Marblehead,  halted  and 
partook  of  refreshments  from  the  waggon,  then  continued 
the  march  into  the  town  and  were  received  by  the  M.  L. 
Infantry,  which  was  formed  in  a line  on  the  Common  and 
invited  to  take  refreshment  at  their  tents  which  invitation 
was  readily  accepted.  The  Company  then  formed  batalion 
with  the  M.  L.  Infantry  and  marched  through  the  town  to 
the  Fort  and  encamped  for  the  night  securely  guarded  by  a 
faithful  resident  of  Marblehead  who  kept  the  gate,  and  a 
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no  less  faithful  bitch,  his  assistant.  The  camp  was  visited 
by  the  Selectmen  of  Marblehead,  and  many  respectable  citi- 
zens. The  next  day  the  company  was  entertained  by  Brig. 
Gen.  Appleton  at  his  house,  and  performed  various  evolutions 
on  the  Common,  and  then  took  up  line  of  march  for  Lynn, 
where  they  arrived  about  noon  and  encamped  on  the  Com- 
mon and  took  dinner.  The  guard  was  relieved  in  the  even- 
ing by  some  members  of  the  L.  L.  Infantry  and  the  next 
day  the  company  came  out  in  an  undress  uniform  and 
escorted  the  D.  L.  I.  to  the  boundary  line  between  Lynn  and 
Salem.  The  company  halted  on  Salem  Turnpike  and  prac- 
tised Rifle  exercise  with  a good  degree  of  success,  and  then 
continued  the  march  for  Danvers,  and  arrived  at  the  Hall  at 
an  early  hour  and  were  dismissed.  So  ends  the  campaign. 

Division  Muster. 

Pursuant  to  Orders  from  His  Ex.  Com.  in  Chief  the  com- 
pany was  warned  and  assembled  at  Dustins  Hall  on  Monday 
the  29th  day  of  Aug.  at  3 o’clock  A.  M.  and  appeared  on  the 
Common  at  Boston  at  9 o’clock,  being  the  first  company  on 
parade.  At  12  o’clock  the  troops  were  reviewed  by  the 
Illustrious  Maj.  Gen.  LaFayette  and  in  the  afternoon  Gen. 
Appleton’s  Brigade  performed  various  evolutions  and  firings 
(in  which  however  the  D.  L.  I.  took  no  part)  and  were  dis- 
missed. The  company  then  manouvered  in  a handsome  man- 
ner and  took  up  line  of  march  for  home  and  arrived  in  the 
evening  and  were  dismissed  after  being  requested  to  meet  at 
the  Hall  on  the  following  morning  to  perform  escort  duty 
on  the  arrival  of  LaFayette  in  Salem,  on  invitation  from  the 
Committee  of  Arrangements  of  that  place. 

Lafayette  in  Salem. 

The  company  met  agreeably  to  request  and  marched  into 
Salem  and  pitched  tents  on  Washington  Square.  It  was 
then  summoned  by  one  of  the  marshals  to  partake  of  refresh- 
ment at  the  Town  Hall  and  then  in  company  with  the  Salem 
and  Salem  Mechanic  Light  Infantrys  was  marched  into 
South  Salem  to  join  the  cavalcade  and  escort  the  illustrious 
Guest  into  town.  The  Procession  then  moved  through  the 
principal  streets  to  the  LaFayette  Coffee  House  in  a heavy 
shower  of  rain.  After  the  eloquent  address  was  delivered  by 
Judge  Story  and  the  General’s  reply,  the  procession  again 
formed  and  escorted  him  to  the  Assembly  Hall  to  dine  with 
the  citizens.  The  companies  then  repaired  to  the  Town  Hall 
to  partake  of  refreshment,  marched  to  the  tents  and  took 
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more  refreshment,  then  struck  tents  and  came  splashing  home 
in  mud  and  rain  and  were  dismissed.

Regimental  Muster 

Agreeably  to  order  the  company  assembled  at  the  Hall  and 
marched  to  the  Plains  (so  called)  to  join  the  5th  regiment 
under  Col.  Batchelder.  The  tents  were  pitched  in' front  of 
the  lines  and  after  the  company  had  joined  the  regiment  it 
was  immediately  detached  to  bring  the  regimental  standards. 
By  the  politeness  of  Col.  B.  the  company  were  indulged 
with  all  the  liberty  they  desired.  In  the  afternoon  the  com- 
pany performed  a number  of  firings  and  quick  movements 
with  a good  degree  of  success  and  with  the  seeming  appro- 
bation of  the  numerous  spectators.  The  only  occurrence  of 
note  which  happened  afterwards  was  a foot  race  with  the 
veterans  under  Capt.  P.  H.  Kimball  and  in  this  the  D.  L.  I. 
came  ofi  victorious.  F.  Pool  Jr.  Clerk. 

Semi  Annual  Meeting 

The  company  assembled  on  the  evening  of  the  2d  of  No- 
vember at  Batchelder’s  Tavern  to  attend  to  the  concerns  of 
the  company  and  examine  the  accounts  of  the  clerk.  Treas- 
urer and  Standing  Committee  which  were  found  correct,  and 
the  accounts  of  the  company  settled.  A compensation  of 
$5.00  was  voted  to  the  Clerk  for  his  services  the  past  year. 
After  finishing  the  business  of  the  meeting  they  repaired  to 
to  Dustin’s  Hall  where  well  loaded  tables  were  provided  for 
their  reception  and  the  evening  was  passed  with  toasts  and 
songs  uninterrupted  by  burning  bark-mills.

Special  Meeting. 

A special  meeting  was  called  by  request  of  the  Capt.  on  the 
7th  day  of  February  when  it  was  proposed  to  have  the  coats 
altered,  and  a committee  of  two  were  chosen  to  see  what  the 
coats  might  be  altered  for  similar  to  those  worn  by  the 
Salem  L.  Infantry  and  report  at  the  next  meeting. 

Capt.  Wm.  Sutton  and  Nathan  Lakeman  were  chosen  and 
the  company  warned  to  meet  again  on  Wednesday  evening 
next  at  7 o’clock. 

February  9th. 

The  company  met,  and  the  committee  appointed  at  the  last 
meeting  reported  that  they  could  get  the  coats  altered  for 
$5.00  at  P.  & C.’s.  It  was  then  Voted,  that  the  coats  should 
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be  carried  to  said  place  to  be  altered,  and  Nathan  Lakeman 
was  appointed  to  superintend  the  business  of  alteration  as 
proxy  for  the  company. 

It  was  also  Voted — That  the  members  procure  Black  gun- 
straps  in  lieu  of  the  ones  now  in  use. 

The  company  was  warned  to  meet  on  the  2d  Tuesday  of 
April,  at  7 o’clock  at  the  Annual  meeting.

mittee by  the  commanding  officer).

April  25th 

Met  for  drill  and  received  an  invitation  from  Mr.  J.  C. 
Patterson  to  take  refreshments  at  his  hall — accepted  the  invi- 
tation, and  voted  the  thanks  of  the  Co.  for  his  liberality  to 
them. 

Annual  Inspection  of  Arms,  May  6,  1825 

Pursuant  to  orders  from  the  commandant  the  company 
met  at  the  usual  place  in  their  improved  uniform  and  with 
a fine  band  of  music  at  8 o’clock  in  the  morning,  pitched 
tents  on  the  site  selected  for  the  new  Unitarian  Church  and 
spent  the  time  in  the  forenoon  very  pleasantly  at  the  camp 
and  in  marching  about  the  town.  At  1 o’clock  we  were  noti- 
fied that  a cold  collation  was  in  preparation  at  Mr.  Jesse  C. 
Patterson’s  tavern,  whither  they  repaired  and  sat  down  to  a 
well  provided  table  and  spent  two  hours  in  eating,  drinking, 
and  listening  to  songs  and  toasts  from  the  Officers,  music  and 
invited  guests.  After  dinner  marched  into  Salem  by  invita- 
tion from  our  natural  enemies,  the  Salem  Mechanic  Light 
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Infantry,  took  some  grog  and  lunch  at  their  tents  (the  same 
that  we  swore  we  would  never  enter,  while  preparing  for  the 
Marblehead  campaign)  manouvred,  fired  three  vollies  and 
happily  arrived  home  without  the  loss  of  a single  man.  This 
visit  was  marked  by  light  showers  of  rain  which  with  the 
dust  before  on  our  coats  gave  our  once  bright  uniforms  a 
dirty  appearance. 

The  Soldiers  were  inspected  at  noon  and  part  of  the 
Militia  Law  read — some  parts  were  omitted  to  save  time. 
Dismissed  with  the  thanks  of  the  Officers.

Sept.  19.  At  a meeting  of  the  company  for  drill  the 
Standing  Committee  were  chosen  to  provide  a dinner  at  the 
Brigade  Muster. 

Sept.  26.  At  a similar  meeting,  the  committee  reported 
that  a dinner  might  be  provided  for  the  company  for  50  cts. 
each  and  it  would  be  prepared  and  brought  to  the  tents  by 
Mr.  J.  C.  Patterson  or  Mr.  G.  Southwick  as  the  company 
might  decide.  It  was  then  voted  that  the  decision  be  left 
to  a committee  of  five — the  following  were  chosen — F.  Pool 
Jr,  Wm.  Smith  J.  Searl  D.  Southwick  and  J.  W.  Osborn. 
After  consulting  together,  the  committee  wished  that  two 
more  might  be  added  as  they  were  nearly  equally  divided  in 
opinion.  B.  Upton  and  P.  J.  Perley  were  then  added,  and 
the  committee  reported  in  favor  of  Mr.  Southwick. 

After  this  decision  the  commanding  officer  put  the  ques- 
tion to  the  company  and  the  decision  of  the  committee  was 
confirmed. 

The  above  proceedings  took  place  in  Liberty  Hall  after 
refreshments  had  been  placed  before  the  company  by  Mr.  Pat- 
terson through  the  liberality  of  a fellow  soldier  Mr.  Edward 
Upton.  A vote  of  thanks  was  passed  to  Mr.  Upton  for  his 
polite  invitation  and  the  company  warned  to  meet  for  drill 
next  Friday  at  2 o’clock  P.  M. 

At  this  meeting  the  Co.  was  informed  that  an  invitation 
had  been  received  for  them  to  escort  the  Field  Officers  on 
muster  day  Oct.  6th. 

Sept.  31.  Met  at  2 o’clock  and  marched  to  the  field  join- 
ing the  house  of  the  late  Benajah  Collins  Esq.  and  joined 
the  regiment  under  Col.  Batchelder,  and  were  invited  by 
Lt.  Col.  Tapley  to  take  refreshments  at  his  house,  which  was 
accepted  and  escorted  the  Officers  to  the  field  where  the  prin- 
cipal movements  to  be  performed  on  Thursday  were  executed 
with  a good  degree  of  correctness.  While  at  the  field  Brigade 
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Major  Barton  called  upon  Capt.  Sutton  with  a proposal  for 
him  to  unite  with  Capt.  Browne  of  the  S.  I.  Cadets  in  the 
performance  of  the  escort.  The  proposal  was  referred  to 
the  company  but  the  members  seemed  to  be  mostly  opposed 
to  the  arrangement. 

Oct.  3.  Met  for  drill.  Various  reports  are  in  circulation 
respecting  the  escort  duty.  It  is  generally  believed  that  it 
will  be  taken  from  the  D.  L.  I.  and  given  to  the  Cadets. 
Capt.  Sutton  stated  to  the  company  that  Gen.  Appleton  had 
written  a letter  to  Capt.  Brown  acknowledging  his  right  to 
perform  the  duty,  that  he  had  given  the  invitation  to  Capt. 
Sutton  hastily,  &c.,  also  a conversation  among  the  Field 
Officers  about  the  musick  we  had  provided  and  a resolution 
passed  by  them  to  procure  the  Brigade  Band  from  Boston. 
The  Company  then  voted — To  engage  the  Green  Band  at 
Boston  and  a committee  was  chosen  to  procure  them  imme- 
diately. Tuesday  morning  they  were  engaged. 

(4th  July  Omitted) 

Met  at  the  usual  place,  agreeably  to  previous  arrangements 
the  company  provided  with  the  Haverhill  band,  but  on  account 
of  the  unfavorable  state  of  the  weather  did  not  leave  the  hall 
until  y2  past  12  o’clock,  then  marched  in  a drenching  rain 
to  the  house  of  Capt.  E.  Sprague  and  escorted  the  Orator, 
Clergyman  and  Reader  of  the  D.  of  Independence  to  the  Old 
South  where  a large  and  attentive  audience  listened  to  an 
excellent  oration  from  Rufus  Choate  Esq.  and  other  appro- 
priate exercises.  A procession  was  then  formed  and  proceeded 
to  Patterson’s  Hall,  when  the  Company  and  those  provided 
with  tickets  sat  down  to  a table,  and  the  time  was  well  spent 
in  drinking  toasts  &c.  After  dinner  the  Company  marched 
about  town  and  performed  a variety  of  manouvres  with  its 
usual  correctness  and  precision  and  then  dismissed.

Brigade  Review ! ! ! 

Oct.  6,  1825. 

Agreeably  to  Company  Order  met  at  Dustins  Hall  at  7 
o’clock  in  the  morning  and  met  the  M.  L.  Infantry  and  both 
Companies  partook  of  refreshments  at  Mr.  Patterson’s  hall 
where  we  were  assured  by  members  of  the  Marblehead  Com- 
pany that  the  S.  I.  Cadets  were  to  do  escort  duty — the  same 
was  said  to  be  in  the  Essex  Register  of  the  day  but  was  after- 
wards found  to  be  untrue.  The  company  then  joined  Col. 
Batchelder’s  Regt.  and  the  whole  marched  to  the  field  near 
Mr.  Needham’s,  with  the  fine  Green  Band  from  Boston  in 
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front.  The  soldiers  were  in  fine  spirits  and  with  the  addition 
of  elegant  knapsacks  made  a more  splendid  appearance  than 
they  had  ever  before  done.  After  the  Regiment  had  marched 
to  its  proper  place  in  the  Brigade  Line  the  Company  was  dis- 
missed to  pitch  tents,  which  duty  was  quickly  performed.  In 
the  course  of  the  forenoon  the  Gen/s  Aid  for  the  day  Lieut. 
Avery  (of  the  Marblehead  L.  Infantry)  came  down  to  our 
encampment,  as  he  said  with  no  order,  to  enquire  what  music 
we  had.  Upon  asking  one  of  the  soldiers,  he  was  answered 
“a  drum  and  fife/’  another  soldier  within  hearing  said  “a 
white-pine  drummer  and  a pitch-pine  fifer.”  Uot  being  per- 
fectly satisfied  with  these  answers  he  enquired  of  Capt.  Sutton, 
who  told  him  he  had  a Band  from  Boston.  “Ah!”  says  he 
“the  Gen.  is  not  aware  of  it.”  “I  think  he  must  be,”  says 
Capt.  Sutton,  “as  I told  him  we  should  he  provided  with  a 
band,  and  he  gave  me  liberty  to  have  it  at  my  own  disposal 
throughout  the  day  if  he  could  have  it  to  play  the  marching 
salute  and  if  Col.  Batchelder  was  willing,  and  he  has  told  me 
that  he  has  no  objection.”  The  conversation  then  turned  on 
the  escort  duty.  Capt.  Sutton  and  Ens.  Emerson  both  said 
they  would  not  consent  to  do  it  with  any  other  corps,  if  they 
do  it  they  do  it  alone  &c.  Capt.  Sutton  told  him  he  was  will- 
ing to  obey  any  order  from  Gen.  A.  but  could  not  consent  to  do 
escort  duty  in  any  way  but  as  he  was  invited  by  Gen.  Apple- 
ton  to  do  it — “with  his  company”  and  with  them  alone.  Lieut. 
Avery  said  “there  was  some  misunderstanding  about  it  but 
he  thought  it  might  be  settled  satisfactorily  for  both  com- 
panies,” then  made  a very  pretty  bow  lifting  up  the  fore  part 
of  his  chapeau  bras  and  made  the  best  of  his  way  to  Gen.  A/s 
head  quarters  to  tell  that  renowned  commander  what  had 
passed  at  the  D.  L.  I.  encampment.  Another  of  Gen.  A/s 
minions  was  also  seen  most  of  the  forenoon  prowling  about  the 
fifth  reg*  and  smelling  round  the  D.  L.  I.  to  find  some  thing 
to  carry  to  his  master — this  was  Brig.  Maj.  Barton.  After  the 
officers  rode  down  the  line  in  front  and  up  the  rear  down  comes 
Barton  to  Capt.  Sutton,  says  a few  words  and  goes  off.  Capt. 
S.  tells  the  company  he  is  after  the  Band  to  go  to  the  centre 
where  the  regiment  musick  was  ordered  a few  minutes  before. 
Some  members  of  the  company  cry  out,  “Don't  let  it  go,”  “It 
shan't  go,”  etc.  Capt.  S.  urged  upon  them  the  Necessity  of 
having  the  musick  go  and  ordered  an  officer  to  go  and  hurry 
the  Band  (which  were  at  the  tents)  to  the  centre  as  quick  as 
possible.  The  Band  went,  and  played  while  the  marching 
salute  was  performed,  then  took  their  station  at  the  right  of 
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the  Co.  Before  the  above  proceedings  took  place  the  Brigade 
was  inspected  and  the  D.  L.  Infantry  pronounced  to  be  in 
“fine  order,”  by  Maj.  Barton.  Soon  after  the  marching  salute 
the  Brigade  line  was  dismissed  to  dinner  and  Friend  Barton 
came  down  to  Capt.  S.  and  said,  “Capt.  Sntton  you  are  ex- 
cused from  doing  the  escort  duty,”  to  which  he  answered, 
“Very  well,  sir,”  and  then  dismissed  the  Co.  to  the  tents  to 
dinner.  After  dinner  symptoms  of  rebelion  were  noticed 
among  the  soldiers  and  without  any  previous  agreement  the 
whole  company  determined  on  leaving  the  field  and  although 
great  exertions  were  made  by  Capt.  Sutton  to  stop  them  the 
whole  company  without  an  exception  (setting  aside  the  3 
officers)  struck  tents  and  marched  from  the  field  in  fine  style 
with  the  Band  in  front  playing  Yankee  Doodle,  but  not  till 
after  partaking  of  the  hospitality  of  the  Salem  and  S.  M. 
L.  Infantry  at  their  encampments.  The  company  was  greeted 
with  repeated  cheers  as  they  passed  through  the  fields  and 
as  soon  as  they  had  left  it  gave  three  cheers  themselves  in 
rear  of  the  Gen’s  dining  tent.  Then  marched  to  the  field 
in  rear  of  the  old  encampment  and  went  through  a variety 
of  firings  and  manouvers  and  when  the  Brigade  was  dis- 
missed escorted  the  Field  and  Staff  Officers  of  the  5th  regt. 
from  the  field.  After  leaving  the  Standard  at  Capt.  Sutton 
repaired  to  the  hall  and  were  dismissed  to  one  fortnight 
from  that  day  to  meet  at  the  same  place  at  7 o’clock  A.  M. 
The  Band  was  engaged  for  that  day.  Thus  ends  the  6th 
Oct.  1825. 

Oct.  8,  1825 

Capt.  Sutton,  Lieut.  Porter  and  Ens.  Emerson,  Officers  of 
D.  L.  I.  were  arrested  by  Maj.  Barton  on  charges  of  Disobe- 
dience of  orders  and  unmilitary  conduct,  peferred  by  Brig. 
Gen.  Appleton  and  by  his  order. 

Oct.  20th 

The  company  paraded  this  day  by  agreement  to  celebrate 
their  eighth  anniversary — it  being  the  day  appointed  by  the 
Officers  before  their  arrest.  As  they  were  thus  deprived  of 
all  command,  the  Co.  came  out  under  the  non-com.  officers 
and  pitched  tents  in  Mr.  Daniels’  field  on  Boston  road.  They 
then,  after  taking  refreshment  at  the  house  of  one  of  the 
sergeants  marched  into  Salem  in  fine  style  with  the  enliven- 
ing musick  of  the  green  band.  Much  attention  was  paid  the 
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company  there  especially  by  the  S.  L.  I.  by  whom  they  were 
invited  to  an  entertainment  at  the  Assembly  Hall  in  Chest- 
nut street,  after  which  marched  home,  and  dismissed  for 
dinner.  In  the  afternoon  marched  to  the  head  of  “the  Lane” 
and  thence  to  the  encampment.  After  a short  rest,  the 
afternoon  was  spent  about  home  in  marchings  and  manou- 
vres,  and  early  in  the  evening  dismissed  to  prepare  for  sup- 
per, then  met  at  the  Hall  and  escorted  the  Invited  G-uests 
in  number  almost  60  to  Mr.  Patterson’s  where  the  Supper 
was  provided.  The  evening  was  spent  with  the  utmost  mirth 
and  good  cheer  till  the  company  separated  about  12  o’clock. 

Feb.  27,  1826 

The  Commissioned  Officers  of  the  Co.  received  from  the 
Judge  Advocate  (C.  Cushing  Esq.)  the  Charges  and  Specifi- 
cations exhibited  against  them  with  an  order  for  them  to 
appear  at  Ipswich  on  the  9th  of  March  next  at  10  o’clock  to 
make  their  defence. 

March  3d.  At  a meeting  of  the  Co.  this  evening  N.  Lake- 
man  was  chosen  Treasurer  of  the  Co.  in  room  of  J.  Webster 
resigned,  and  a vote  of  thanks  passed  to  him  for  his  services. 
Dismissed  to  meet  on  the  7th  inst. 

March  7th,  1826 

At  a meeting  of  the  Co.  this  evening,  after  it  had  been 
stated  that  the  trial  of  the  Officers  was  to  take  place  in  Ips- 
wich it  was  unanimously — Voted — That  the  Company  pro- 
ceed to  Ipswich  on  the  termination  of  the  trial  and  there 
receive  their  Officers.  It  was  also — 

Voted — That  a committee  of  three  be  appointed  as  a com- 
mittee of  arrangements  to  carry  the  above  resolve  into  effect. 

Voted,  That  the  co.  pay  an  assessment  of  2 Dolls,  each 
to  be  placed  at  the  disposal  of  the  committee  to  procure  car- 
riages, musick,  powder  &c.  The  following  members  were 
chosen  on  the  committee

It  was  then  Voted — that  the  proceedings  of  this  meeting 
be  kept  secret  till  the  termination  of  the  trial.  Recorded 
April  14,  1826. 

March  9,  1826 

This  day  the  Division  Court  Martial  was  organized  at 
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Ipswich.  It  consisted  of

Capt.  Sutton’s  case  was  the  first  called  on.  A.  Huntington 
was  admitted  as  counsel  for  the  complainant  and  L.  Salton- 
stall  & R.  Choate  Esqrs.  for  the  respondent.  The  trial  con- 
tinued with  some  interruption  to  the  5th  of  April  when  the 
case  of  Lt.  Porter  was  introduced  and  continued  to  the  7th, 
with  the  same  council  on  each  side  as  in  Capt.  S.’s  case. 
Ens.  Emerson’s  trial  then  came  on  and  finished  on  the  10th 
inst.  The  Court  adjourned  to  Salem  in  the  course  of  Capt. 
Sutton’s  trial.  The  papers  relating  to  the  case  of  Capt.  Sut- 
ton & Lieut.  Porter  were  sent  to  the  Maj.  Gen.  on  the  8th 
inst. 

Tuesday,  April  11,  1826 

Agreeably  to  the  By-Laws  of  the  company  a meeting  was 
held  this  evening  for  the  choice  of  Standing  Committee  and 
Treasurer  for  the  year,  and  the  following  were  chosen.

A vote  of  thanks  was  then  passed  to  the  Standing  Com- 
mittee of  the  past  year  and  also  to  the  Treasurer  for  the 
time  he  has  been  in  office  for  their  faithful  services.  Dis- 
missed. 

The  Decision  of  the  Court  Martial! 

News  was  received  officially  Friday,  April  28th,  that  the 
Maj.  Gen.  had  approved  of  the  decision  of  the  Court  and 
had  made  the  result  known  to  the  two  Brigadiers  of  his 
division,  but  Gen.  Appleton  delaying  to  make  it  known  to 
the  officers  interested  (although  his  orders  were  explicit  to 
do  the  same  immediately)  two  members  of  the  Company  went 
to  Boxford  and  through  the  politeness  of  Brig.  Gen  Low 
of  the  2d  Brigade  obtained  the  Division  Order  containing 
the  result  of  the  Court  Martial  and  had  the  satisfaction  of 
hearing  to  the  Officers  of  the  D.  L.  I.  the  gratifying  news  of 
their  complete  and  honorable  ACQUITTAL  from  all  the 
charges  preferred  against  them  by  the  calve’ s head  of  Marble- 
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head.  The  next  day  Gen.  A.  issued  his  Brigade  order,  and 
was  thus  spared  the  mortification  of  first  proclaiming  his 
own  defeat.  The  Hall  was  illuminated  in  the  evening  of 
the  28th. 

May  Training 

Tuesday,  May  2d,  the  company  met  agreeably  to  Regi- 
mental  Orders  from  Col.  A.  Batchelder  (the  before  men- 
tioned order  was  issued  before  the  result  of  the  Court  was 
officially  known,  but  afterwards  countermanded)  and  came 
under  the  command  of  the  officers  of  the  company,  were  in- 
spected, &c.  and  then  dismissed.  On  this  occasion  the  com- 
pany appeared  in  an  undress  uniform  excepting  the  Com- 
missioned Officers. 

May  11,  1826 

Brigadier  General  James  Appleton's  Benefit. 

The  Company  met  this  day  and  in  connexion  with  the 
Salem  Light  Infantry  agreed  to  celebrate  the  day  in  honor 
of  the  late  decision  which  liberated  from  arrest  the  three 
Com.  Officers  of  the  former,  and  Capt.  Cloutman  of  the  latter 
Company.  At  noon,  the  S.  L.  I.  were  received  by  the 
D.  L.  I.  and  both  companies  marched  in  batalion  preceded 
by  the  two  excellent  Bands  from  Boston  to  the  encampment 
of  the  latter  and  from  thence  the  S.  L.  I.  were  escorted  to 
Southwick’s  Hall  where  a cold  collation  was  partaken  of  by 
the  two  companies  during  which  the  utmost  harmony  and 
good  fellowship  prevailed  between  the  members  of  each  corps, 
and  after  which  a few  excellent  and  well  performed  comic 
songs  closed  the  entertainment. 

The  S.  L.  I.  then  took  their  leave  and  after  giving  us  a 
cordial  invitation  to  visit  their  encampment,  marched  off 
with  three  cheers  from  the  crowd  attending  the  two  com- 
panies. We  then  were  dismissed  for  a short  time,  and  in 
the  afternoon  met  and  availed  ourselves  of  the  polite  invita- 
tion of  the  S.  L.  I.  and  found  ourselves  and  our  Green  Band 
partaking  of  the  solid  and  exhilarating  things  of  this  life 
at  their  tents  on  Salem  Common.  After  some  time  was 
pleasantly  employed  there,  both  companies  joined  in  batalion 
and  marched  up  Essex  Street  with  the  enchanting  musick 
of  the  United  Blue  & Green  Bands  to  Buffum’s  comer  where 
the  two  companies  separated,  with  the  repeated  cheers  of  the 
populace.  We  then  marched  to  the  Hall,  and  were  dismissed 
with  the  thanks  of  our  Officers.  The  day  throughout  was 
pleasant  and  nothing  occurred  to  mar  the  pleasures  of  the 
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day  except  the  absence  of  the  noted  General  for  whose  benefit 
they  were  designed.  F.  Pool,  Jr. 

Jubilee 
July  4,  1826 

The  Fiftieth  Anniversary  of  Independence  was  this  year 
celebrated  in  Salem  with  more  than  usual  splendor  and 
enthusiasm.  The  Military  Escort  was  composed  of  the  Salem 
Light  Infantry,  Danvers  Light  Infantry  and  Salem  Me- 
chanic Light  Infantry  all  under  the  command  of  Capt. 
Cloutman  of  the  S.  L.  I.  he  being  senior  officer.  The 
Danvers  Light  Infantry  early  received  an  invitation  from 
the  Committee  of  Arrangements  appointed  by  the  town,  to 
join  in  the  Escort,  which  was  accepted,  and  on  the  morning 
of  July  4th  assembled  at  the  Armory  and  marched  to  the 
Salem  Line  with  the  Green  Band  in  front,  where  we  were 
received  by  the  Salem  and  Salem  Mechanic  Infantry,  a 
batalion  formed  and  the  whole  marched  into  Chestnut  street. 
After  a short  rest,  the  batalion  moved  to  the  Town  Hall 
where  an  excellent  entertainment  was  prepared  for  hungry 
stomachs  and  dusty  throats.  After  doing  full  justice  to  the 
bounties  provided  by  the  town  of  Salem,  the  troops  were 
called  upon  by  the  marshals  to  join  the  procession.  The 
batalion  then  formed  and  marched  from  the  Hall  to  Wash- 
ington Square,  and  there  joined  the  Procession  which  was 
formed,  under  the  direction  of  Jos.  G.  Sprague  Esq.,  Chief 
Marshal.  The  whole  then  moved  right  in  front  in  common 
time  through  the  principal  streets  to  the  North  Meeting- 
house, where  the  services  of  the  day  were  performed  ( and 
all  entered  the  house  the  D.  L.  I.  excepted  which  marched 
off  to  the  musick  of  one  fife  to  the  front  room  of  the  Lafayette 
Coffee  house  the  better  to  hear  the  Oration  of  the  Rev.  Mr. 
Colman  in  the  North  Church! ! !)  After  the  conclusion  of 
the  services  at  the  church  the  batalion  again  formed,  and 
escorted  the  procession  to  their  dinner  on  W.  Square,  the 
D.  L.  I.  then  took  up  line  of  march  for  Southwick’s  Hall 
where  all  safely  arrived  and  sat  down  to  a well  provided 
table,  with  keen  appetites  (it  being  near  4 o’clock)  and  de- 
voured the  good  things  which  were  placed  before  them.  The 
occasion  was  honored  by  the  presence  of  Gen.  G.  Foster 
who  was  received  with  three  cheers  by  the  Company.  After 
dinner,  patriotic  and  comic  toasts  and  songs  closed  the  en- 
tertainment, and  the  Company  was  dismissed. 
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Regimental  Review 

This  year  for  a variety  the  company  with  the  rest  which 
compose  this  regt.  joined  by  the  Danvers  Artillery  met 
at  Middleton  for  inspection  & review.  The  parade  ground 
was,  as  might  be  expected,  composed  of  hills  & valleys  which 
did  not  it  is  true  show  the  regiment  to  the  best  advantage. 
It  was  inspected  by  Brig.  Maj.  Barton  & reviewed  by  Col. 
Batchelder.  At  noon  by  previous  invitation  the  Danvers 
Light  Infantry  partook  of  a most  splendid  repast  at  the 
Tavern  of  Col.  B.  with  the  field  & other  officers  attached 
to  the  regiment  as  well  as  many  invited  guests.  This  dinner 
be  it  remembered,  was  a gift  from  the  patriotic  town  of  Mid- 
dleton, & to  their  credit  be  it  spoken  was  such  an  one  as 
will  always  cause  them  to  be  remembered  by  the  D.  L.  In- 
fantry with  feelings  of  thankfulness  & respect.  After  the 
cloth  was  removed,  songs  & toasts  flew  around  & the  broad 
laugh  & humorous  jest  gave  a true  sign  by  which  to  judge 
the  feelings  of  the  guests.  Immediately  after  dinner  the 
sham  action  commenced  & was  kept  up  with  spirit  until  near 
sunset.  The  D.  L.  Infantry  was  divided  into  small  parties 
& the  ground  in  the  rear  of  the  line  being  favourable  for  the 
execution  of  their  plans ; the  opposite  party  would  frequently 
be  taken  by  surprise  by  seeing  the  shining  helments  of  their 
adversary  rising  from  the  fern  & briar  bushes  at  their  feet 
& pouring  a tremendous  volley  directly  into  their  front 
which  would  cause  a precipitate  retreat.  To  conclude,  it  was 
one  of  the  best  trainings  & sham  actions  that  we  ever  wit- 
nessed & gave  general  satisfaction  to  all  who  were  spectators 
as  well  as  those  engaged  therein. 

October  26,  1826. 

The  Company  celebrated  their  anniversary  this  day.  They 
met  early  in  the  morning  with  the  cheering  rays  of  the  sun 
to  gladden  their  hearts  & heighten  the  anticipations  of  a 
good  day  & a full  enjoyment  thereof,  but  owing  to  a shower 
about  the  break  of  day  the  Green  Band  of  Boston  which 
had  been  engaged  for  the  occasion,  did  not  arrive  as  was 
expected,  consequently  a messenger  (Mr.  John  Upton)  was 
despatched  to  forward  them,  as  it  was  expected  they  were 
on  the  way  hither.  He  went  as  far  as  Lynn  & returned  with 
the  tidings,  unwelcome  as  they  were,  that  the  Band  were  not 
in  sight.  Another  messenger  (N.  Lakeman,  a member)  was 
despatched,  who  went  to  Boston  & found  the  fugitives  & 
got  them  here  by  4 o’clock  in  the  afternoon.  During  this 
time  the  company  marched  to  Beverly  by  the  way  of  Danvers 
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Neck,  where  they  were  hospitably  received  by  the  Light  In- 
fantry of  that  Town.  They  then  inarched  through  Salem  & 
to  Danvers,  where  a supper  was  provided  by  Mr.  Southwick 
at  his  Hall  & a large  number  including  several  invited  guests 
sat  down  amid  the  good  substantial  fare  of  New  England, 
which  includes  all  that  is  desirable  by  the  most  epicurean 
palate.  After  the  cloth  was  removed  toasts  were  drank,  com- 
plimentary to  that  revolutionary  veteran  Gen.  Gideon  Foster, 
which  almost  “started  the  tear  of  gratitude.”  Others  there 
were  in  abundance,  both  complimentary  to  the  Company  & 
to  the  Nation  as  well  as  those  of  a more  comic  turn.  Songs 
were  sung  & the  jest  & laugh  resounded  from  one  end  of 
the  table  to  the  other  & at  a late  hour  the  company  separated 
after  a Day  of  the  most  active  duty  & which  would  have 
been  better  enjoyed  had  the  Music  arrived  at  an  earlier 
hour.  The  manouvres  & firings  were  never  better  nor  more 
honourable  to  the  Company  & it  is  but  just  to  say  that  under 
such  a commander  as  Capt.  William  Sutton  the  corps  can- 
not but  be  respected  & honoured  as  an  ornament  to  the  Town 
as  well  as  the  Brigade  to  which  it  is  attached. 

I had  forgotten  to  mention  that  on  this  evening  Capt. 
Sutton  intimated  previous  to  the  company’s  going  into  the 
supper  room,  that  it  was  probably  the  last  time  that  he  should 
come  out  with  them.  The  words  struck  like  a knell  upon 
their  ears,  & when  they  had  repaired  to  supper  the  silent 
tongues  of  the  soldiers  but  too  well  testified  the  regret  which 
they  felt.  A toast  was  handed  up  during  the  evening  by  a 
member  of  the  Company,  something  like  the  following : “May 
the  day  be  very  far  distant  when  our  commander  shall  re- 
sign that  office,  which  he  has  filled  with  so  much  honor  to 
himself  & so  much  satisfaction  to  his  company.”  It  was 
received,  as  may  be  expected,  with  cheers  long  & loud  & the 
company  soon  had  the  satisfaction  to  learn  that  their  com- 
mander would  stand  with  them  still  longer.

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The  Page  House  and  Its  Occupants,  with  an  Account 
of  Many  Danvers  Families  and  Events.

The  accompanying  group  of  houses,  situated  at  Danvers- 
port,  on  Water  Street,  just  above  Mr.  Warren’s  store,  were 
my  ancestral  homes. 

The  second  house  was  built  by  Samuel  Fowler,  probably 
a short  time  before  his  marriage  to  Sarah  Putnam,  which 
took  place  March  4th,  1773,  the  Rev.  Mr.  Holt  of  the  South 
Parish  (now  Peabody)  performing  the  ceremony.  Sarah 
was  the  youngest  child  of  Dea.  Archelaus  and  Mehitable 
(Putnam)  Putnam.  Samuel  Fowler  was  the  son  of  Joseph 
Fowler  and  his  first  wife  Mary  Prince. 

Samuel  Fowler  was  baptised  in  Ipswich,  Mass.,  June  11th, 
1748-9,  and  left  Ipswich  as  early  as  1765.  He  was  a ship- 
wright by  trade  and  assisted  in  building  before  and  during 
the  Revolution  many  vessels  there,  of  some  of  which  he  was 
part  owner,  and  engaged  in  trade  to  the  West  Indies,  and 
is  on  record  a merchant.  He  was  a private  in  the  company 
of  Capt.  Jeremiah  Page,  that  marched  on  the  alarm  to  Lex- 
ington, the  19th  of  April,  1775.  He  made  many  purchases 
of  land,  was  interested  in  the  mills,  which  eventually  became 
the  property  of  his  son  Samuel.  By  his  own  industry  he 
acquired  a good  estate,  during  a period  of  great  financial 
distress.  He  died  in  Danvers,  April  20th,  1813. 

The  old  records  of  Salem  Village  say  that  Dea.  Archelaus 
Putnam  was  born  May  29th,  baptised  June  22nd,  1718.  He 
was  the  son  of  Dea.  Nathaniel  Putnam,  who  was  the  son  of 
Dea.  Benjamin  Putnam,  thus  showing  that  father,  son  and 
grandson  successively  held  this  honorable  office  of  deacon. 
Of  Benjamin  more  will  be  said  hereafter.  The  old  records 
show  that  Dea.  Nathaniel  was  born  August  25th,  1686.  He 
held  the  office  of  Deacon  for  23  years,  and  died  in  1754. 

Deacon  Nathaniel  Putnam  married  Elizabeth,  daughter  of 
Richard  Hutchinson,  the  man  who  bought  the  original  grant 
covering  the  whole  region  of  Tapleyville,  from  Walnut  Grove 
Cemetery  to  the  site  of  the  first  village  church.  It  was  on 
a part  of  this  tract  which  came  to  him  by  the  marriage  that 
Nathaniel  built  his  home.  This  house  is  not  now  standing, 
but  on  or  near  its  site  is  a house  owned  by  Otis  Putnam, 
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Left  to  Right— Aunt  Stimpson’s  Shop;  Samuel  Fowler's  House,  built  about  1773 
Nathaniel  Putnam's  House,  built  probably  about  1773. 
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which  was  formerly  owned  and  occupied  by  Judge  Samuel 
Putnam,  a descendant  of  Deacon  Nathaniel.  Mr.  Andrew 
Nichols  thinks  the  original  house  stool  near  the  town  gravel- 
pit,  on  Hobart  Street.  Notwithstanding  the  laying  out  of 
streets  and  house  lots  in  the  most  thickly-settled  portion  of 
the  town,  including  the  grounds  of  the  town-house,  the  Pea- 
body Institute  and  the  cemetery,  some  of  the  original  farm 
remains  about  the  house  of  Otis  Putnam.  This  Putnam 
estate,  also  very  familiar,  is  on  the  main  thoroughfare  from 
the  Plains  to  Tapleyville.  It  is  on  the  banks  of  the  stream 
which  drains  the  meadows  of  Beaver  Dam,  and  a short  dis- 
tance below  the  house  the  stream  is  met  by  another  which 
drains  the  meadow  far  to  the  west  and  south.  This  conflu- 
ence takes  place  in  a natural  basin  easily  and  effectively 
dammed  for  waterpower,  and  from  very  ancient  times  these 
Putnams  have  utilized  this  power  for  milling,  indeed  it  has 
never  been  out  of  the  family.  It  has  been  said  by  the  Rev. 
C.  B.  Rice  that  Deacon  Archelaus  lived  in  the  house  at  one 
time  where  Gilbert  Tapley  lived  and  died;  but  he  must  have 
also  lived  near  the  mill-pond,  for  his  great-granddaughter, 
Mrs.  Mary  (Page)  Hunt,  about  twelve  years  ago  took  her 
sister  Miss  Annie  to  an  old  cellar  near  the  Judge  Putnam 
house,  and  told  her  that  every  summer  she  used  to  come  there 
with  her  grandmother,  Sarah  (Putnam)  Fowler,  who  told 
her  that  Dea.  Archelaus  Putnam’s  house  stood  there. 

Deacon  Archelaus  held  the  office  of  deacon  for  but  one  year, 
and  died  in  1757.  Both  Nathaniel  and  Archelaus  were  not 
only  deacons  of  the  First  Church  in  Salem  Village,  but  also 
served  upon  the  Standing  Committee  in  1725  and  1749  re- 
spectively. 

Deacon  Archelaus  and  Mehitable  Putnam,  who  were  mar- 
ried April  12th,  1739,  may  well  be  called  the  pioneer  settlers 
of  Skelton’s  Neck,  as  Danversport  was  called,  one  hundred 
and  thirty-four  years  ago.  This  tract  of  land  was  at  that 
time  covered  with  woods,  and  inhabited  only  by  a few  In- 
dians. Deacon  Archelaus  had  inherited  his  paternal  estate, 
and  the  Rev.  C.  B.  Rice  says,  lived  at  one  time  in  what  is 
now  Tapleyville,  in  the  house  in  which  Gilbert  Tapley  lived 
and  died,  near  Mr.  Merriam’s  store.  In  1754  he  dreamed 
that  upon  Skelton’s  Neck  were  good  milling  privileges,  and 
accordingly  he  explored  its  lovely  woods  and  waters,  and 
decided  to  there  establish  tide  mills.  Soon  after  he  moved 
his  cooper’s  shop  to  the  banks  of  Crane  River,  and  floated 
it  down  to  the  spot  where  the  Eastern  Railroad  depot  now 
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stands;  whence  it  was  dragged  across  the  land  to  the  desired 
site  near  the  place  now  occupied  by  Mr.  Warren’s  store.  He 
made  an  addition  to  it,  and  thus  dwelt  in  the  first  and  only 
house  then  standing  on  Skelton’s  Neck.  The  next  year  his 
brother  John  moved  down,  and  they  built  a grist  mill,  and 
the  place  received  the  name  of  New  Mills.  So  dense  was 
the  forest  that  one  day,  when  Mrs.  Putnam  attempted  to  go 
from  her  house  to  her  husband’s  mill,  she  became  lost  in  the 
woods  and  could  only  find  her  way  by  following  the  sound 
of  his  voice.  At  this  time  the  road  through  New  Mills  was 
known  by  blazed  trees. 

This  year,  Sept.  14th,  1755,  a daughter,  Sarah,  was  born 
unto  Archelaus  and  Mehitable,  she  being  the  first  white  child 
born  at  Danvers  New  Mills.  She  distinctly  remembers  that 
in  1758  her  father  returned  from  his  mill  one  day  and  threw 
a litter  of  young  foxes  into  the  cradle  where  she  sat.  She 
was  a woman  of  great  energy  and  decision  of  character. 
She  had  a snowy  complexion  with  bright  black  eyes  and 
black  hair,  and  was  called  a handsome  woman.  She  was  a 
consistent  member  of  the  First  Church,  regularly  attending 
its  services;  and  when,  from  age  and  infirmity  she  was  no 
longer  able  to  do  this,  she  made  it  a point  to  be  present  at 
Communion,  her  son,  Samuel  Fowler,  Jr.,  always  carrying 
her  thither.  She  was  a devout  student  of  the  Bible,  having 
read  it  through  many  times  during  her  life  and  was  par- 
ticularly fond  of  Scott’s  Commentaries.  She  was  also 
well  acquainted  with  the  works  of  Flavius  Josephus.  Her 
grandson,  Dea.  Samuel  P.  Fowler,  has  an  engraving  entitled 
“Preparing  for  the  Promised  Land,”  which  represents  an  old 
lady  reading  the  Bible,  and  looks  as  much  like  Mrs.  Fowler 
as  though  she  had  sat  for  the  picture.  For  many  years  she 
and  her  husband,  Samuel  Fowler,  lived  in  the  second  house 
seen  in  the  picture,  and  here  their  six  children  were  born, 
two  of  whom  died  in  infancy.  Those  who  lived  to  adult  life 
are  as  follows : 

Samuel , Jr.,  born  15th  Sept.  1776, -married  Clarissa  Page, 
daughter  of  Capt.  Samuel  Page,  who  was  son  of  Col.  Jere- 
miah Page  by  his  first  wife  Sarah  Andrews.  John,  born 
15th  Sept.  1778,  married  Martha  Page,  daughter  of  Col. 
Jeremiah  Page  by  his  second  wife,  Martha  Crosby.  Sarah. 
born  14th  Oct.  1783,  married  Robert  Hooper  Stimpson. 
Mary , born  19th  Jany.  1787,  married  John  Page,  brother  to 
Martha  Page,  her  bother  John’s  wife. 

Sarah  (Putnam)  Fowler  died  Nov.  19th,  1847,  ager  92 
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years,  2 months,  5 days,  having  had  6 children,  27  grand- 
children, and  60  great-grandchildren.  Her  original  daguerre- 
otype may  be  found  at  the  Essex  Institute,  Salem. 

The  first  house  in  the  group  (see  picture)  was  built  and 
occupied  by  Nathaniel  Putnam,  son  of  Dea.  Archelaus  and 
Mehitable  (Putnam)  Putnam.  His  son  Archelaus  established 
the  first  Sabbath  School  in  South  Danvers,  now  Peabody,  in 
1816,  it  being  the  first  in  town.  The  Sabbath  School  in  Bev- 
erly, the  first  in  the  country,  was  established  in  1810,  show- 
ing that  Archelaus  Putnam  was  one  of  the  early  pioneers  in 
this  good  work. 

The  last  house  in  the  group,  known  as  “Aunt  Stimpson’s 
shop/’  was  given  to  Mehitable  Putnam  by  her  brother,  from 
whom  it  descended  to  her  daughter  Sarah,  and  from  her  to 
her  daughter,  Sarah  Stimpson,  who  kept  a small  thread  store 
in  the  lower  part.  In  1819,  when  Mrs.  Samuel  P.  Fowler 
was  thirteen  years  old,  she  attended  a private  school  kept  in 
the  upper  part  of  this  building  by  Miss  Martin. 

Children  of  Deacon  Archelaus  and  Mehitable  Putnam: 

First  Child , a daughter,  born  Oct.  25th,  1739. 

Archelaus , born  Nov.  6th,  1740. 

Mehitable,  born  Nov.  11th,  1742,  married  Symonds. 

Ephraim , born  Sept.  30th,  1744. 

Nathaniel , born  May  17th,  1746;  married,  first  wife,  Mary 
Ober  of  Beverly;  second  wife,  Ruth  Butler  of  Essex. 

Mary , born  March  13th,  1748. 

Jacob , born  Nov.  21st,  1749. 

Phebe,  bom  Nov.  27th,  1751;  married  the  Rev.  Sewell 
Goodridge. 

Sarah,  born  Sept.  14th,  1755;  married  Samuel  Fowler. 

In  1761  Lieut.  David  Putnam  was  appointed  guardian  for 
Nathaniel  Putnam,  minor,  his  father  Archelaus  being  dead. 
Old  papers  show  that  in  1763  he,  Nathaniel,  had  a dwelling 
house  and  barn  and  about  half  an  acre  of  land  situated  in 
Danvers  at  a place  called  the  Neck.  In  1769  David  Putnam 
gave  up  the  guardianship  to  Dea.  Edmund  Putnam,  at  which 
time  he  had  eight  pounds,  eleven  shillings  and  two  pence 
with  the  interest.  Lieut.  David  Putnam,  and  afterwards 
Dea.  Edmund  Putnam,  were  guardians  of  Jacob  and  Phebe, 
minor  children  of  Dea.  Archelaus,  the  former  having  in 
1763,  £82  15s.  Id.;  the  latter  having,  3rd  Aug.  17—,  £81 
12s.  7d.  At  this  time  she  was  the  wife  of  the  Rev.  Sewall 
Goodridge  of  Lyndeborough.  From  another  paper  it  would 
seem  that  Lieut.  David  Putnam  was  guardian  for  four  other 
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children  of  Deacon  Archelaus,  namely,  Mehitable,  Ephraim, 
Nathaniel  and  Mary;  Archelaus  being  guardian  for  himself. 

The  following  petition  of  Col.  Israel  Hutchinson  in  behalf 
of  his  wife,  the  widow  of  Dea.  Archelaus  Putnam,  and  her 
children,  presented  to  General  Court  September  7th,  1762, 
speaks  for  itself.  We  omit  the  preamble. 

“.  . . Humbly  shows  that  on  Benjamin  Putnam  formerly 
of  that  part  of  Salem  now  called  Danvers  since  deceased,  by 
his  Will  dated  in  the  year  1706,  gave  the  Farm  he  dwelt  on 
to  his  two  Eldest  sons  Nathaniel  and  Tarrant  with  all  the 
Buildings  and  fences  thereon  to  be  equally  divided  between 
them,  only  Nathaniel  should  have  twenty  Acres  above  half, 
and  afterwards  the  said  Testator  being  dead  viz1 : in  the  year 
1718  the  said  Nathaniel  and  Tarrant  by  writing  under  their 
hands  and  Seals  on  Becord  made  partition  between  them 
according  of  the  premises — Afterwards  the  same  Nathaniel 
Putnam  died  and  thereupon  his  part  of  the  premises  de- 
scended to  your  Petitioners,  his  Widow  and  Children,  as  an 
Intestate  Estate — But  it  so  happens  that  some  of  the  Bounds 
and  lines  of  said  Division  are  entirely  lost  and  beside  your 
Petitioners  apprehend  that  where  the  bounds  are  known,  the 
heirs  and  Representatives  of  said  Tarrant  have  taken  in  and 
improved  more  than  was  assigned  to  him  by  said  Division. 

And  your  Petitioners  can’t  be  believed  but  by  the  aid  & 
interposition  of  your  Excellency  and  Honours,  without  which 
they  apprehend  they  shall  greatly  suffer.  Wherefore  your 
Petitioners  humbly  pray  your  Excellency  and  Honors  to  ap- 
point and  Impower  some  proper  Persons  to  hear  the  Parties 
concerned  and  determine  the  Lines  of  said  Division,  or  other- 
wise to  Grant  such  Relief  to  your  Petitioner  as  your  Excel- 
lency and  Honours  in  your  great  Wisdom  and  Justice  shall 
seem  meet.

The  following  anecdote  concerning  Mrs.  Sarah  (Putnam) 
Fowler’s  beauty  was  related  to  me  by  Mrs.  Abner  C.  Goodell 
Jr.,  whose  maiden  name  was  Martha  (Page)  Putnam,  great- 
grandaughter  of  Mrs.  Fowler.  The  Hon.  R.  Palmer  Waters, 
the  owner  of  Cherry  Hill  Farm,  North  Beverly,  told  her  that 
one  day  Dr.  Peirson,  senr.,  of  Salem,  asked  him  if  he  would 
not  like  to  drive  to  Danvers  with  him  and  call  upon  a hand- 
some lady.  As  Mr.  Waters  at  that  time  was  a young  un- 
married man,  he  gladly  accepted  the  offer,  and  they  drove

directly  to  the  Col.  Page  house.  Mrs.  Fowler,  who  was 
spending  the  week  with  her  daughter,  Mrs.  Page,  came  to 
the  door,  and  they  were  ushered  into  the  pleasant  sitting- 
room,  when  Mr.  Waters  found,  to  his  surprise,  that  the  hand- 
some lady  was  not  a young  lady,  but  a grandmother.  In  tell- 
ing the  story,  Mr.  Waters  added,  “Yes,  she  was  a very  hand- 
some woman.” 

The  historic  old  house,  sometimes  called  the  Reed  house,  is 
situated  at  Danversport,  on  Water  Street,  near  the  foot  of 
Fox  Hill,  a short  distance  from  the  Grist  Mill.  It  was  seen 
in  the  last  sketch  that  Dea.  Archelaus  Putnam  died  in  1758. 
His  widow  Mehitable  and  Col.  Israel  Hutchinson  were  joint 
overseers  in  the  last  administration  and  before  very  long  he 
became  her  husband.  At  this  time  Col.  Hutchinson  was 
living  at  Porter’s  Plains,  but  according  to  an  old  deed  dated 
April  15th,  1762,  he  purchased  of  Samuel  Clark  his  home- 
stead for  two  hundred  sixty  pounds,  said  homestead  con- 
sisting of  nearly  three  acres  of  land,  a house  and  barn. 
Upon  the  same  day  he  sold  his  house  at  Porter’s  Plains  to 
Samuel  Clark.  Col.  Hutchinson  was  born  in  Danvers  (Sa- 
lem Village)  Nov.  12th,  1727,  and  was  the  son  of  Elisha  and 
Ginger  (Porter)  Hutchinson.  Elisha  was  the  son  of  Joseph, 
who  also  was  the  son  of  Joseph,  the  son  of  Richard  the  emi- 
grant. His  mother  Ginger  was  the  daughter  of  Sarah  Put- 
nam and  Israel  Porter,  the  former  being  a descendant  of 
John  Putnam  the  emigrant,  and  the  latter  a descendant  of 
John  Porter  of  Porter’s  Plains.  Her  first  husband  was  Elisha 
Hutchinson,  her  second  Daniel  Andrews,  and  her  third  Jo- 
siah  Herrick.  Her  first  Andrews  child  was  Sarah,  the  first 
wife  of  Col.  Jeremiah  Page,  which  made  Col.  Hutchinson 
half-brother  to  Mrs.  Page.  Consequently  the  children  of 
Samuel  Fowler  Jr.  and  Clarissa  Page  were  his  half  great- 
great-nephews  and  nieces,  while  his  second  wife  Mehitable 
was  their  great-grandmother.  Col.  Hutchinson' s first  wife 
was  Anna  Cue , by  whom  he  had  four  children,  the  first  of 
whom  was  (1)  Ginger , probably  named  for  her  grandmother. 
She  married  John  Brown.  Was  born  at  Sterling,  Mass.,  June 
23rd,  1749;  married  March  23rd,  1769.  (2)  Anna,  born 

March  26th,  1751;  married  May  23rd,  1771,  Samuel,  son  of 
Dr.  Joseph  Fairfield  of  Wenham.  (3)  Elizabeth,  born  April 
10th,  1752,  married  Francis  Brown  of  Newbury.  (4)  Elisha, 
born  May  25th,  1755,  died  1777  in  Halifax  prison,  having 
been  taken  a prisoner  on  board  a privateer. 

We  have  always  wondered  what  could  be  the  origin  of  this 
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peculiar  name.  Ginger.  Printer’s  ink  always  spells  it  Ginger, 
and  so  the  descendants  of  both  grandmother  and  granddaugh- 
ter write  and  pronounce  it;  but  we  have  seen  seven  auto- 
graphs of  Ginger  Herrick  and  one  of  Ginger  Brown,  and  they 
are  all  written  Genger.  It  would  seem  that  ginger,  the  aro- 
matic plant,  was  sometimes  spelled,  in  ancient  times,  without 
the  “i.”  For  it  appears  by  the  old  record,  that  in  December, 
1719,  when  the  Committee  of  the  Great  and  General  Court 
surveyed  the  territory  then  called  Turkey  Hills,  afterwards 
Fitchburg,  they  handed  in  a bill  for  “bisket,  cheese  and  jen- 
ger.”  Perhaps,  however,  jenger  was  only  a generic  term 
for  something  warming!  In  a letter  written  by  Mr.  George 
H.  Brown  some  twenty  years  ago,  one  of  Ginger’s  descend- 
ants, he  relates  the  following  story.  Her  husband  kept 
a grocery  store,  and  when  one  of  his  customers  one  day 
asked  him  for  some  ginger,  he  said  he  was  all  out  of  it,  but 
had  160  pounds  at  home,  and  that  he  might  go  there  and 
get  some.  Accordingly,  he  knocked  at  the  door,  which  was 
answered  by  Brown’s  stout  and  handsome  wife,  Ginger,  to 
whom  he  delivered  his  errand,  and  no  doubt  they  had  a hearty 
laugh  over  it.  Ezra  D.  Hines,  Registrar  of  Probate,  says 
that  Ginger  Andrews  often  wrote  her  name  Genger. 

Col.  Hutchinson  was  probably  the  most  distinguished  man, 
with  the  exception  of  Gov.  Endicott,  that  ever  lived  in  this 
locality.  Prior  to  his  purchase  of  his  homestead  at  Hew 
Mills,  he  bought,  March  9th,  1762,  of  James  Richardson  for 
5s.,*  one-eighth  part  of  two  grist  mills  and  one  saw  mill  on 
Crane  River,  and  June  19th  and  Dec.  20th,  same  year,  he 
bought  of  two  other  share  owners,  for  £366,  13s.  4d.,  a 
quarter  more  from  each.  There  were  three  of  these  mills  be- 
sides the  saw  mills,  which  stood  on  or  near  the  same  site  of 
the  present  grist  mills,  near  the  iron  foundry.  A very  large 
and  commodious  grist  mill  was  erected  in  1868,  situated 
between  these  two  buildings. 

The  Rev.  Lucius  R.  Paige,  D.D , author  of  the  History  of 
Cambridge  and  other  works,  has  presented  to  the  Mass.  Hist. 
Society,  Col.  Hutchinson’s  manuscript  Orderly  Book,  from 
Aug.  13th,  1775,  to  July  8th,  1776.  It  was  presented  in  the 
name  of  Edward  Burnham,  Esq.,  who  married  Susan  Daven- 
port, Col.  Hutchinson’s  great-granddaughter. 

Extracts  from  the  papers  of  Col  Hutchinson: 

The  Mills  were  built  in  the  year  1754.  The  neck  of  land

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previous  to  that  time  paid  no  taxes.  Private  highway  laid 
out  by  the  town  about  1756.  A bridge  was  built  over  Water’s 
River  by  subscription,  about  the  year  1756.  This  bridge  was 
carried  off  by  a very  great  storm  and  a high  tide  in  1770 
The  town,  or  two  surveyors  of  the  town,  built  the  present 
bridge  in  1771.  The  town  refused  to  pay  the  accounts  for 
building  the  bridge,  the  surveyors  sued  the  town,  received 
judgment,  and  got  their  pay.  I have  mentioned  a private 
highway  was  laid  out  by  the  town;  the  Court  of  Sessions 
laid  out  a publick  highway,  when  the  old  bridge  was  stand- 
ing, but  the  town  were  very  unwilling  to  grant  money  to  keep 
it  in  repair.  They  were  continually  harassing  us  with  peti- 
tions to  the  Court  of  Sessions  and  to  the  General  Court,  to 
have  the  way  discontinued.  After  they  found  they  could  not 
get  it  discontinued,  they  proposed  to  make  a toll  bridge;  we 
found  that  would  not  by  any  ways  do,  as  those  people  who 
had  assisted  us  in  repairing  the  ways,  and  building  the 
bridge,  would  be  great  sufferers,  and  it  would  promote  travel- 
ling that  way,  which  was  what  the  leaders,  who  were  sellers 
of  rum  and  tobacco  &c.  on  the  old  road,  wished  to  prevent. 

We  then  applied  to  the  North  Parish  to  be  annexed  to 
them,  if  they  were  willing  to  take  us,  with  all  ways  and 
bridges,  but  they  would  not  let  us  go. 

We  then  after  contending  in  the  law,  more  than  seven 
long  years,  and  although  we  had  gained  our  cause  in  every 
case,  being  almost  ruined,  were  under  the  necessity  of  pro- 
posing to  the  General  Court,  that  we  would  take  all  the  ways 
and  bridges  on  ourselves;  it  was  granted,  and  a law  then 
passed  to  confirm  the  same.  We  have  continued  in  that  way 
ever  since,  and  although  some  of  us  have  been  taxed,  and 
some  more  than  one  day  in  every  week  in  the  year,  yet  if 
it  was  not  more  than  we  could  possibly  bear,  and  much  more 
than  any  part  of  the  County  was  taxed,  we  should  endeavor 
to  make  ourselves  as  easy  as  possible. 

Extracts  from  a Mss.  of  Col.  Hutchinson: 

Grist  mills  built  in  the  year  1754.  Wheat  mills  built  in 
1764.  New  saw  mills  built  in  1768.  The  original  owners: 
John  Buxton,  Samuel  Clark,  Israel  Hutchinson. 

The  first  meeting  called  on  the  Neck  to  choose  officers 
agreeable  to  law,  was  on  the  17  of  September  1772. 

Deed  of  Hooper’s  lot  given  the  20  day  of  January  1762, 
containing  5 acres  and  53  poles  and  one  third  of  a pole, 
given  by  James  Prince,  who  paid  the  money  to  Mr.  Hooper 
and  took  the  deed.

Upon  the  window  of  a small  ante-room  remain  the  signa- 
tures of  several  noted  persons  of  those  times,  among  which 
are  those  of  some  of  the  officers  of  the  British  army,  traced 
upon  the  glass.

PRESIDENT  JAMES  MUNROE’S  DEPARTURE 


The  President  of  the  United  States  with  his  suite  left 
Salem  on  Saturday  morning  last,  before  7 o’clock,  escorted 
by  the  Essex  Hussars  under  Capt.  Moore. 

Previous  to  his  departure,  at  an  early  hour  he  was  waited 
on  by  the  absence  of  the  Chairman,  (who  was  prevented 
from  attending  by  indisposition)  Mr.  Peele,  in  behalf  of 
the  Committee,  in  a very  handsome  and  appropriate  manner, 
took  leave  of  the  President,  and  expressed  the  great  gratifica- 
tion which  the  inhabitants  of  the  town  had  received  from 
his  visit,  and  their  sincere  wishes  for  his  health  and  future 
happiness.  The  President  was  evidently  affected  by  the 
address,  and  returned  an  answer  expressing  his  sincere 
thanks  for  the  politeness  shewn  to  him,  and  his  earnest 
wishes  for  the  prosperity  of  the  town.  The  committees  then 
took  their  leave,  and  the  President  immediately  left  town. 
Besides  the  Cavalry,  he  was  escorted  by  a company  of  our 
Truckmen,  under  the  command  of  Mr.  Lott  Alden,  dressed 
in  white  frocks,  who  volunteered  their  services  on  the  occa- 
sion, in  token  of  their  respect  for  the  Chief  Magistrate,  and 
their  grateful  recollection  of  his  visit.  The  scene  was  novel, 
and  produced  a highly  agreeable  effect. 

Besides  the  large  evening  parties  at  the  houses  of  the  Secre- 
tary of  the  Navy,  Benjamin  W.  Crowninshield,  Judge  Story 
and  Mr.  Stephen  White,  at  which  there  was  a brilliant

assemblage  of  the  taste  and  fashion  of  the  town,  the  Presi- 
dent visited  several  other  private  families,  and  among  them, 
Joseph  Peabody,  Esq.,  the  most  eminent  and  enterprising 
merchant  of  the  town — the  Hon.  Nathaniel  Bowditch,  the 
first  mathematician  in  our  country — the  Hon.  Benjamin 
Pickman,  Jr.,  formerly  member  of  Congress,  and  the  Hon. 
Nathaniel  Silsbee,  the  present  member  of  Congress  from  this 
District.  Wherever  the  President  went,  he  was  received  with 
the  utmost  cordiality  and  respect.  All  party  and  political 
distinctions  were  completely  extinguished,  and  we  hope  it 
will  be  very  long  before  they  are  revived. 

On  his  way  to  the  Eastward,  the  President  passed  through 
Danvers  and  Upper  Beverly,  was  met  by  another  escort  of 
Cavalry,  at  Wenham,  and  before  nine  o’clock,  reached 
Ipswich,  where  the  citizens  were  prepared  to  receive  him, 
agreeably  to  the  arrangements  published  in  our  last.

BRICKMAKING  IN  DANVERS 


In  a conversation  this  week  with  Mr.  Edward  Carr,  one 
of  the  several  enterprising  gentlemen  engaged  in  the  manu- 
facture of  bricks  at  or  near  the  Port,  and  who  thus  con- 
tribute largely  to  the  prosperity  of  the  town,  we  learn  of 
considerable  improvements  going  on  in  the  various  yards 
of  late.  Messrs.  S.  F.  & J.  A.  Gray  have  enlarged  their 
buildings  by  erecting  a new  portion  to  connect  their  two 
former  kiln-houses,  making  the  present  structure  about  300 
feet  long  by  63  feet  in  width,  and  having  105  holes. 

Mr.  Carr  has  recently  erected  a new  kiln-house  at  his  yard, 
165  x 63  feet  in  size,  built  in  the  most  thorough  manner 
by  Mr.  William  Sawyer,  of  the  Port. 

Messrs.  Geo.  H.  Day,  Jr.,  & Co.,  have  two-bricks  yards 
in  town,  with  a capacity  for  making,  annually,  about 
2,500,000  bricks. 

Mr.  Geo.  H.  Day,  Sen.,  has  a yard  capable  of  turning 
out  1,500,000  bricks  annually. 

Messrs.  Frank  Evans,  Henry  M.  Elliott,  and  P.  A.  Gal- 
livan  have  each  yards  equal  to  the  manufacture  of  500,000 
bricks  per  year.  To  recapitulate,  we  find  the  brick  manu- 
facturers of  Danvers,  with  present  appliances,  able  to  pro- 
duce bricks  annually  about  as  follows:

As  a Judge  of 
Probate,  every  hope  rested  on  his  judgment,  and  every  tear 
had  its  request.  As  a citizen  he  was  beloved.  He  was 
what  we  wished  and  we  could  choose.  His  hoary  head  was 
a crown  of  glory.

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Sarah  Elizabeth  Hunt,  well  known  for  many  years  for 
her  participation  in  every  good  work  for  the  welfare  of 
Salem  as  a city  and  in  behalf  of  its  residents  as  well,  died 
at  her  home,  4 Federal  Street  on  September  23,  1930.  Miss 
Hunt  was  born  in  Danvers,  June  22,  1849,  a daughter  of 
the  late  Dr.  Ebenezer  and  Mary  (Page)  Hunt.  Her  father 
was  well  known  as  a physician  and  surgeon  in  Danvers  for 
more  than  fifty  years  and  he  served  meritoriously  during  the 
Civil  War.  His  interests  in  the  cause  of  temperance  were 
very  great  and  he  was  one  of  the  founders  and  leaders  of 
the  Liberal  party.  At  the  time  the  late  James  G.  Birney 
was  running  for  president  of  the  United  States  on  that  party 
ticket,  Dr.  Hunt  was  its  candidate  for  lieutenant  governor 
of  Massachusetts. 

Miss  Hunt  had  an  interesting  Revolutionary  ancestry,  her 
grandfather,  Israel  Hunt,  having  served  in  the  Continental 
forces  during  the  war  for  independence.  Her  maternal 
grandfather  was  the  late  John  Page  of  Danvers,  a son  of 
Col.  Jeremiah  Page,  who  built  the  Page  house,  where  Miss 
Hunt  made  her  home  for  many  years.  She  was  graduated 
from  the  Holten  High  school  in  1865.  Her  whole  life  was 
characterized  by  a devoted  service  to  members  of  her  family. 
Regardless  of  this  fact,  she  found  time  to  become  actively 
interested  in  many  humanitarian  matters  and  was  especially 
prominent  in  war  relief  work.  She  was  a member  of  the 
First  Congregational  (Unitarian)  church  of  Salem. 

Miss  Hunt  was  the  founder  of  the  state  and  city  commit- 
tee of  the  Spanish  War  relief,  and  served  in  the  Salem  fire 
relief  work.  She  was  the  founder  of  the  free  bath  house  for 
women  and  girls  in  Salem,  maintained  for  years  by  the 
Salem  Woman’s  club  at  Cat  Cove,  and  was  secretary  and 
organizer  in  association  with  William  Crowninshield  Endi- 
cott  of  the  Rebecca  Nourse  House  Preservation  and  Restora- 
tion society. 

Her  interest  in  historical  matters  was  marked,  and  she 
served  as  secretary  of  the  Danvers  Historical  Society  for 
10  years,  as  well  as  regent  of  North  Bridge  chapter,  Daugh- 
ters of  the  Revolution;  president  of  the  Salem  Woman’s 
club,  president  of  the  Danvers  Woman’s  association,  also  a 
member  of  the  Colonial  Dames.  She  acted,  for  a time,  as 
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private  secretary  to  the  late  Abner  Cheney  Goodell,  Esq.,  her 
brother-in-law. 

Miss  Hunt  leaves  two  nephews,  Alfred  Putnam  Goodell  of 
Salem,  and  Capt.  George  Haskell  Goodell  of  St.  Paul,  Minn. 


Mrs.  Elizabeth  A.  Howe,  daughter  of  John  Woodbury 
and  Rebecca  (Fowle)  Osgood,  died  on  October  25,  1930,  in 
Portsmouth,  N.  H.  She  was  born  in  Danvers  on  December 
7,  1841,  and  married,  first,  Lucius  D.  Martin,  son  of  Lucius 
Drew  and  Sarah  Felton  (Batchelder)  Martin,  by  which  mar- 
riage one  daughter  was  born,  Annie  Hamilton,  who  became 
Mrs.  Henry  Channing  Hewitt.  She  married,  second,  George 
Browning  Howe  of  Danvers,  who  died  on  November  21,  1874. 
She  had  always  resided1  in  Danvers  until  about  ten  years 
ago  when  she  removed  to  the  home  of  her  daughter,  Mrs. 
Frank  H.  Clark  in  Arlington.  Besides  her  daughter,  she 
leaves  one  son,  Willard  Howe,  and  a grand-daughter,  Miss 
Florence  H.  Hewitt,  both  of  Portsmouth,  N.  H.,  also  a 
grandson,  Wilfred  P.  Hewitt  of  Fairhaven,  Mass. 


Charles  Henry  Johnson  died  in  Newton  on  November 
10,  1930,  in  his  seventy-second  year.  He  was  born  in  Salem 
on  September  29,  1859,  the  son  of  William  Henry  and  Caro- 
line (Millett)  Johnson  and  grandson  of  Capt.  Henry  and 
Mehitabel  (Putnam)  Johnson  of  Danversport.  He  was  edu- 
cated in  the  public  schools  of  Salem,  graduating  from  the 
Salem  High  School  in  the  class  of  1876.  Many  years  ago 
he  removed  to  Boston,  where  his  father  was  engaged  in  the 
copper  business.  Mr.  Johnson  had  been  identified  with  the 
Uni  ted  States  Leather  Company  for  nearly  half  a century. 
A grandson  of  two  sea  captains,  Capt.  Johnson  and  Capt. 
Charles  Millett  of  Salem,  he  was  eligible  and  became  a mem- 
ber of  the  Salem  Marine  Society.  He  was  also  a member 
of  the  Corinthian  Yacht  Club  of  Marblehead,  the  Algonquin 
Club  of  Boston  and  the  Boston  Athletic  Association.  He 
is  survived  by  a widow,  Margaret  (Jones)  Johnson,  and  a 
sister,  Mrs.  David  Loring  of  Waban. 


William  Bergen  Sullivan  died  suddenly  in  Danvers  on 
October  7,  1930,  at  the  age  of  sixty-five  years. 

Mr.  Sullivan  was  born  in  Danvers  on  May  20,  1865,  the 
only  child  of  Patrick  and  Ellen  M.  (Bergen)  Sullivan.  He 
attended  the  public  schools  of  the  town  graduating  from 
the  Holten  High  school  in  the  Class  of  1883.  In  his  early 
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years  he  was  engaged  in  the  manufacture  of  shoes  with  his 
father  in  Danvers,  under  the  name  of  P.  Sullivan  & Son. 
After  the  termination  of  the  shoe  business  he  decided  to 
adopt  the  profession  of  law.  He  attended  Boston  Univer- 
sity Law  School,  where  he  was  graduated  in  1895,  complet- 
ing the  regular  course  of  study  in  half  the  regular  time.  He 
was  extremely  successful  as  a trial  lawyer  with  a large  prac- 
tice in  Essex  and  Suffolk  Counties.  He  associated  himself, 
on  his  admission  to  the  bar,  with  the  late  Mayor  of  Bos- 
ton, Patrick  A.  Collins,  and  Jucfge  John  W.  Corcoran,  which 
association  continued  until  their  deaths.  Subsequently  he 
carried  on  the  office  with  Daniel  B.  Buggies  of  Boston  as 
an  associate. 

Mr.  Sullivan  was  a student  of  both  American  and  Irish 
history.  He  was  a member  of  the  American  Bar  Associa- 
tion, Boston  Bar  Association,  Essex  Bar  Association,  Dan- 
vers Historical  Society,  Society  for  the  Preservation  of  Hew 
England  Antiquities,  Essex  institute,  American-Irish  His- 
torical Society  and  the  Clover  Club  of  Boston.  In  his  early 
manhood  he  was  greatly  interested  in  the  temperance  move- 
ment for  young  men,  and  was  a past  president  of  the  Essex 
County  Catholic  Total  Abstinence  Society  as  well  as  of  the 
local  C.  T.  A.  society.  From  his  youth,  he  had  been  inter- 
ested in  the  public  affairs  of  his  native  town  and  his  voice 
was  often  heard  in  town  meeting  on  local  questions.  He 
was  fearless  in  expressing  his  views  and  he  worked  untiringly 
in  the  interest  of  questions  which  he  believed  to  be  right. 
Mr.  Sullivan  had  been  a member  of  the  Danvers  Historical 
Society  for  many  years,  serving  as  its  President  from  1913 
to  1915.  For  several  years  he  was  a member  of  the  Board 
of  Trustees  of  the  Danvers  State  Hospital. 

He  is  survived  by  his  widow,  Katherine  B.  (Korman) 
Sullivan;  three  sons,  Arthur  P.  Sullivan  and  William  B. 
Sullivan,  Jr.,  both  practising  attorneys  in  Boston;  and 
Thomas  P.  Sullivan  of  the  income  tax  department  of  the 
Commonwealth;  and  two  daughters.  Miss  Katherine  E.  Sul- 
livan and  Miss  Mary  K.  Sullivan,  teachers  in  the  Salem  and 
Danvers  schools,  respectively. 


Clement  Walker  Andrews,  an  educator  of  national 
reputation,  and  son  of  the  late  Joseph  Andrews  and  his 
wife,  Mrs.  Judith  (Walker)  Andrews  of  Salem,  died  on 
November  20,  1930,  in  Chicago,  111.,  in  his  seventy- third  year. 
Mr.  Andrews  was  a native  of  Salem,  where  he  was  born 
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January  18,  1858.  His  father  was  mayor  of  Salem  in  1854- 
55.  He  prepared  for  college  at  the  Boston  Latin  school, 
and  entering  Harvard  was  graduated  with  the  class  of  ’79 
with  the  degree  of  A.B.,  later  receiving  his  A.M.  In  1911 
from  Northeastern  University  he  got  the  degree  of  LL.D. 
For  thirty- two  years  he  had  been  librarian  at  the  John 
Crerar  library  in  Chicago. 

Mr.  Andrews  was  elected  in  1905  first  vice  president  and 
the  following  year  president  of  the  American  Library  associa- 
tion. During  his  long  and  active  career  Mr.  Andrews  found 
time  to  issue  several  publications  touching  library  activities. 
He  never  married,  and  his  only  immediate  survivor  is  a 
brother,  Joseph  Andrews,  whose  home  is  in  Englewood,  N.  J. 


James  Otis  Perry,  son  of  Horatio  and  Serena  (Putnam) 
Perry,  was  born  in  Danvers  on  October  3,  1848,  and  died  on 
December  24,  1930.  Work  on  his  father’s  farm  occupied  the 
first  years  of  early  manhood.  He  then  entered  the  provision 
business  with  Henry  L.  Eaton,  under  the  firm  name  of  Eaton 
and  Perry.  They  later  bought  out  the  business  of  A.  S. 
Edwards  & Co.  When  Mr.  Eaton  retired  the  establishment 
was  conducted  by  Mr.  Perry  up  to  1915.  About  1895,  he 
built  the  three-story  block  in  Maple  street  next  to  the  Kirby 
block,  into  which  he  moved  with  his  increased  business.  As 
a merchant  he  was  successful  for  many  years,  and  after  his 
retirement  he  served  on  the  board  of  selectmen,  and  since 
1910  as  a member  of  the  board  of  overseers  of  the  poor,  in 
all  of  which  positions  he  served  the  town  with  great  efficiency. 
On  May  2,  1876,  he  married  Miss  Emma  Kennedy  of  Haver- 
hill, by  whom  four  children  were  born.  Mrs.  Perry  died 
three  years  ago.  He  is  survived  by  all  of  his  children,  Mrs. 
William  B.  Carlton,  Mrs.  Ferdinand  A.  Butler,  J.  Herbert 
Perry  and  Mrs.  Robert  T.  Poole,  all  of  Danvers.  Mr.  Perry 
was  a member  of  Maple  Street  Church  in  the  work  of  which 
he  had  a lifelong  interest. 


Mrs.  Mary  Hunt  Dodge,  widow  of  Brig.-Gen.  Francis  S. 
Dodge,  died  in  Washington,  D.  C.,  where  she  had  resided  since 
the  death  of  her  husband,  on  February  11,  1931.  She  was 
born  in  Danvers  on  October  8,  1847,  the  daughter  of  William 
Low  and  Louisa  (Page)  Weston.  She  was  graduated  from 
the  Holten  High  School  in  the  Class  of  1864,  and  later  from 
Abbot  Academy,  Andover.  On  December  3,  1878,  she  was 
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married  to  Gen.  Dodge  and  thereafter  her  life  was  spent  at 
various  Army  posts.  Upon  General  Dodge’s  retirement  they 
settled  in  Washington  where  he  died  soon  after  the  Spanish 
War,  from  illness  contracted  in  Cuba,  where  he  served  as 
Chief  Paymaster  of  the  United  States  Army.  Mrs.  Dodge 
had  considerable  artistic  ability  and  was  well  known  in  art 
circles  in  Washington,  where  she  had  a number  of  paintings 
exhibited.  Several  examples  of  her  work  are  among  the 
paintings  of  the  Danvers  Historical  Society.  She  left  a be- 
quest to  the  Society  in  which  she  was  always  interested.  She 
was  buried  in  Arlington  Cemetery,  Washington.

MEMORIAL  HALL.

On  November  2,  1931,  the  Danvers  Historical  Society 
dedicated  its  new  fireproof  building,  situated  on  Page  Street 
on  a lot  recently  purchased  next  to  the  Page  House.  For 
the  convenience  of  persons  who  did  not  wish  to  come  out 
for  the  evening  exercises,  the  building  was  open  for  inspec- 
tion during  the  afternoon.  A considerable  number  of  per- 
sons availed  themselves  of  this  privilege,  and  members  of 
the  society  served  as  hostesses. 

In  the  evening  there  was  a large  gathering  of  representa- 
tive citizens,  mostly  members,  and  contributors  to  the  funds. 
The  hall  will  seat  about  two  hundred;  the  seats  were  all 
occupied  and  several  persons  were  standing.  No  elaborate 
program  had  been  prepared.  Before  the  exercises  there  was 
music  by  two  Danvers  young  people,  Mabel  Robbins,  ’cellist, 
and  Stanley  Robbins,  violinist. 

The  President,  Hon.  George  B.  Sears,  presided.  The  Rev. 
Austin  Rice,  of  Wakefield,  offered  the  prayer  of  dedication. 
It  was  especially  fitting  that  Mr.  Rice  should  be  selected  for 
this  purpose,  for  he  was  born  in  Danvers,  the  son  of  the 
Rev.  Charles  B.  Rice,  minister  at  the  First  Church,  1863- 
1894,  who  was  always  active  in  the  affairs  of  Danvers.  In 
a short  appropriate  speech,  the  President  introduced  the 
speaker  of  the  evening,  Hon.  Alden  P.  White,  a former  presi- 
dent and  an  interested  member  of  the  society.  In  his  usual 
informal  and  friendly  manner,  Judge  White  then  gave  the 
high  lights  in  the  history  of  the  society,  as  follows: 

Rev.  Alfred  Porter  Putnam  was  responsible  for  the  organ- 
ization of  the  society  in  1889  and  he  became  its  first  presi- 
dent. His  aim  was  to  perpetuate  the  history  and  traditions 
of  this  locality.  The  vice-president  was  Alden  P.  White; 
the  secretary.  Miss  Sarah  E.  Hunt;  the  treasurer,  Dudley 
A.  Massey;  the  librarian,  George  Tapley;  the  curator,  Miss 
Hunt.  Dr.  Putnam  held  the  presidency  until  his  death  in 
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1906.  The  second  president  was  Ezra  D.  Hines,  who  served 
until  1909.  Ralph  Buttrick  Putnam,  the  son  of  Dr.  A.  P. 
Putnam,  served  until  1911;  Alden  P.  White,  until  1913  ; 
William  B.  Sullivan,  until  1915;  Charles  H.  Preston,  until 
1931.  The  different  secretaries  have  been  Miss  Sarah  E. 
Hunt,  to  1894;  Miss  Harriet  Silvester  Tapley,  to  1896;  Miss 
Sarah  W.  Mudge,  to  1908;  Andrew  Nichols,  to  1909;  Miss 
Evelyn  Smalley,  to  1912;  Miss  Tapley,  at  the  present  time. 

Those  holding  the  office  of  treasurer  are  as  follows : 
Dudley  A.  Massey,  to  1897;  David  A.  Galloupe,  to  1899; 
Walter  A.  Tapley,  to  1908;  Loring  Goodale,  to  1910;  Capt.

The  curators  have  been  Miss  Bessie  Putnam,  to  1890  ; 
Mrs.  Isadora  E.  Kenney,  to  1904;  Mrs.  Andrew  C.  Watts, 
to  1907;  Captain  Henry  N.  Comey,  to  1922;  Charles  S. 
Tapley,  to  1925;  Miss  Jessie  P.  Learoyd,  at  present. 

The  following  persons  have  held  the  position  of  librarian: 
George  Tapley,  Rev.  Edson  Reifsnider,  Mrs.  Charles  H. 
Masury,  Rev.  Eugene  N.  Grant,  Lewis  W.  Sanborn,  Mrs. 
Fred  E.  Wilkins,  Mrs.  Emilie  D.  Patch,  Miss  Bessie  Ropes, 
Col.  Lawrence  W.  Jenkins,  Osborne  Leach;  Mrs.  Isabel  H. 
Batchelder,  who  is  in  office  at  present. 

Historians : Ezra  D.  Hines,  from  1889  until  his  death  in 
1920;  Andrew  Nichols  for  two  years;  Miss  Florence  Mudge, 
at  present. 

The  charter  members  included  fifty  men  and  women.  Of 
the  thirty-nine  signers  of  the  constitution  under  the  incor- 
porated society  in  1891,  seven  were  living  in  November, 
1931.  The  first  rooms  occupied  by  the  society  were  in  the 
First  National  Bank  building.  In  1893  the  possessions  of 
the  society  had  so  increased  that  larger  quarters  were  sought 
in  the  next  building,  owned  by  Charles  N.  Perley.  In  1907 
a move  was  made  to  the  Perry  block  across  the  street;  and 
then  back  again  to  the  Bank  building. 

It  had  now  become  the  ambition  of  the  growing  society 
to  own  a home  of  its  own.  As  early  as  1899,  there  was  talk 
of  buying  a lot  and  erecting  a building.  After  considerable 
delay  a lot  of  land  on  Page  Street,  which  was  originally 
included  in  the  Page  grant,  was  purchased.  The  Page  house 
was  secured  for  a reasonable  sum  and  moved  in  1914  to  its 
present  location.  An  informal  opening  was  held  in  1915, 
with  descendants  of  the  Page  family  as  ushers.  The  house, 
built  in  1754  by  Col.  Jeremiah  Page,  is  a good  example  of 
an  eighteenth  century  house,  although  there  have  been  a num- 
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ber  of  changes  in  the  original  house.  The  house,  however, 
is  made  of  wood,  and  the  society  was  under  the  constant 
menace  of  fire  and  the  constant  destruction  of  its  precious 
possessions.  Besides,  there  was  only  a comparatively  small, 
low-studded  room  for  a meeting  place,  with  insufficient  light. 
The  society  therefore  began  even  in  1903  to  dream  of  a fire- 
proof addition  to  be  used  as  a museum  and  audience  hall. 
In  1919  the  President,  Charles  H.  Preston,  explained  the 
pressing  need  of  such  a structure,  and  the  Executive  Board 
was  instructed  to  have  plans  prepared  and  estimates  made. 

The  following  year,  the  Secretary,  Miss  Harriet  S.  Tapley, 
outlined  a plan  for  raising  money  for  a “Founders’  Memorial 
Building.”  Definite  steps  were  soon  taken  to  carry  out  the 
plan.  Letters  were  sent  to  descendants  of  the  founders  of 
Salem  Village  outside  of  this  vicinity;  appeals  were  made 
to  the  relatives  and  friends  of  men  and  women  who  had 
been  prominent  in  recent  years  in  town  affairs;  and  to  the 
friends  of  the  society  in  Danvers  and  elsewhere.  In  response 
to  this  appeal,  more  than  $25,000  came  into  the  treasury 
by  the  spring  of  1926  and  more  than  five  hundred  persons 
contributed  sums  varying  from  twenty-five  cents  to  one 
thousand  dollars.  Classified  lists  of  these  contributors  are 
kept  in  permanent  files. 

It  was  considered  advisable  to  erect  the  building  on  Page 
Street,  instead  of  making  an  addition  to  the  Page  house. 
Consequently  a lot  was  obtained  at  the  west  of  the  Page 
house,  and  in  1930  the  corner  stone  was  laid.  In  the  sum- 
mer of  1931  the  building  was  ready  for  occupancy  and  the 
process  of  moving  the  more  valuable  articles  from  the  Page 
house  began. 

In  continuing  his  address,  Judge  White  paid  tribute  to 
those  who  had  given  so  much  of  their  time  and  strength 
to  building  up  the  society  since  its  founding  in  1889.  A 
brief  account  of  important  events  in  the  history  of  the  soci- 
ety was  given:  a memorial  meeting  on  the  one-hundredth 
anniversary  of  the  death  of  Gen.  Israel  Putnam;  the  anni- 
versary of  the  Battle  of  Lexington;  a meeting  at  the  First 
Church  on  the  two  hundredth  anniversary  of  the  outbreak 
of  the  Witchcraft  delusion;  the  celebration  of  the  one  hun- 
dred and  fiftieth  anniversary  of  the  birth  of  Gen.  Moses 
Porter  and  the  formal  presentation  of  his  sword  by  his  grand- 
nephew, Dr.  Warren  Porter;  a remarkable  meeting  in  1893 
in  commemoration  of  Anti-slavery  days,  with  speeches  by 
such  noted  persons  as  Parker  Pillsbury,  Rev.  Samuel  May, 
Miss  Lucy  Stone,  William  Lloyd  Garrison,  and  other  friends 
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of  liberty;  the  dedication  of  the  tablet  on  the  Training  Field 
at  the  Highlands;  a memorial  service  in  honor  of  Dr.  Alfred 
P.  Putnam,  the  founder  of  the  society.  There  were  regular 
meetings  of  a social  nature,  such  as  an  annual  reception 
and  banquet  on  New  Years5  Eve ; annual  field  meetings,  gen- 
erally at  some  historic  spot  in  Danvers;  visits  to  other  his- 
torical societies;  entertaining  the  Bay  State  League.  Judge 
White  spoke  especially  of  the  work  of  the  present  secre- 
tary, Miss  Harriet  Silvester  Tapley,  in  whose  honor  friends 
of  Miss  Tapley  in  the  society  have  put  up  a tablet  in  the 
new  building,  which  bears  the  following  inscription : “In 
appreciation  of  the  devotion  of  Harriet  Silvester  Tapley, 
who  as  secretary  has  given  years  of  unselfish  labor  in  the 
interest  of  the  Danvers  Historical  Society  and  who  has  been 
active  in  providing  ways  to  finance  this  building  for  the 
use  of  the  society.55 

At  the  close  of  the  exercises  refreshments  were  served  by 
a group  of  young  ladies,  mostly  members  of  the  society. 
Those  visitors  who  had  seen  the  building  then  made  a tour 
of  inspection.  A guest  book,  in  which  it  is  hoped  that 
every  one  who  visits  the  building  for  the  first  time  will  in- 
scribe his  name  and  residence,  shows  visitors  from  twenty 
different  towns  in  Massachusetts;  from  Hanover,  N.  H., 
Brattleboro,  Vt.,  Barrington,  R.  I.,  Winona,  Minn. 

The  architects  of  the  building  were  Little  and  Brown,  the 
firm  with  which  Lester  S.  Couch  is  connected.  The  con- 
tractors were  Parker  and  Walsh,  Salem;  the  electrical  work 
was  done  by  Wilson  and  Robinson,  Salem,  and  the  fixtures 
were  furnished  by  the  McKenney  and  Waterbury  Company 
of  Boston.  The  plumbing  was  done  by  Paul  F.  Moore ;.  the 
heating  apparatus  was  put  in  by  Ferdinand  Butler,  and  the 
oil  burner  by  Caskin  and  O’Connell.  The  shades  were  fitted 
by  Arthur  W.  Beckford;  painting  by  James  Shaw;  fittings 
for  the  museum  by  William  A.  Berry.  The  cases  were  made 
and  set  up  by  the  Joslin  Showcase  Company  of  Boston. 
Albert  Russell  and  Son,  of  Newburyport,  made  the  tablets. 
George  H.  Williams  did  the  grading  around  the  building. 


In  the  presence  of  fifty  people  the  cornerstone  was  laid 
on  June  19,  1930.  The  mortar  was  spread  by  the  Presi- 
dent, Charles  H.  Preston,  and  by  Capt.  Henry  N.  Comey, 
who  has  long  been  actively  identified  with  the  society.  The 
corner  stone,  in  the  southeast  corner,  contains  a sealed  box, 
containing  among  other  things  a brief  history  of  the  society 
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and  the  following  letter  by  Judge  White,  addressed  to  those 
who  may  open  the  box: 

“Thursday  morning,  June  19,  A.  D.  1930 
“Dear  Posterity: 

“To  you  who  may  open  the  box  which  we  now  seal  within 
this  corner  stone,  we  send  forward  into  the  years, — we  hope 
into  the  centuries, — our  cordial  greetings. 

“We  are  quite  proud  of  ourselves.  This  year  we  have  been 
and  still  are  celebrating  the  tercentenary  of  the  founding  of 
our  Commonwealth.  Incidentally  we  praise  our  forefathers 
and  our  foremothers,  but  all  the  time  we  think  what  wonder- 
ful folk  we  ourselves  are;  how  far  we  have  progressed  in 
arts  and  sciences,  in  comforts  and  conveniences,  in  manner 
of  living,  from  their  crude  and  primitive  beginnings. 

“We  brag  of  the  painless  ease  with  which  our  surgeons 
remove  our  surplus  appendices;  we  point  with  pride  to  our 
hospitals,  museums,  libraries,  churches,  skyscrapers ; to 
palatial  hostelries  provided  for  the  rich;  to  the  plenitude 
of  roadside  stands  from  which  the  genial  hotdog  alleviates 
the  humble  appetite  of  the  multitude;  to  great  department 
stores,  and  to  five  and  ten  cent  emporiums;  to  baseball 
leagues  and  boy  and  girl  scouts. 

“We  glory  in  our  railroads,  locomotives,  bridges,  ocean 
liners.  We  have  tamed  electricity  to  execute  wonders  and 
cook  steak.  It  helps  us  talk  to  each  other,  with  or  without 
wires,  and  to  our  neighbors  of  the  older  world,  under  and 
over  the  ocean.  We  pull  music  and  jazz  out  of  the  air 
and  broadcast  it. — sandwiched  with  toothpaste  advertise- 
ments,— nation-wide. 

“We  have  developed  the  stenographer,  the  secretary,  and 
the  typewriter.  Ours  is  the  age  of  speed,  of  gasoline.  We 
ride  by  it,  fly  by  it,  sail  by  it,  plough  by  it,  sew  by  it ! We 
all  have  automobiles, — mostly  on  the  instalment  plan.  Our 
wives  and  daughters  drive  ’em,  either  at  the  wheel  or  from 
the  back  seat. 

“So,  on  the  whole,  we  are  a self-satisfied  complacent  lot. 
We  rather  enjoy  ‘swelled5  heads. 

“But  we  are  wondering  what  you,  looking  back  from — 
say  A.  D.  2071,  or  possibly  A.  D.  3119,  will  think  of  us 
and  whether  you  will  have  progressed  so  far  that  our 
farthest  advances  will  seem  to  you  as  primitive  as  the  flint- 
lock and  quill  pen  seem  to  us. 

“Notwithstanding  our  conceit,  we  are  prone  to  admit  that 
we  may  not  have  reached  the  limit  of  human  advancement. 
Nay,  we  even  dream  of  possibilities  still  slightly  beyond  our 
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reach,  possibilities  of  greater  comfort,  greater  joy,  of  less 
poverty,  and  less  crime,  of  fuller,  broader,  nobler  life;  and 
with  these  greetings  we  express  our  hope  that,  together  with 
material  progress,  you  may  have  advanced  far  toward  the 
divine  ideal  of  the  brotherhood  of  man.” 

The  Building. 

The  building  is  colonial  in  type,  of  red  brick  with  sand- 
stone foundation.  For  “good  and  sufficient  reasons”  the 
building  faces  the  driveway. 

As  one  enters  a small  entrance  hall,  one  faces  a stairway, 
a delicate  and  lovely  balustrade.  On  the  wall  beside  the 
stairway  is  a bronze  tablet  bearing  the  names  of  thirty-five 
“Seventeenth  Century  Founders  of  the  part  of  Salem  which 
later  became  Danvers.”  Nearby  is  the  tablet  in  honor  of 
Miss  Tapley.  Eventually  there  will  also  be  a tablet  with 
the  names  of  the  “Benefactors,”  that  is,  those  who  have 
given  a thousand  dollars  or  more. 

From  the  door  into  the  main  hall,  one  gets  a beautiful 
picture  of  the  audience  hall,  a large  lofty  room  lighted  from 
the  roof  in  addition  to  the  colonial  windows.  The  walls  are 
of  a soft,  cool  grey,  with  light  blue  near  the  roof.  At  the 
back  of  the  large  stage  has  been  placed  a colorful  “cross- 
stitch”  picture  done  by  Miss  Frances  Woodbury  of  East 
Danvers. 

Glass  cases  filled  with  beautiful  porcelain,  pottery,  pew- 
ter, silver,  and  glass,  occupy  the  spaces  between  the  win- 
dows. Above  the  cases  are  large  oil  portraits,  and  at  each 
side  of  the  stage  is  also  a portrait.  At  the  back  of  the 
room  a large  space  affords  room  for  two  bronze  tablets  bear- 
ing the  names  of  the  men  and  women  who  have  been  active 
in  local  affairs.  Three  small  rooms  leading  from  the  main 
hall  are  used  as  coat  and  dressing  rooms. 

From  the  entrance  hall  a stairway  leads  to  a small  bal- 
cony, which  forms  a light  and  airy  library.  Four  large 
bookcases  have  been  refinished  to  harmonize  with  the  walls. 
The  books  have  been  neatly  and  conveniently  arranged  for 
consultation.  Historic  chairs  and  tables  provide  furnish- 
ings for  the  library.  From  the  balcony  the  beauty  of  the 
hall  is  especially  apparent. 

A stairway  from  the  entrance  hall  leads  to  the  lower 
hall,  a light  attractive  room,  which  displays  an  interesting 
museum  of  household  articles,  agricultural  implements, 
shoe-benches  and  fittings,  guns,  swords  and  other  war  para- 
phernalia. From  an  examination  of  these  objects  one  can 
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easily  imagine  the  life  of  the  people  during  the  seventeenth, 
eighteenth,  and  early  nineteenth  centuries. 

Flat  cases  in  both  halls  offer  an  opportunity  for  displays 
of  various  kinds  of  articles:  women’s  handwork,  important 
documents,  money,  medals,  valentines. 


The  general  plan  of  the  society  is  to  encourage  the  gift 
or  loan  of  objects  which  pertain  to  families  of  this  vicinity 
or  articles  of  historic  interest  if  they  shed  some  light  on 
the  life  of  our  ancestors.  The  beautiful  or  valuable  pieces 
of  furniture,  procelain  and  the  like  will  be  kept,  as  far  as 
possible,  in  the  audience  hall,  if  they  harmonize  with  the 
fittings  and  decoration  of  the  room.  Others  will  be  cared 
for  in  the  lower  hall  or  perhaps  in  the  Page  house.  The 
removal  of  many  of  the  society’s  possessions  from  the  Page 
house  necessitated  changes  in  the  arrangement  of  the  exhibi- 
tion rooms  in  the  house.  There  are  now  two  rooms  well 
furnished.  The  “parlor,”  with  the  simple  Eimpire  pieces 
which  the  society  happened  to  own,  looks  livable.  A large 
mahogany  drop-leaf  table  and  the  piano  belonged  to  Miss 
Anne  L.  Page.  An  unusual  “whatnot”  belonged  to  Miss 
Page’s  father  or  brother.  A mahogany  sofa,  a work-table 
and  two  large  ottomans  covered  with  fine  embroidery  are 
all  from  the  Woodbury  bequest.  A beautiful  hardwood 
highboy,  a Page  possession,  has  recently  come  to  the  society. 
The  pictures  and  ornaments  are  in  keeping  with  the  atmos- 
phere of  the  room. 

The  bedroom  has  a very  old  bed  with  appropriate  draperies, 
tastefully  arranged,  and  a trundlebed,  two  Page  lightstands, 
a mahogany  washstand,  and  a Page  bureau. 

The  so-called  Gage  room,  the  room  on  the  first  floor  at 
the  left  of  the  entrance,  has  not  yet  the  furnishings  which 
the  society  would  like  to  give  it.  It  seems  desirable  to  pro- 
vide articles  of  furniture  in  harmony  with  three  old  chairs 
of  the  Queen  Anne  style. 

The  first  season  of  meeting  in  the  new  building  has  been 
a successful  one.  A course  of  six  fine  lectures  has  been 
given:  Hon.  William  D.  Chappie  of  Salem  on  Governor 
John  Endicott;  Cyrus  E.  Eallin,  noted  sculptor,  on  his 
experiences  among  the  Indians;  Rev.  Thomas  Henry  Bill- 
ings, Ph.  D.,  of  Salem,  on  the  Last  Decade  in  Washington’s 
Life,  His  Retirement  at  Mt.  Vernon;  Ralph  Warren  Burn- 
ham, of  Ipswich,  on  old  homes  and  their  contents;  Rev. 
Ulysses  S.  Milburn,  D.  D.,  of  Everett,  on  homes  and  scenes 
of  Nathaniel  Hawthorne,  illustrated  with  colored  slides. 
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Two  afternoon  meetings  were  held  on  the  treasures  of  the 
society  led  by  the  curator:  the  first  on  styles  of  chairs,  fol- 
lowed by  an  exhibition  of  chairs,  when  members  loaned 
enough  chairs  to  make  an  even  hundred  for  display;  the 
second  on  the  porcelain  and  pottery  belonging  to  the  society. 
The  success  of  the  exhibition  of  chairs  encouraged  the  mem- 
bers of  the  society  to  plan  other  exhibitions  for  the  next 
season.  The  society  is  looking  forward  with  hope  and  cour- 
age to  many  successful  years  in  their  own  enjoyment  of 
their  new  quarters  and  in  arousing  greater  interest  in  the 
community  in  preserving  not  only  the  material  objects  be- 
longing to  the  early  settlers  but  also  all  indications  which 
can  be  gathered  of  their  way  of  thinking  and  acting. 


Both  buildings  are  open  to  the  public,  although  a small 
charge  is  made  for  the  Page  house.  During  the  winter 
months  visitors  are  welcome  on  Saturday  afternoons;  dur- 
ing the  summer,  on  Monday,  Wednesday,  and  Saturday 
afternoons,  from  two  to  five  o’clock.

JOSIAH  MUDGE,  CONTRACTOR  AND  BUILDER

Josiah  Mudge.  the  subject  of  this  sketch,  was  born  March 
21,  1811,  in  the  old  Putnam-Whittredge-Mudge-Mansfield 
house  at  the  corner  of  Dayton  and  Newbury  Streets.  This 
house,  with  its  big  barn,  has  recently  been  completely  re- 
stored by  its  present  owner,  Wm.  C.  Endicott. 

Josiah  was  the  oldest  of  the  six  children  born  to  Amos  and 
Sarah  (Wilson)  Mudge. 

His  grandfather,  Simon  Mudge,  was  the  first  of  the  name 
to  settle  in  Danvers.  About  1773  he  came  from  Malden  and 
purchased  the  farm  which  is  now  owned  by  C.  W.  Shepard, 
191  Centre  Street.  He  married  Elizabeth  Whittredge.  He 
marched  with  the  other  Danvers  men  to  the  battle  of  Lexing- 
ton, and  again  in  the  summer  of  1776  he  marched  from 
Danvers  to  Fort  Ticonderoga.  On  this  latter  march  he 
kept  a journal  which  is  now  in  possession  of  the  Danvers 
Historical  Society.  He  died  in  1799. 

About  1806  or  1807,  at  the  time  of  the  death  of  her 
brother,  William  Whittredge,  the  widow  of  Simon  Mudge 
and  her  family  moved  from  Centre  Street  to  the  home  of 
her  late  brother  at  the  corner  of  Dayton  and  Newbury  Streets. 
When  the  parents  of  Josiah  Mudge  were  married  in  1810 
the  eastern  end  of  this  house  was  built  for  their  use. 

Josiah  Mudge  followed  in  the  footsteps  of  many  of  his 
predecessors  in  becoming  a carpenter,  for  it  is  recorded  of 
them,  especially  the  Mudge  and  Whittredge  men,  that  they 
were  both  carpenters  and  farmers. 

It  seems  quite  apparent  that  he  was  named  for  his  great- 
uncle  Josiah  Whittredge.  This  uncle  saw  considerable  ser- 
vice in  the  Revolutionary  War,  and  after  that  was  well  over, 
in  1787,  he  was  one  of  the  band  of  48  pioneers  of  Wenham 
and  Danvers  men  who  went  as  a carpenter  to  the  Ohio  and 
began  the  settlement  of  the  great  northwest.  His  Bible  was 
passed  down  to  his  namesake  with  his  name  written  on  the 
flyleaf  under  date  of  April  16,  1775. 

Josiah  Mudge  married  Eliza  Ann  Flint  Skinner  of  Lynn- 
field,  November  29,  1839.  In  later  years  it  often  amused 
the  grandchildren  to  rattle  off  her  whole  long  name  with  its 
Mudge  addition.  She  was  born  December  17,  1819,  the 
daughter  of  Captain  Samuel  and  Hannah  (Flint)  Skinner. 
Through  the  Skinner  and  Flint  families  she  was  connected 
with  many  of  the  old  families  of  Malden,  Medford,  Reading 
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and  Danvers.  The  Flint  family  in  particular  were  promi- 
nent in  military  matters  and  active  in  the  affairs  of  the 
church  at  Salem  Village.  These  two  families  gave  her  sev- 
eral Revolutionary  ancestors.  She  died  May  21,  1898. 

There  were  eight  children  born  to  this  couple,  only  three 
of  whom  lived  to  adult  age.  They  were  Augusta  M.,  who 
married  George  H.  Peabody;  Albert  H.,  who  married  Mary 
E.  Russell;  and  Hattie  E.,  who  married  Walter  T.  Martin. 

When  Mr.  Mudge  was  about  25  years  old  he  spent  the 
winter  of  1836  and  1837,  five  months  in  all,  at  Brunswick, 
Georgia.  Six  letters  written  by  him  during  that  interval  have 
been  kept.  They  are  interesting  and  enlightening.  He  with 
other  Danvers  men  went  to  Brunswick  as  carpenters  to  assist 
in  building  a large  hotel,  cook-house  and  stable.  He  speaks 
often  of  a Mr.  Wilson*  who  was  in  charge  of  the  crew  of  76 
men.  The  name  of  Henry  Breed  of  Lynn  is  often  referred 
to  as  an  agent  of  the  company.  One  letter  refers  to  Capt. 
Simeon  Putnam  and  William  Kenney  (of  Danvers)  who  are 
about  to  return  home  on  account  of  sickness  in  their  families. 
Before  leaving  home  he  agreed  to  work  for  $1.67  per  day 
clear  of  expenses. 

This  trip  to  Georgia  was  made  by  water  and  it  consumed 
15  days;  for  one  week  of  this  time  Mr.  Mudge  was  sea-sick. 
When  he  arrived  he  found  16  carpenters  from  Salem  already 
on  the  ground. 

It  required  14  days  for  a letter  to  come  or  go  by  mail  to 
Brunswick,  and  then  it  travelled  only  fifty  miles  the  first 
week.  Brunswick  was  in  its  very  beginnings  then,  with  no 
railroads,  streets,  or  churches,  and  no  school  in  the  county, 
but  with  a hope  of  being  a city  in  a few  years.  In  1925  it 
had  a population  of  16,809  and  a city  manager.  ’Why  this 
large  hotel  was  built  has  not  been  explained. 

Mr.  Mudge  returned  home  about  the  first  of  May. 

Our  fellow  townsman,  Mr.  Charles  S.  Tapley,  has  in  recent 
years  visited  Brunswick,  and  he  thinks  he  probably  saw  this 
old  hotel,  with  its  three  tiers  of  piazzas,  built  largely  by  men 
from  Danvers  and  Salem. 

After  his  return  from  the  South,  Mr.  Mudge  began  to 
prepare  to  build  houses  for  himself.  On  March  1,  1838,  he 
made  a trip  to  Bath,  Maine,  to  buy  his  own  lumber.  A letter 
written  from  that  place  has  been  preserved.  Accompanied 
by  his  cousin  James  Mudge  they  started  to  drive  to  Bath, 
intending  to  make  the  trip  in  three  days.  Portsmouth  was 

* Moses  Wilson  of  South  Danvers. 
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reached  at  sunset  of  the  first  day.  The  next  day  the  travel- 
ling was  so  bad  they  left  their  horses  at  Kittery,  Me.,  and 
proceeded  by  stage.  They  took  with  them  shoes  made  by 
Edwin  and  Otis  Mudge  and  bartered  them  for  lumber  at 
92  cents  per  pair. 

The  following  list  of  houses  built  by  Josiah  Mudge  has 
been  compiled  after  much  inquiry  among  the  older  people 
and  families  for  whom  the  houses  were  erected. 

Mr.  Mudge’s  record  books  were  kept  up  to  a few  years 
ago;  but  it  seemed  so  unlikely  that  they  would  ever  be  con- 
sulted, it  appeared  wise  to  destroy  them.  When /the  writer 
of  this  article,  who  is  a granddaughter  of  Josiah  Mudge,  un- 
dertook this  task,  mainly  for  the  family,  she  knew  of  not 
more  than  four  or  five  houses  built  by  her  grandsire.  The 
list  has  grown  to  over  twenty,  with  the  possibility  of  others 
not  known.  There  is  a probability  of  some  in  West  Peabody. 

The  writer  has  been  told  that  Josiah  Mudge  “was  consid- 
ered the  best  carpenter  of  his  day  in  Danvers,  and  that  his 
houses  stood.”  She  cannot  vouch  for  the  first,  but  can  for 
the  second  clause  of  this  statement. 

These  houses,  mostly  on  Centre  Street,  are  of  two  types,  the 
larger  two-and-one-half-story  and  the  smaller  cottage  style. 
They  are  plain  and  severe  as  to  exterior,  with  lapped  clap- 
boards, and  solidly  built  throughout.  Several  of  them  can 
boast  of  a number  of  fireplaces,  though  at  this  time  stoves 
were  “coming  in.”  Some  of  these  houses  have  surrendered 
their  windows  of  twelve  lights  for  others  of  four  lights,  and 
their  front  doors  with  their  sidelights  for  others  less  in 
keeping  with  the  architecture  of  that  day.  All  but  one  have 
parted  with  their  fences  and  gates. 

Many  inside  doors  were  a feature  of  the  houses  of  this 
period,  and  they  were  often  nicely  grained.  We  are  re- 
minded here  of  a Cape  Cod  house  described  in  one  of 
Joseph  Lincoln’s  books,  “'as  being  just  shot  full  of  doors 
as  you  might  say — the  best  house  to  play  hide  and  hoot  in.” 

The  floors  were  often  painted  gray  with  a marbled  effect. 

In  1844  Mr.  Mudge  built  for  himself  the  house  at  113 
Centre  Street,  now  owned  by  I.  Preston  Goodale,  which  was 
planned  for  two  families.  It  descended  to  his  son,  Albert, 
and  then  in  1909  was  purchased  by  Mr.  Goodale,  whose  wife 
is  a daughter  of  Albert  Mudge.  So  for  87  years  this  house 
has  remained  in  the  family  for  whom  it  was  built. 

Just  east  of  his  house  Mr.  Mudge,  about  1864,  built  a 
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store,  which  was  for  some  years  carried  on  by  his  son  Albert, 
who  was  also  the  postmaster  for  this  part  of  the  town.  The 
store  burned  in  the  big  fire  of  June  4,  1885. 

Mr.  Mudge’s  carpentry  shop  stood  in  his  yard  somewhat 
back  from  the  street.  In  later  years,  after  he  had  turned 
to  farming,  the  old  carpentry  shop  with  its  long  benches 
and  discarded  implements  developed  oftentimes  into  a play- 
house for  the  grandchildren.  It  was  burned  in  the  fire  of 
1885. 

Josiah  Mudge  was  of  a quiet  disposition,  with  a reputa- 
tion for  honesty  and  industry.  He  was  a charter  member  of 
the  First  ^Church  Sunday  School,  organized  in  1818.  He 
was  never  in  public  life,  but  his  houses  "stand,”  mute  monu- 
ments to  his  memory.  He  died  October  26,  1883.  Of  his 
descendants  there  are  now  living  one  daughter,  Mrs.  W.  T. 
Martin,  ten  grandchildren,  eighteen  great-grandchildren,  and 
two  great-great-grandchildren.

Moses  Prince  House 

The  house  at  86  Centre  Street,  now  owned  and  partially 
occupied  by  Miss  Bessie  L.  Horton,  was  built  in  1839  for 
Moses  Prince.  It  was  probably  one  of  the  first  houses  built 
by  Mr.  Mudge.  It  is  said  to  stand  on  land  which  in  early 
times  belonged  to  Dr.  Jonathan  Prince. 

The  original  contract  for  the  building  of  this  house  is  still 
in  existence  and  now  owned  by  the  writer.  It  is  dated 
Dec.  27,  1838,  and  states  that  a house,  barn  and  shed  shall 
be  built  for  $1,225. 

This  is  a two-story  house  with  its  front  facing  the  side 
yard  rather  than  the  street,  and  it  was  planned  for  two 
families. 

The  front  stairway  instead  of  rising  straight,  ascends  by 
turns  and  two  small  landings  to  the  floor  above. 

The  house  was  built  with  four  fireplaces,  one  for  each 
kitchen  and  "parlor.”  There  are  now  only  two.  Apparently 
a big  chimney  has  been  removed. 

Some  of  the  doors  are  made  with  many  panels,  those  on 
the  second  floor  having  the  panels  which  make  crosses.  The 
big  front  door  has  for  its  only  panel  one  long  board  21  inches 
wide. 

The  walls  of  the  cellar  are  partially  double-faced  for 
warmth,  with  an  air  space  between  the  two  walls.  The 
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foundation  of  the  walls  are  immense  stones,  built  up  on  the 
inside  with  large  bricks  and  with  granite  for  the  outside. 

Moses  Prince  was  the  son  of  Amos  and  Eunice  (Fuller) 
Prince,  born  June  19,  1809.  He  was  a bachelor  and  in 
the  later  years  of  his  life  lived  in  a portion  of  his  own  house. 
He  is  said  to  have  had  a remarkable  memory  and  was  con- 
sidered an  authority  on  local  and  personal  history. 

Mr.  Josiah  Mudge  and  his  wife  lived  here  until  their  own 
house  was  built  in  1844,  and  three  of  their  eight  children 
were  born  here. 

Mr.  and  Mrs.  Augustus  Mudge  lived  here  for  a number  of 
years,  and  five  of  their  children  were  born  here. 

Mr.  Prince’s  sister,  Charlotte,  with  her  husband,  Henry 
Dwinnel,  and  family  lived  for  many  years  in  the  upper  half 
of  the  house.  Doubtless  many  other  families  could  be  added 
to  this  list. 

At  the  time  of  Mr.  Prince’s  death  he  willed  his  house  and 
land  to  his  brother  Amos,  Jr.,  and  to  Frank  and  Nathaniel 
Pope.  The  upper  half  of  the  house  and  one-half  of  the  land 
was  left  to  Mr.  Prince.  In  1903  the  property  was  sold  to 
settle  the  estate,  and  it  was  purchased  by  Miss  Bessie  L. 
Norton,  its  present  owner. 

When  this  house  was  built  in  1839,  there  were  but  two 
other  houses  on  this  side  of  Centre  Street,  between  the  church 
and  the  Newburyport  turnpike : the  house  at  52  Centre  Street, 
owned  by  Fred  E.  Sawyer,  and  the  Buckley  house  at  the 
corner  of  Pope’s  Lane.  The  Buckley  house  is  supposed  to 
have  been  moved  farther  up  the  street  in  the  1850’s.  Both 
of  these  houses  are  very  old. 

In  1856  Moses  Prince  was  taxed  for  house,  barn  and  land 
on  Centre  Street  valued  at  $1,200.  In  1929  the  house  was 
taxed  for  $2,700  and  the  barn  for  $200. 

Josiah  Mudge’s  Contract 

Danvers,  Dec.  27,  1838 

I do  hereby  agree  to  build  for  Moses  Prince  a house,  barn, 
shed,  etc.,  for  twelve  hundred  twenty  five  dollars  the  average 
time  of  payment  to  be  when  said  buildings  are  completed. 
The  chambers  of  said  house  shall  be  done  before  the  middle 
of  June,  the  barn  in  suitable  season  to  harvest  hay,  the  whole 
on  or  before  the  first  day  of  August  next,  said  house  shall 
be  18  by  36  ft.  with  a pantry  13  by  12  ft.  the  whole  two 
stories  high  16  posts,  each  story  of  said  house  shall  be 
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on  the  same  plan  as  the  first  story  of  Joseph  Porter’s  Jr. 
[H.  P.  Burnsville,  136  Newbury  Street  today],  except  the 
closets  at  sides  of  chimney  of  which  the  doors  shall  both 
open  into  the  parlor;  there  shall  be  a door  from  parlor  to 
bedroom  and  from  kitchen  to  bedroom.  The  stairs  and 
stairway  shall  be  similar  to  A.  P.  Swinerton’s  [A.  L.  Usher, 
308  Andover  Street  today]. 

The  outer  doors  of  the  pantries  to  open  the  one  in  first 
story  at  foot  of  stairs  under  shed,  in  the  second  at  head  of 
stairs,  the  cellar  stairs  to  be  under  those  leading  to  shop, 
the  door  to  open  into  pantry,  the  ovens  shall  be  in  the  pan- 
tries,  in  the  pantry  in  first  story  there  shall  be  a boiler  of 
middle  size.  The  doors  all  excepting  for  the  pantries  shall 
contain  any  number  of  panels,  not  exceeding  five,  that  said 
Prince  may  direct,  and  pantry  doors  shall  be  cleated.  Said 
house  shall  have  twenty  one  windows,  twelve  lights  in  each, 
ten  by  twelve  inches,  Gothic  sash,  and  one  window  in  garret 
of  twelve  lights,  eight  by  ten  in;  there  shall  be  one  floor 
laid  in  the  garret  halved  and  plained.  Said  house  shall  be 
all  finished  above  the  underpinning  except  the  parlor  in  the 
second  story.  The  style  of  finishing  and  quality  of  stock 
and  work  similar  to  J.  Welch’s  house  [Jasper  Marsh,  155 
Centre  Street  today]  excepting  the  boarding. 

Below  the  underpinning  I will  furnish  four  cellar  windows, 
cellar  stairs,  outer  cellar  doors  and  wooden  door  steps  suit- 
able for  said  house. 

Attached  to  pantry  there  shall  be  a building  thirteen  by 
twenty-one  feet;  the  first  story  to  be  open  in  front  for  shed; 
outside  finish  similar  to  the  house ; second  story  shall  contain 
six  windows  twelve  lights  each,  eight  by  ten  inches,  and  a 
shop  finished  ten  by  thirteen  feet,  the  rest  left  unfinished. 

In  the  shed  there  shall  be  stairs  leading  to  the  shop  and 
pantry.  Joining  shed  there  shall  be  a barn  twenty  eight 
by  thirty  one  feet,  fifteen  ft.  posts.  The  quality  of  stock 
and  work  for  said  barn  shall  be  good  through  out;  the  barn 
shall  have  one  pair  of  doors  eleven  feet  wide  and  two  small 
doors  and  one  window  of  seven  lights,  eight  by  ten  inches; 
there  shall  be  a plank  floor  and  a scaffold  ten  ft.  wide  at 
one  end  with  a double  floor.

John  Boberts  House 

The  house  at  65  Centre  Street  was  built  in  1839,  according 
to  Moses  Prince’s  papers,  for  John  Roberts  just  previous  to 
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his  marriage  to  Mary  Jane  Prince.  They  were  married 
Feb.  20,  1840,  in  this  house  and  here  they  lived  and  died. 
The  date  1839  was  found  on  one  of  the  whitewashed  stones 
of  the  cellar  foundation. 

The  house  stands  on  land  which  belonged  to  Nathaniel 
Ingersoll  in  1700.  (See  Danvers  Hist.  Collections,  Yol.  7, 
opp.  page  33.) 

John  Roberts  came  to  Danvers  from  Alfred,  Maine, 

Mary  Jane  Prince  was  the  daughter  of  Amos  and  Eunice 
(Fuller)  Prince,  horn  July  16,  1819,  in  the  small  old  house 
now  standing  on  the  north  side  of  the  common  and  at  present 
owned  by  Wm.  C.  Endicott. 

The  Roberts  house  is  a plain  two-and-one-half-story  one 
similar  to  the  Cross,  Morrison,  and  Towne  houses  in  line 
just  beyond,  and  all  having  the  same  builder.  It  was  built 
with  eight  fireplaces,  one  in  every  room.  The  ell  of  the  house 
was  built  for  a shoe-shop.  The  old  shoemaker’s  bench  may 
still  be  found  in  this  shop. 

It  has  not  been  discovered  when  the  barn  was  built,  though 
it  was  not  taxed  in  1856.  The  barn  in  recent  years  has 
been  converted  into  a house  and  is  the  home  of  Mr.  and 
Mrs.  Frank  E.  Sweetser.  Mrs.  Sweetser  is  a granddaughter 
of  John  Roberts. 

This  Roberts  property  descended  to  John  A.  Roberts,  son 
of  John  and  Mary,  and  again  to  his  heirs.  Their  children 
are  now  the, owners  and  occupants. 

This  house  has  stood  for  nearly  a century  and  in  that  time 
sheltered  three  generations  of  the  same  family. 

In  1856  the  house  and  land  were  taxed  for  $1,500.  In 
1929  the  house  alone  was  taxed  for  $2,600. 

No.  3 

Otis  Mudge  House 

The  house  numbered  31  Dayton  Street,  was  built  for  Otis 
Mudge,  brother  of  the  builder,  probably  about  1840. 

The  late  Geo.  H.  Peabody,  who  was  born  in  1836  in  the 
old  Putnam-Preston-Peabody  homestead  at  the  corner  of 
Dayton  and  West  Streets,  has  said  that  he  went  to  school 
when  he  was  3^  years  old,  and  that  he  remembered  seeing 
the  building  of  this  house  as  he  passed  along  Dayton  Street 
on  his  way  to  the  District  No.  5 schoolhouse.  He  also  re- 
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membered  playing  with  the  blocks  and  shavings  the  carpen- 
ters had  given  him  while  at  home  in  the  winter-time. 

This  is  an  attractive  and  commodious  one-and-a-half-story 
house  presenting  a hospitable  appearance  to  the  passers-by. 
It  is  still  enclosed  by  a white  fence  and  green  gates.  The 
gap  in  the  fence  at  the  side  door  is  separated  by  a post  put 
there  to  keep  out  the  cows  which  pastured  along  the  roadside. 
(One  of  the  sons  of  the  present  family  has  said  he  would  like 
a dollar  for  each  time  he  has  jumped  over  this  post.) 

The  house  is  built  upon  a ledge  and  for  this  reason  it  was 
necessary  to  have  the  well  across  the  street. 

It  has  five  fireplaces  and  originally  had  a brick  oven  in 
the  kitchen. 

The  front  door  is  in  the  middle  of  the  house,  and  the 
rooms  on  either  side  have  woodwork  of  fine  workmanship  in 
their  mantles,  doors,  window  frames  and  inside  shutters. 
One  room  is  deeply  wainscoted.  The  shutters  and  doors  of 
six  panels  appear  to  be  hand-made. 

The  ell  of  the  house  was  added  in  1869. 

Otis  Mudge  was  born  Oct.  22,  1813,  the  son  of  Amos  and 
Sarah  (Wilson)  Mudge.  His  birthplace  was  the  house  next 
adjoining, — the  old  Putnam- Whitridge-Mudge  house  at  the 
corner  of  the  Hewburyport  turnpike. 

On  Aug.  24,  1842,  he  married  Elizabeth  Proctor,  daughter 
of  John  and  Betsey  (Putnam)  Proctor  of  West  Danvers.  She 
was  born  March  29,  1820.  She  was,  however,  ^brought  up 
by  her  uncle,  Perley  Proctor,  who  lived  in  a house  still  stand- 
ing at  the  southwest  corner  of  the  Hewburyport  turnpike  at 
its  union  with  Lowell  Street. 

Otis  Mudge  and  his  wife  lived  in  their  house  until  his 
death  in  1862.  Mrs.  Mudge  continued  to  live  here  until  her 
own  death  in  1870.  They  left  no  descendants,  their  one 
child  dying  young. 

Mr.  Mudge  was  for  part  of  his  life  a shoe  manufacturer, 
and  just  a few  rods  northwest  of  the  house,  on  the  estate 
now  owned  by  Wm.  C.  Endicott,  there  is  a slight  depression 
in  the  ground,  representing  the  location  of  his  shoe-shop. 
It  is  said  that  this  shoe-shop  was  afterward  moved  to  Tap- 
leyville  and  used  as  a shoe  factory  by  Moses  Wells. 

In  1871  the  house  came  into  the  possession  of  the  late 
Geo.  W.  French  and  his  bride,  Clara  (Mudge)  French,  who 
was  a niece  of  Otis  Mudge.  Mrs.  French  still  resides  here; 
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so  for  a period  of  90  odd  years  this  domicile  has  been  owned 
by  members  of  the  same  family. 

Mr.  and  Mrs.  Augustus  Mudge  boarded  here  with  their 
brother  and  sister  for  the  first  six  months  of  their  married 
life. 

Mr.  and  Mrs.  Alfred  Hutchinson  and  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Lucius 
Mudge  have  also  lived  in  this  house. 

In  1856  house,  shop  and  land  were  valued  at  $1,700.  In 
1929  the  house  was  assessed  for  $3,000. 

No.  4 

Peter  Cross  Jr.  House 

The  house  at  61  Centre  Street,  now  owned  and  occupied 
by  Miss  Nettie  Mudge  Pratt,  was  built  in  1841  (Moses  Prince 
records)  for  Peter  Cross,  Jr.  He  received  a deed  for  land 
bought  from  the  First  Church  Oct.  28,  1840.  It  is  the 
opinion  of  the  people  who  have  owned  this  house  that  it  was 
built  by  Josiah  Mudge. 

Peter  Cross  was  born  March  18,  1771,  the  son  of  Peter 
Cross  and  Mary  Proctor. 

His  first  wife  was  Betty  Peabody  of  Middleton,  whom  he 
married  in  1798,  and  by  whom  he  had  three  children.  Jan. 
21,  1807,  he  married  Hannah  (Preston)  Kimball,  widow  of 
Moses  Kimball,  3rd.  She  was  born  Jan.  4,  1774,  the  daugh- 
ter of  John  and  Mehitable  (White)  Preston.  There  were 
seven  children  in  this  second  family. 

Mr.  Cross*  will  was  dated  Nov.  16,  1849,  and  in  this  in- 
strument he  states  that  his  daughter  Mary,  by  his  first  wife, 
shall  have  the  use  of  a part  of  the  house  as  long  as  she 
remains  single.  She  was  a nurse  and  lived  for  some  years 
in  a portion  of  the  upper  half. 

Mr.  Cross  had  formerly  lived  on  Dayton  Street,  at  the 
place  known  to  later  generations  as  the  Gustin  farm.  Wlien 
he  built  the  new  house  it  was  copied  from  his  old  one  on 
Dayton  Street.  The  Cross-Gustin  house  later  burned  to  the 
ground,  1881,  and  another  has  been  built  in  its  place. 

In  1817  Dayton  Street  was  called  the  road  leading  from 
the  schoolhouse  to  Peter  Cross*. 

The  new  house  was  built  with  eight  fireplaces  and  a brick 
oven. 

There  are  26  doors  in  this  house  with  the  panels  made  to 
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form  crosses,  as  is  so  often  found  in  the  older  houses.  One 
room  had  inside  shutters. 

Mrs.  Hannah  Cross  died  in  1853,  and  Mr.  Cross  also  died 
the  same  year.  On  June  3,  1853,  the  property  was  conveyed 
to  Mrs.  Syrena  (Cross)  Preston,  daughter  of  Peter  Cross  and 
his  second  wife,  Hannah  Preston.  She  died  March  3,  1877. 
In  June,  1878,  the  property  was  conveyed  to  her  children, 
Maria  A.  and  Fidelia  J.  Preston,  and  they  were  its  owners 
until  1908,  when  it  was  purchased  by  Miss  Emily  J.  Pratt. 
It  appears  that  this  house  remained  in  the  Cross-Preston 
family  for  about  67  years. 

Miss  Pratt  made  some  changes.  The  front  hall  was  en- 
larged and  hay  windows  added. 

Some  years  ago  Mr.  George  Pratt,  while  excavating  for  a 
cellar  for  the  kitchen,  which  evidently  was  an  addition  to 
the  original  house,  uncovered  a huge  brick  cistern  7 feet 
high  and  about  25  feet  in  circumference.  It  is  supposed  that 
this  was  built  for  the  conservation  of  rain  water. 

An  oil  portrait  of  Mr.  Cross  is  owned  by  Mr.  Gilbert  H. 
Tapley  of  Winchester,  a great-great-grandson. 

In  1856  the  house  and  land  were  taxed  for  $1,100  to 
Mrs.  Syrena  P.  Preston.  In  1929  the  house  alone  was  taxed 
$3,300. 

All  of  the  descendants  of  Hannah  Preston  are  also  de- 
scendants of  Wm.  White  and  his  wife  and  son,  Resolved,  all 
three  of  whom  came  in  the  “Mayflower.” 

Peter  Cross  was  fond  of  books  and  a great  reader.  One 
of  his  books,  with  its  quaint  old  book-plate,  has  recently  been 
found  in  the  ministerial  library  at  the  parsonage.  Several 
others  are  in  the  possession  of  Mr.  Gilbert  Tapley  of  Win- 
chester. 

Mrs.  Walter  A.  Tapley  of  Danvers  and  Mr.  Edw.  P.  Hutch- 
inson of  Brighton  are  great-grandchildren  of  Peter  Cross, 
through  his  daughter  Syrena  Cross,  who  married  Wm.  Pres- 
ton, and  their  daughter  Almira  Preston,  who  married  Edward 
P.  Hutchinson;  also  Mrs.  Harry  G.  Johnson,  through  her 
father  Henry  Preston,  a son  of  William  and  Syrena  Cross 
Preston.

James  Wilkins  House 

The  cottage  house  at  16  Centre  Street,  now  owned  by  Mrs. 
Rose  L.  Carey,  was  built  around  1847  or  1848,  for  Mr.  James 
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Wilkins.  On  Oct.  16,  1847,  Mr.  Wilkins  married  Susan  C. 
Legro. 

Mr.  Wilkins  was  born  Sept.  9,  1822,  the  son  of  David  Wil- 
kins of  Middleton  and  Mary  Case  of  Heading.  Mr.  Wilkins 
was  a descendant  of  Bray  Wilkins,  who  settled  about  1660 
in  the  region  of  Will's  Hill  and  was  the  first  settler  of 
Middleton. 

His  genealogy  can  be  traced  back  to  1090.  His  father  was 
Lord  John  Wilkins  of  Wales.  All  persons  by  the  name  of 
Wilkins  in  this  section  may  claim  this  ancestry. 

Susan  C.  Legro  was  the  daughter  of  Samuel  Legro,  Jr. 
and  Sally  Cross,  born  Dec.  9,  1825. 

After  her  death  there  was  a second  wife.  Susan  was  a 
sister  of  Mr.  George  H.  Legro,  who  was  bom  June  7,  1838, 
and  who  is  still  living  in  Danvers  at  the  age  of  93.  He  is 
the  authority  for  the  builder  and  building  of  this  house. 
He  was  about  ten  years  old  at  the  time  of  its  construction. 
He  is  the  only  person  known  who  remembers  Josiah  Mudge 
at  his  work  of  building. 

In  1856,  house,  shop  and  land  were  taxed  for  $800. 

This  property  was  next  owned  by  Mr.  Wilkins'  daughter, 
Mrs.  Delia  Hall  of  Salem,  and  was  by  her  sold  to  Mrs.  Carey, 
its  present  owner. 


Ho.  6 

Moses  Towne  House 

The  house  at  55  Centre  Street,  now  owned  by  Daniel 
Wheelwright,  was  built  in  1848  for  Moses  Towne  of  Andover. 
After  coming  to  Danvers  he  lived  first  across  the  street  in  the 
ancient  house  now  owned  by  Fred  E.  Sawyer,  and  he  owned 
the  stage  coach  business,  running  stages  from  this  point  to 
Salem. 

This  is  one  of  the  plain,  substantial  two  and  one-half 
story  houses,  having  been  built  with  seven  fireplaces. 

In  1700  this  land  was  a part  of  the  large  estate  of  Nath- 
aniel Ingersoll. 

Mr.  Daniel  W.  Wheelwright  bought  the  house  in  1867,  so 
that  in  its  standing  of  83  years  it  has  only  had  two  owners. 

Mr.  Wheelwright  was  born  Nov.  19,  1836,  in  Hew  Glou- 
cester, Maine.  He  came  to  Danvers  in  1856.  He  was  for 
many  years  a shoe-worker  in  Danvers. 
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In  1980  he  was  the  oldest  man  in  Danvers,  94,  and 
possessed  the  gold-headed  cane  given  by  the  Boston  Post. 

Mr.  Wheelwright’s  wife  was  Hitty  (Preston)  Goodale, 
daughter  of  James  and  Augusta  (Jocelyn)  Goodale.  She 
was  a direct  descendant  through  her  father  and  the  Preston 
family  of  William  White  and  his  wife  and  son  Eesolved,  all 
three  of  whom  came  in  the  “Mayflower.” 

Through  her  mother  she  was  descended  from  John  and 
Priscilla  Alden,  both  “Mayflower”  passengers. 

In  1856  Moses  Towne  of  Andover  was  taxed  $1,600  for 
house  and  land  on  Centre  Street,  Danvers. 

Mr.  Wheelwright  has  three  children,  all  of  whom  reside 
in  Danvers.  His  daughter  Maud  is  his  faithful  housekeeper, 
and  his  daughter  Pita  has  recently  had  the  distinction  of 
being  admitted  to  the  Bar.  His  son  Ralph  is  the  well  known 
provision  dealer.  He  has  served  his  town  well  for  three  or 
four  terms  in  the  State  Legislature.

Amos  Prince,  Jr. 

The  house  at  83  Centre  Street,  at  the  corner  of  Ingersoll, 
was  built  in  1850  for  Amos  Prince,  Jr.,  and  his  bride,  who 
was  Hannah  Goodale  Jacobs  of  West  Danvers. 

This  is  a one  and  a half  story  house,  well  kept  and  pleas- 
antly situated. 

Amos  Prince,  Jr.,  was  the  son  of  Amos  and  Eunice 
(Fuller)  Prince,  born  June  21,  1821.  He  was  a brother  of 
Moses,  who  built  the  house  across  the  street  in  1839. 

It  might  be  said  here  that  Moses  Prince,  born  in  1809, 
Hannah  (Prince)  Peabody,  born  1813,  Mary  J.  (Prince) 
Roberts,  born  1819,  Amos,  Jr.,  born  1821,  and  James  Prince, 
born  1823,  were  all  children  of  Amos  and  Eunice  (Fuller) 
Prince,  and  for  each  of  these  five  a house  was  built  by  Josiah 
Mudge. 

Hannah  Goodale  Jacobs  was  the  daughter  of  John  Jacobs, 
Jr.  and  Ruth  Munro,  horn  May  6,  1825. 

Mrs.  Prince  was  usually  referred  to  as  “Hannah  Amos,” 
to  distinguish  her  from  her  sister-in-law,  the  wife  of  James 
Prince,  who  was  called  Hannah  King.  Hannah  (Prince) 
Peabody  in  the  same  neighborhood  was  a third  Aunt  Han- 
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nah  of  the  family.  Hence  there  was  necessity  for  distinctive 
names. 

The  land  that  this  house  stands  on  was  once  owned  by 
Dr.  Wadsworth.  Moses  Prince  bought  it  of  the  Wadsworth 
heirs  and  sold  it  to  his  brother  Amos. 

The  ell  of  the  house  was  built  at  same  time  as  the  house. 
One-half  of  it  was  a kitchen  with  brick  oven  and  the  other 
half  was  a shoe-shop. 

The  mantel  in  the  “parlor”  of  this  house  has  never  been 
painted  white  as  has  the  rest  of  the  woodwork,  and  it  is  a 
fine  example  of  the  old  black  and  yellow  painting  in  imita- 
tion of  marble. 

One  quite  unusual  feature  of  this  house  were  the  wooden 
ventilators  in  the  ceiling  of  four  rooms.  These  ventilators 
in  the  ceiling  were  constructed  in  such  a way  that  by  turning 
a small  knob  the  ventilator  could  be  opened  and  the  hot  air 
allowed  to  escape  between  ceiling  and  floor  above,  but  with 
no  opening  in  the  floor  above.  These  ventilators  seem  to 
have  been  characteristic  of  Mr.  MudgeY  houses  and  not  much 
used  by  other  builders.  They  were  billed  as  “extras.” 

The  house  is  now  owned  by  Edward  E.  Putnam,  who,  with 
his  family,  occupy  it.  For  81  years  it  has  remained  in  the 
same  family.  Mr.  Putnam  is  a grandchild  of  Amos  Prince, 
Jr.  In  1856  the  house,  barn  and  land  were  taxed  for  $1,300. 

No.  8 

William  Austin  Wilkins 

The  cottage  house  at  69  Centre  Street,  now  owned  by 
Frank  A.  Wilkins,  was  built  in  1850  for  Wm.  Austin  Wilkins 
at  the  time  of  his  marriage  to  Sarah  C.  Prentiss. 

The  receipted  contract  bill  for  this  house,  signed  by  Josiah 
Mudge,  is  in  possession  of  its  present  owner.  It  is  dated 
Sept.  24,  1850,  and  is  for  $500  plus  $2.50  for  one  extra  door. 
About  1890  a two-story  ell  was  added. 

Wm.  Wilkins  was  born  June  26,  1821,  the  son  of  David 
and  Mary  (Case)  Wilkins.  He  was  a brother  of  James, 
Eeuben  and  Frederick  Wilkins. 

In  1850  he  married  Sarah  Chinn  Prentiss.  She  was  born 
April  16,  1825,  in  Marblehead,  the  daughter  of  Captain 
Caleb  and  Elizabeth  (Knight)  Prentiss. 

The  Prentiss  family  are  descended  from  Henry,  a planter 
of  Cambridge,  1640. 
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Capt.  Caleb  Prentiss  derived  his  title  from  service  in  the 
War  of  1812.  He  was  the  son  of  Joshua  of  Marblehead, 
and  in  the  parlance  of  that  town  he  was  a wharfinger,  buying 
merchandise  from  the  ships  and  selling  it  again  from  the 
wharf.  A peep  in  certain  china  cupboards  of  Danvers  High- 
lands today  will  reveal  some  of  the  wares  bought  by  Captain 
Prentiss  on  the  wharves  of  Marblehead.  In  1840  he  came 
with  his  wife  and  ten  children  from  Marblehead  and  bought 
a farm  in  Danvers,  as  the  mother  wished  to  prevent  the  boys 
from  following  the  sea.  He  said  if  he  had  ever  before  spent 
a day  of  his  life  on  a farm  he  would  have  known  better. 

The  farm  which  he  bought  in  Danvers  was  the  old  Hutch- 
inson-Jocelyn  farm  on  Forest  Street,  now  owned  by  Wm.  C. 
Endicott.  Later  he  exchanged  this  for  the  Dr.  Wadsworfh 
house,  which  is  still  owned  and  occupied  by.  members  of 
his  family. 

Mrs.  Grace  Cleveland,  Mrs.  Lizzie  MacLean,  Mrs.  Grace 
Andrews,  Mrs.  Elvie  Gowell,  and  Mrs.  Ellen  P.  Wadsworth 
of  Danvers  are  all  grandchildren  of  Capt.  Caleb  Prentiss, 
who  was  born  in  1786.  Harking  back  from  1931  to  1786  to 
claim  the  birth  date  of  one’s  own  grandfather  sounds  like  a 
long  trail. 

The  cottage  house  remained  in  the  Wilkins  family  until 
Nov.  15,  1899,  when  it  was  conveyed  by  Mrs.  Sarah  C. 
Wilkins  to  Mrs.  Elizabeth  IP.  Burrage  of  Macon,  Ga.  It 
was  used  by  the  Burrage  family  for  a summer  home. 

In  1916  this  house  and  land  came  back  to  the  Wilkins 
family  by  its  purchase  by  Frank  A.  Wilkins,  a grandson  of 
its  first  owner.  Out  of  its  81  years  of  existence  it  has  been 
owned  64  years  by  the  Wilkins  family. 

In  1856  this  house  and  land  were  assessed  for  $800.  In 
1929  the  house  alone  was  taxed  for  $2,000,  plus  land  $400. 

No.  9 

James  Prince 

The  cottage  house  at  90  Centre  Street,  now  owned  by 
J.  Walter  Goodale,  was  built  for  James  Prince  in  1850.  He 
was  born  April  4,  1823,  and  was  a brother  to  Amos  and  Moses. 
He  married  Hannah  (King)  Goodale.  She  was  the  daughter 
of  Perley  and  Caroline  (Tapley)  Goodale,  born  Sept.  30, 
1828. 

Her  home  was  the  old  Isaac  Goodale  house  built  about  1668 
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on  Pope’s  (or  Goodale’s)  Lane  in  the  West  Danvers  section 
of  the  town.  This  is  the  house  which  has  lately  been  bought 
and  moved  to  Ipswich  by  Dr.  Robert  L.  Goodale  of  Boston 
and  Ipswich,  and  which  he  has  placed  on  his  premises  just 
off  Argilla  Road. 

Mrs.  Prince  was  usually  referred  to  as  Hannah  King,  to 
distinguish  her  from  two  other  Hannahs  of  the  family. 

James  Prince  in  1852  went  to  California  in  search  of  gold. 
He  never  returned  and  it  is  said  his  final  fate  was  never 
known.  Someone  was  kind  enough  to  send  his  gold  watch 
home  to  his  wife. 

Mrs.  Lydia  Hayward  of  Melrose,  a grand-niece  of  James 
Prince,  has  a letter  written  by  him  from  Condemned  Bar, 
25  miles  from  Sacramento,  California,  dated  July  24,  1853, 
in  which  he  states  that  he  had  been  in  California  for  about 
one  year  and  he  had  not  then  become  rich. 

After  his  death  his  widow  married  Moses  H.  Roberts,  and 
she  died  at  Lexington  in  1896. 

James  Prince’s  brother,  Moses,  was  the  next  owner  of  this 
house  and  land.  In  1856  he  was  taxed  $900  for  this  prop- 
erty. 

Mrs.  Irad  P.  Goodale  and  family  next  came  into  ownership 
of  this  place,  and  her  son  J.  Walter  is  its  present  owner. 
It  is  occupied  by  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Harry  Curtis  and  family  and 
Mr.  Goodale.  Mrs.  Curtis  was  formerly  Miss  Kellie  Goodale. 
Its  first  mistress  and  its  present  mistress  thus  were  both 
Goodales,  descended  from  the  immigrant,  Robert  Goodale. 

People  who  are  associated  with  this  house  appear  to  have 
a penchant  for  seeking  gold  and  for  answering  the  call  of 
the  West.  In  addition  to  James  Prince,  Mr.  Jabez  Bigelow, 
father  of  Mrs.  Irad  P.  Goodale,  went  to  California  at  the 
time  of  the  gold  rush,  where  he  sold  boots  and  shoes,  and 
in  1898  her  son,  I.  Preston,  went  to  the  Klondike  and  mined 
for  gold  for  2^  years.  The  spirit  of  wanderlust  frequently 
sends  Mr.  Walter  Goodale  to  the  far  West,  not  for  gold,  but 
for  health  and  pleasure. 

Ho.  10 

Alexander  Upton  House 

The  house  at  71  Dayton  Street,  now  owned  by  Wm. 
Chapman,  was  built  in  1851  for  Alexander  Upton  and  his 
wife  Emily  (Tapley)  Upton,  who  were  married  May  3,  1843, 
by  Rev.  Dr.  Braman. 
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Miss  Helen  T.  Upton,  born  Feb.  10,  1852,  their  only- 
surviving  child,  furnished  the  facts  about  the  builder  and 
date  of  building  of  this  house.  She  speaks  of  her  former 
home  as  follows: 

"It  was  a beautiful  situation,  a very  pleasant  spot,  and  we 
used  to  raise  small  fruits.  When  I was  nine  weeks  old  we 
moved  into  the  house  and  I lived  there  more  than  60  years. 
Mother  lived  there  42  years.” 

Those  persons  who  remember  Mr.  Upton  as  a fruit  cul- 
turist  will  also  remember  the  neatness  of  his  berry  patches 
where  no  weeds  were  ever  allowed  to  flourish. 

Mr.  Upton  was  the  son  of  John  S.  and  Elizabeth  (Swiner- 
ton)  Upton,  born  at  Lynnfield  March  7,  1815. 

Mrs.  Upton,  born  March  27,  1816,  was  the  daughter  of 
Daniel  and  Sally  (Nourse)  Tapley,  who 'were  married  June 
18,  1815.  Her  Tapley  line  to  the  first  Gilbert  is  as  follows : 
Daniel,  Asa,  Gilbert,  Joseph,  Gilbert  Jr.,  Gilbert. 

Sally  (Nourse)  Tapley  was  the  daughter  of  Rogers  and 
Mary  Nourse  a descendant  of  Rebecca  ISTourse. 

Daniel  Tapley  lived  on  Sylvan  Street  during  the  early  years 
of  his  married  life,  after  which  he  exchanged  farms  with  his 
brother-in-law,  Hix  Richards,  on  Dayton  Street,  at  the  cor- 
ner of  West.  His  house  burned  in  July,  1847.*  It  was  very 
much  like  the  one  on  the  opposite  corner,  known  early  as 
the  Carolina  John  Putnam  house,  and  to  later  generations 
as  the  Charles  Peabody  house.  The  location  of  the  Tapley 
house  has  been  proved  by  Rev.  A.  Y.  House  and  the  late 
Sidney  Perley-  to  be  also  the  location  of  the  home  of  Thomas 
Putnam  and  his  daughter  Ann  of  witchcraft  fame. 

It  appears  that  at  least  four  houses  have  stood  on  this 
spot. 

Mr.  J.  A.  Watson  was  the  next  owner  of  the  Alexander 
Upton  house  at  71  Dayton  Street,  and  he  lived  here  with 
his  family  nine  years.  Mrs.  Watson  has  said  that  it  was  a 
well-built  and  well-planned  house  and  seemed  to  have  more 
room  than  the  larger  one  in  which  she  now  lives. 

In  1856  this  house  and  three  acres  of  land  were  taxed  for 
$800.  In  1929  this  house  alone  was  taxed  for  $2,200. 

No.  11 

Thomas  E.  Smith  House 

The  house  at  106  Centre  Street,  now  owned  by  George  R. 

* Dayton  Street. 
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Tanch,  was  built  in  1852  for  Thomas  E.  Smith  at  the  time 
of  his  marriage  to  Harriet  Whittredge  of  Reading. 

Mr.  Smith  was  the  son  of  John  Smith,  who  later  built  the 
house  adjoining,  now  numbered  102  Centre  Street.  Thomas 
was  born  March  6,  1824.  He  was  a carpenter  and  assisted 
Mr.  Mudge  in  building  this  house.  He  was  also  engaged 
in  some  form  of  the  shoe  business.  In  the  upper  room  of 
the  ell  of  the  house  he  had  a room  fitted  for  stitching  shoes. 
In  his  yard  also  there  was  a small  shop  where  he  did  contract 
stitching. 

About  1863  he  sold  the  house  and  moved  to  Lynn  where 
he  still  carried  on  the  shoe  business. 

The  next  owner  of  this  house  was  Porter  D.  Nason,  and 
he  and  his  family  lived  here  for  many  years.  In  1903 
Mr.  Wm.  B.  Carleton  bought  the  house.  In  April,  1904,  he 
married  Florence  Perry,  daughter  of  James  0.  Perry,  and 
they  lived  here  until  1916,  when  it  was  bought  by  its  present 
owner. 

In  1856  house,  shop  and  land  were  taxed  for  $1,500.  In 
1929  the  house  alone  was  taxed  for  $2,500. 

The  only  surviving  child  of  Mr.  Smith  is  Miss  Carrie  F. 
Smith,  who  now  lives  in  Lynn. 

No.  12 

William  Peabody  House 

The  house  at  7 Ingersoll  Street,  now  owned  by  Wm.  C. 
Endicott  and  occupied  by  Finley  Nicholson,  superintendent 
of  the  Endicott  Farm,  was  built  for  Wm.  Peabody  in  1852. 
The  Moses  Prince  papers  furnish  the  date  and  it  appears 
on  a map  of  Danvers  for  1852. 

Wm.  Peabody  and  Hannah  Prince  were  married  Dec.  11, 
1832. 

Wm.  Peabody  was  born  in  Salem,  June  29,  1807,  the  son 
of  Oliver  Peabody  of  Boxford  and  Abigail  Pratt  of  Reading. 

Soon  after  his  marriage  he  rented  a house  which  stood 
farther  up  on  Ingersoll  Street  and  which  was  then  owned 
by  Mr.  Ruggles  of  Milton,  who  was  a grandson  of  Dr.  Wads- 
worth. They  lived  here  until  they  built  their  own  house  at 
7 Ingersoll  Street. 

The  old  house  was  bought  by  Joseph  Fuller  and  moved  to 
Centre  Street,  where  it  now  stands  and  is  owned  by  Timothy 
Fuller.  It  was  once  owned  by  Dr.  Wadsworth  and  it  is 
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said  to  have  been  used  as  a storage  house  during  the  Revo- 
lution. 

Mr.  Peabody’s  three  children  were  born  in  this  old  house. 
Miss  Elizabeth  Peabody  (Libby)  has  left  a written  descrip- 
tion of  this  old  home  of  hers,  in  which  she  tells  how  badly 
they  felt  when  they  saw  the  old  house  moving  slowly  across 
the  fields  to  its  new  location. 

After  other  members  of  the  family  had  scattered  or  died, 
Aunt  Hannah  Peabody,  as  she  was  commonly  called,  and 
her  daughter  Libby  lived  alone  in  the  home  at  7 Ingersoll 
Street.  They  were  fond  of  flowers  and  knew  how  to  make 
them  blossom.  The  writer  of  this,  as  a child  remembers 
an  eventful  evening  when  the  neighbors  were  summoned  to 
witness  the  marvellous  opening  of  a night-blooming  cereus. 

They  also  owned  a green  parrot,  which  was  always  a curi- 
osity and  a source  of  admiration  to  the  neighboring  children. 
A night-blooming  cereus  and  a talking  green  parrot  were 
among  the  simple  excitements  of  the  days  before  movies  and 
automobiles. 

After  passing  through  several  hands,  in  the  fall  of  1929 
the  Peabody  house  was  bought  by  Wm.  C.  Endicott,  who  has 
added  dormer  windows  and  made  other  extensive  improve- 
ments. 

In  1856  house  and  land  were  taxed  to  Moses  Prince  for 
$1,200.  In  1929  the  house  alone  was  taxed  $2,000. 

Looking  across  the  old  “training  field”  from  Centre  Street 
this  house  now  looks  inviting  and  attractive. 

Ho.  13 

Cyrus  K.  Davis  House 

The  house  at  62  Centre  Street,  now  owned  by  Frank  E. 
Sweetser,  probably  belongs  on  the  list  of  Mr.  Mudge’s  houses. 
This  is  the  opinion  of  the  oldest  people. 

It  is  one  of  the  smaller  cottage  houses  and  was  sold  in 
1851  to  Cyrus  Kittredge  Davis.  It  appears  on  a map  of 
Danvers  for  1852. 

According  to  the  Danvers  Vital  Records,  Mr.  Davis  was 
born  at  Effingham,  H.  H.,  Aug.  1,  1820,  and  he  married 
Sarah  Ann  Bickford  at  Bangor,  Maine,  Oct.  25,  1843.  His 
son  Frank  K.  was  born  at  Bangor,  Jan.  8,  1846.  There  were 
two  other  children,  John  and  Louisa.  Mrs.  Davis  was  a 
tailoress  of  some  fame  and  she  went  about  among  the  homes 
making  suits  for  the  men  and  boys.  She  also  made  garments 
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for  the  Rev.  Dr.  Braman  of  a particular  fashion  which  he 
fancied. 

Mr.  Davis’  brother,  Elzaphan,  later  built  the  house  at 
96  Centre  Street  now  owned  by  Mrs.  Helen  C.  Turkington. 

Mr.  and  Mrs.  Cyrus  Davis  joined  the  First  Church  in 
1858.  Mr.  Davis  died  before  1879. 

Both  of  the  Davis  families  were  musical.  Frank  K.  was 
for  many  years  the  church  organist,  and  his  uncle  Elzaphan 
for  a long  period  was  the  church  chorister. 

The  Davis  house  at  one  time  had  a piazza,  which  has 
since  been  made  into  a hall.  It  was  also  enclosed  by  a 
white  fence  and  gate. 

Louisa  Davis  married  Henry  Sawyer  and  at  her  death 
she  left  her  house  at  Danversport  to  the  First  Church,  which 
was  sold  for  its  benefit. 

The  Davis  house  and  land  in  1856  were  taxed  for  $700. 

Mrs.  Lydia  Gifford  and  Mr.  Frank  Little  have  been  among 
its  previous  owners. 

Mrs.  Frank  Sweetser  has  a deed  which  makes  it  appear 
that  Cyrus  K.  Davis  bought  (this)  lot  and  dwelling  house 
of  Moses  Towne. 

No.  14 

Edwin  Mudge  House 

The  house  now  owned  and  occupied  by  Miss  Sarah  Wilson 
Mudge  at  108  Centre  Street,  was  built  it  is  thought  in  the 
winter  of  1852,  for  her  father  Edwin  Mudge,  who  was  a 
younger  brother  of  Josiah  Mudge. 

This  is  a one  and  a half  story  house,  built  end  to  the 
street.  It  has  a very  pleasant  interior  of  ten  rooms.  Many 
changes  have  been  made  both  inside  and  outside.  The  orig- 
inal large  front  door  with  its  sidelights  was  so  badly  blis- 
tered, even  on  the  inside,  at  the  time  of  the  burning  of  the 
E.  & A.  Mudge  Shoe  factory  June  4,  1885,  that  it  was  re- 
placed by  a modern  door.  All  the  glass  in  the  front  of  the 
house  had  to  be  replaced  at  the  same  time. 

Edwin  Mudge  was  born  Aug.  4,  1818.  He  married  Lydia 
(Nichols)  Bryant  at  Lynnfield  on  Thanksgiving  night,  Nov. 
28,  1844.  They  lived  at  first  in  the  upper  half  of  the  house 
diagonally  across  the  street,  which  had  just  been  built  for 
Josiah  Mudge  himself. 

The  Edwin  Mudge  house  has  remained  in  the  immediate 
family  for  79  years — representing  two  generations  only. 
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No.  15 

Ebenezer  Swinerton  House 

The  house  at  115  Centre  Street,  now  owned  by  Jacob  B. 
Pitman,  was  built  for  Ebenezer  Swinerton.  It  appears  on 
a map  of  Danvers  for  1852. 

Moses  Prince,  in  his  records,  says  that  the  houses  of  Josiah 
Mndge  and  E.  Swinerton  were  built  on  land  that  had  be- 
longed to  Bartholomew  Smith,  that  they  owned  the  old 
house  together  and  pulled  it  down  when  Swinerton  built  his. 
B.  Smith  was  married  in  1771,  and  if  the  “old  house”  was 
built  about  that  time  it  might  well  have  been  called  old 
in  1852.  It  stood  to  the  rear  of  the  present  house. 

Ebenezer  Swinerton  was  the  son  of  John  S.,  Jr.  and 
Elizabeth  Upton,  born  April  1,  1809.  He  died  Dec.  5,  1857. 
He  married  Hannah  P.  Cross,  June  15,  1837.  She  was  born 
May  16,  1809,  the  daughter  of  Peter,  Jr.  and  his  second  wife, 
Hannah  Preston.  She  died  Oct.  31,  1868. 

Mr.  Swinerton  and  his  wife  were  in  charge  of  the  Alms 
House  at  Malden  for  several  years  before  they  built  their 
Mouse  in  Danvers. 

Mr.  Swinerton  was  a charter  member  of  the  Sunday  School 
of  the  First  Church,  which  was  organized  in  1818. 

The  Swinerton  property  was  left  in  trust  to  their  adopted 
daughter  Adaline,  in  such  a way  that  it  could  not  be  sold 
in  her  lifetime,  and  it  was  then  to  be  divided  among  the 
heirs. 

She  died  about  1925  or  1926,  and  there  were  29  heirs. 
For  nearly  75  years  this  house  remained  in  the  immediate 
family. 

After  the  death  of  her  parents  Miss  Swinerton  always 
rented  the  house. 

Some  of  the  people  who  have  lived  here  are : Mr.  and  Mrs. 
Edward  Hutchinson  when  first  married,  Mr.  and  Mrs.  War- 
ren Hutchinson,  Mr.  George  H.  Legro  and  family,  Mr.  Na- 
thaniel Cross  and  family,  Mr.  James  Woodward  and  family, 
Mrs.  Mary  Thomas  and  family. 

This  one  and  a half  story  house  was  built  with  four  fire- 
places; it  is  also  one  of  the  houses  of  many  doors,  having 
nine  in  the  kitchen,  and  it  has  also  the  ceiling  ventilators 
described  in  the  Amos  Prince  house. 

In  1856  house,  barn  and  land  were  taxed  for  $1,000,  with 
14  acres  at  another  $1,000. 

In  1929  the  house  alone  was  taxed  for  $1,500. 
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No.  16 

Nichols  Lincoln  House 

The  house  at  74  Centre  Street?  now  owned  by  Joseph 
Crofts,  was  built  for  Nichols  Lincoln.  Mr.  Crofts  has  a 
deed  which  shows  that  it  was  built  in  1852. 

The  Danvers  Vital  Records  state  that  Mr.  Lincoln  was 
born  at  Hingham,  Oct.  4,  1816,  and  that  he  married  Lucy 
Ann  Briggs  of  South  Scituate,  June  5,  1849.  He  was  a 
sailor  before  he  came  to  Danvers  and  developed  into  a shoe- 
maker and  storekeeper. 

This  house,  unlike  most  of  the  cottage-type  houses,  has  the 
front  stairs  leading  from  the  front  hall.  More  often  they 
are  found  in  the  middle  of  the  house.  The  beautifully- 
colored  scenic  paper  in  the  front  hall  is  the  original,  and  it 
is  doubtful  if  there  is  any  other  paper  on  the  street  to  com- 
pare with  it.  Remnants  of  the  original  paper  in  the  “parlor” 
were  uncovered  by  the  present  owners.  It  was  like  the  paper 
which  is  still  on  the  “parlor”  of  the  adjoining  house  at 
No.  78,  where  lived  Mrs.  Lincoln’s  sister,  Mrs.  Legro. 

The  ell  of  this  house,  like  most  others  of  this  period,  was 
a shoe-shop. 

In  1856  house  and  land  on  Centre  Street  were  taxed  for 
$1,100.  In  1929  the  house  was  valued  at  $2,400. 

The  owners  of  this  house  have  been:  N.  Lincoln,  Allan 
MacLean,  Alexander  MacLean,  J.  B.  Nolan,  and  its  present 
owner,  Mr.  Crofts. 

Mr.  Lincoln  and  Mr.  Francis  Cross  were  at  one  time 
partners  in  the  grocery  business  in  a building  which  stood 
where  the  store  of  Mr.  James  Wake  now  is.  They  were  doing 
business  there  in  1875. 

No.  17 

John  Morrison  House 

The  house  at  59  Centre  Street,  now  owned  by  Charles 
Kimball,  was  built  about  1852  for  John  Morrison.  It  is 
found  on  a map  of  Danvers  for  1852. 

John  Morrison  was  the  son  of  Daniel  and  Patty  Morrison 
of  Sanford,  Maine. 

He  married  Hannah  Hook  of  Danvers,  daughter  of  John 
and  Hannah  (Fish)  Hook.  Nov.  25,  1849.  He  is  recorded 
as  being  then  31  years  of  age  and  a cordwainer.  His  wife 
died  Oct.  7,  1850. 
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On  September  7,  1852.  he  married  Hannahs  sister,  Caro- 
line Hook.  She  was  born  July  16,  1825. 

Hannah  and  Caroline  Hook  had  brothers,  Hiram,  James 
and  John.  Their  sister,  Mary,  married  Edw.  Chapman. 
Their  sister.  Miss  Harriet,  is  remembered  even  now  as  the 
dressmaker  of  old  Danvers  Centre.  Remnants  of  trousseaux 
made  by  her  hands  may  still  be  found  in  the  village  attics. 

About  1866  John  Morrison  bought  three  acres  of  the  old 
parsonage  or  “ministry  land.”  These  three  acres  lie  just  to 
the  rear  of  the  present  Roberts  and  Sweetser  houses,  and  are 
now  reached  by  a right  of  way  through  land  of  Miss  Nettie 
Pratt.  Mr.  Kimball,  the  owner  of  the  Morrison  house,  is 
now  the  owner  of  these  acres,  which  were  given  in  1681  by 
Joseph  Houlton  for  the  use  of  the  ministry. 

The  Morrison  house  descended  to  the  only  child  of  John 
and  Caroline  Morrison,  Hannah  Augusta,  who  later  married 
Martin  McDonald.  In  1901  she  sold  it  to  Mr.  Louis  F. 
Fowler. 

Mr.  Fowler,  who  was  himself  a carpenter,  said  of  this 
house  that  “it  was  a well  built  house,  built  on  honor.” 

Both  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Fowler  died  in  the  fall  of  1929. 

In  1930  the  house  was  bought  by  Mr.  Chas.  Kimball,  its 
present  owner. 

In  February,  1931,  this  house  was  quite  badly  gutted  by 
fire.  It  has  now  been  restored  and  arranged  for  two  families 

In  1856  house,  shop  and  land  on  Centre  Street  were  taxed 
for  $1,700.  In  1929  the  house  alone  was  taxed  for  $3700. 

No.  18 

Joseph  Gallison  Prentiss  House 

The  house  at  77  Centre  Street,  now  owned  by  Fred  J. 
Webber,  was  built  for  Joseph  G-allison  Prentiss.  No  person 
now  living  seems  to  knew  by  whom  it  was  constructed.  It 
resembles  the  houses  built  by  Mr.  Mudge,  and  there  are  those 
who  think  it  may  have  been  his  work.  But  it  has  been 
passed  down  by  the  late  Miss  Emily  J.  Pratt  that  Daniel 
Pope  was  the  builder. 

In  any  case  it  will  not  be  amiss  to  tell  something  of  the 
family  for  whom  it  was  constructed. 

Joseph  G.  Prentiss  was  born  Aug.  24,  1831,  in  Marblehead. 
He  was  one  of  the  Prentiss  boys  whose  father,  Capt.  Caleb 
PTentiss,  in  1840,  to  please  their  mother,  brought  from 
Marblehead  to  Danvers  to  prevent  their  following  the  sea.

If  the  parents  had  visions  of  making  farmers  of  them,  they 
were  disappointed,  for  they  turned  to  the  making  of  shoes. 
Probably  this  was  just  as  pleasing  to  the  parents,  so  long 
as  it  was  not  a life  on  the  ocean  wave. 

Nov.  24,  1853,  Mr.  Prentiss  married  M.  Anna  B.  Chandler. 
She  was  the  daughter  of  Mrs.  Caroline  (Welch)  Chandler, 
a widow  of  Newburyport,  who  on  Dec.  28,  1845,  became  the 
second  wife  of  Elisha  G.  Hyde  of  Danvers. 

There  were  three  sons  born  to  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Prentiss. 
George,  the  youngest,  is  still  living  in  Chicago.  He  was  at 
one  time  mayor  of  a part  of  Chicago  (Morgan  Park). 

Mr.  J.  G.  Prentiss,  the  father,  was  himself  a shoe  manu- 
facturer. In  the  course  of  time  he  sold  his  Danvers  house 
and  moved  to  Lynn. 

Mr.  Luke  Putnam  was  the  next  owner  of  the  house,  and 
he  and  his  family  lived  here  many  years,  and  there  have  been 
several  other  owners.  It  was  taxed  with  land  to  Joseph  G. 
Prentiss  in  1856  for  $1,100,  and  to  Luke  Putnam  in  1875. 

Mr.  Prentiss  died  Sept.  28,  1886,  in  Danvers  at  the  home 
of  his  sister,  Mrs.  Sarah  Wilkins,  of  the  “Wadsworth 
house.” 

The  J.  G.  Prentiss  house  stands  on  land  which  was  once 
Dr.  Wadsworth's  orchard. 


No.  19 

Samuel  Otis  Legro  House 

The  house  at  78  Centre  Street,  now  owned  by  Carroll  A. 
Russell,  was  built  for  Samuel  Otis  Legro. 

Mr.  Joseph  Crofts  has  a deed  showing  that  it  was  built 
in  1854.  Mr.  Frank  0.  Legro  of  Wakefield,  son  of  Samuel 
Otis,  furnished  the  information  as  to  the  contractor  of  this 
house. 

Samuel  0.  Legro  was  born  Oct.  6,  1823,  the  son  of  Samuel 
Jr.  and  Sally  (Cross)  Legro. 

He  married  Emeline  Briggs.  She  was  a sister  of  Mrs. 
Henry  Prentiss,  Mrs.  N.  Lincoln,  and  Mrs.  Benj.  Millett, 
all  of  whom  had  homes  in  Danvers  Centre. 

The  Legro  family  did  not  live  in  this  house  for  a great 
while,  probably  not  more  than  two  years. 

Mr.  Jareb  P.  Cross  was  the  next  owner.  His  wife  was 
Nancy  P.  Gifford,  and  they  lived  in  this  house  for  many 
years.  Their  son  Francis  is  well  remembered  as  a store- 
keeper of  the  village. 
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Mr.  Jareb  Cross  had  a twin  brother  Jacob,  and  they  were 
the  sons  of  Peter  Cross,  Jr.,  who  built  and  lived  in  the  house 
now  owned  by  Miss  Nettie  Pratt. 

Mr.  and  Mrs.  Amos  Kinsman  and  Mr.  Benjamin  E.  Cronk 
have  been  other  recent  owners  of  this  house.  Mr.  Eussell 
bought  it  in  1929. 

The  original  imported  paper  is  still  on  the  “parlor”  of 
this  house.  It  is  of  gray  background  with  iris  pattern,  the 
whole  flecked  with  gilt.  It  is  quite  handsome  and  still  as 
good  as  new. 

In  1856  the  house  and  land  were  taxed  for  $1,100  to  Jareb 
P.  Cross. 

No.  20 

George  B.  Martin  House 

The  house  at  142  Holten  Street,  now  owned  by  Miss  Mary 
A.  Martin,  was  built  by  George  B.  Martin  probably  between 
1854  and  1856.  It  appears  on  the  tax  list  for  1856.  A 
shoe-shop  which  stood  in  the  yard  near  the  street  was  built, 
it  is  believed,  at  the  same  time  as  the  house  by  J.  Mudge. 

George  B.  Martin  was  born  in  Sandwich,  N.  H.,  Dec.  9, 
1826,  the  son  of  Eoswell  Martin  and  Lydia  Hadley.  He  died 
April  26,  1889.  His  father,  Eoswell  Martin,  died  at  sea  and 
his  widow  Lydia  married  William  Hackett.  She  died  in 
Danvers  in  1883. 

George  B.  married  Alvira  Tapley,  Dec.  5,  1848.  She  was 
born  March  12,  1823,  the  daughter  of  Daniel  Tapley  and 
Sally  Nourse.  She  died  Aug.  11,  1879. 

When  first  married  they  lived  in  the  upper  half  of  the 
John  Eoberts  house  at  65  Centre  Street,  and  some  of  the 
older  children  were  born  there. 

Mr.  Martin  became  a prominent  shoe  manufacturer  in 
Danvers  and  apparently  his  first  factory  was  the  building 
now  converted  into  a house  and  owned  and  occupied  by 
C.  F.  Philbrook  at  67  Centre  Street.  This  building  appears 
on  a map  of  Danvers  for  1852  as  owned  by  Geo.  B.  Martin. 
Later  he  had  other  and  larger  factories. 

Some  time  before  1860  Mr.  Martin  sold  his  new  house  at 
142  Holten  Street  to  Mr.  Chas.  H.  Eundlett,  his  brother-in- 
law  and  a superintendent  in  his  factory,  and  he  himself  moved 
across  the  street  to  the  Jeremiah  Chapman  house,  now  owned 
by  Mr.  C.  L.  Stone  at  147  Holten  Street.  He  wished  to  raise 
horses  and  needed  a larger  place. 

The  two-story  shoe-shop  which  had  stood  in  the  yard  was 
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moved,  perhaps  about  1879,  farther  down  the  street  on  the 
same  side,  where  it  was  used  for  different  purposes.  Malcolm 
Sillars  at  one  time  manufactured  shoes  in  it,  as  also  did 
Martin  Kelly,  and  later  it  was  bought  by  the  Red  Men, 
when  the  upper  half  was  used  for  a hall  and  the  lower  for 
club  rooms.  Eventually  it  burned. 

Mr.  Chas.  H.  Rundlett  was  born  at  Great  Falls,  N.  H., 
December  20,  1828,  the  son  of  Adalia  and  Lentha  (Staples) 
Rundlett. 

He  married  Marion  W.  Martin,  a sister  of  Geo.  B.  Martin. 
She  was  born  Jan.  9,  1829,  in  the  old  Willey  House  in  the 
Crawford  Notch  of  the  White  Mountains,  on  a stormy,  snowy 
night.  Her  parents  were  moving  from  one  place  to  another 
and  tarried  at  night  at  the  Willey  House.  In  the  morning 
there  were  twin  daughters  in  the  house,  one  of  which  in 
time  became  Mrs.  C.  H.  Rundlett.  Tradition  says  that  these 
twins  were  named  by  a Frenchman  who  was  stopping  there 
at  the  time,  and  that  he  named  one  Marion  (pronounced 
Ma-rl'-on)  for  Lafayette’s  wife,  the  other  Josephine,  for 
Napoleon’s  wife. 

But  this  does  not  ring . true,  for  the  name  of  Lafayette’s 
wife  was  Adrienne.  It  maybe  he  thought  he  was  right,  and 
it  maybe  there  was  a twist  to  the  Frenchman’s  tongue  not 
grasped  by  the  parents  of  the  twins. 

That  G.  B.  Martin  looked  upon  his  first  house  with  favor 
is  borne  out  by  the  statement  that  once  when  it  was  to  be 
sold  he  advised  that  a good  price  be  put  upon  it,  for  it  had 
been  built  by  J.  Mudge. 

Its  owners  have  been : Geo.  B.  Martin,  C.  H.  Rundlett, 
Elmer  Rundlett,  Wm.  W.  Marton,  and  Miss  Mary  A.  Martin. 

It  is  a coincidence  that  the  first  owner  of  this  house  bore 
the  name  Martin,  and  its  latest  owners,  since  1912,  have  had 
the  same  name,  though  there  is  no  immediate  connection 
of  the  two  families. 

In  1856,  house,  shop,  barn  and  land  on  Holten  Street 
were  taxed  for  $2,200. 

It  may  be  interesting  to  the  descendants  of  Geo.  B.  Martin 
and  Marion  (Martin)  Rundlett  to  know  that  they  may  claim 
Susannah  (North)  Martin  as  an  ancestress.  She  was  from 
Amesbury  and  was  hung  for  a witch,  July  19,  1692,  along 
with  Rebecca  Nourse  and  others. 

The  descendants  of  Geo.  B.  Martin,  through  his  wife  Alvira 
Tapley,  are  also  descendants  of  Rebecca  Nourse. 

This  property  has  lately  been  sold  to  Kenneth  Forman, 
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who  buys  for  occupancy  and  who  took  possession  Nov  1 
1931.  * 5 

No.  21 

John  Smith  House 

The  house  at  102  Centre  Street,  now  owned  by  A.  Melvin 
Kimball,  was  built  for  John  Smith  at  a date  not  definitely 
fixed.  It  is  not  on  the  tax  list  for  1856,  though  it  was 
probably  built  not  long  after  that  date.  In  the  ell  of  the 
house  there  was  the  kitchen  and  the  inevitable  shoe-shop  of 
those  times. 

John  Smith  and  Betsey  Marsh  were  married  June  3.  1819 
in  Danvers.  * 

John  Smith  was  born  June  15,  1789.  He  died  Sept.  30, 
1871.  He  was  the  son  of  John  and  Susanna  (Newhall) 
Smith.  Betsey  Marsh  was  born  Feb.  8,  1797.  She  died 
Aug.  16,  1861.  She  was  the  daughter  of  Aaron  and  Betsey 
(Moulton)  Marsh  and  a descendant  of  the  first  John  Marsh 
of  Salem  and  his  wife  Susannah  Skelton,  daugher  of  Rev 
Samuel  Skelton. 

John  and  Betsey  Smith  lived  for  many  years  in  the  West 
Danvers  section  of  the  town  on  the  present  Durkee  farm, 
known  as  the  Red  Farm,  on  the  Goodale  or  Pope  Lane,  and 
adjoining  the  Oscar  Goodale  farm.  This  is  where  their  chil- 
dren  were  born. 

The  family  came  to  the  First  Church,  often  walking  twice 
on  Sundays. 

When  they  moved  to  their  new  home,  four  of  their  ten 
children  came  with  them.  They  were  Lucy,  Mary,  Aaron 

and  Joseph.  Aaron  and  Joseph  became  shoe  manufacturers 
in  Lynn. 

The  house  later  became  the  property  of  John  Smith’s 
daughter  Mary,  who  married  Samuel  Tucker,  and  they  lived 
here  for  many  years. 

Mr.  Kimball,  the  next  and  present  owner,  bought  the 
house  in  1918. 

Between  this  house  and  the  present  Tanch  house  at  106 
Centre  Street  there  is  a vacant  lot  where  it  was  planned 
that  John  Smith's  son,  John,  should  build  a home,  and  the 
lumber  was  even  brought  to  the  spot.  But  Mrs.  Smith 
wished  to  remain  nearer  her  mother  in  West  Peabody  and 
the  plans  were  changed. 

In  1875  Samuel  A.  Tucker  was  taxed  for  one  house  on 
Centre  Street,  $1,200. 
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From  the  Original  Letters  in  the  Possession  of 
Mrs.  John  H.  Kimball. 


Morristown,  14th  June  1780. 

Dear  Sir: — 

In  looking  over  my  papers  this  day  find  two  of  your 
favours,  but  find  no  memorandum  of  my  acknowledging  them, 
so  take  it  for  granted  I have  not.  , 

But  be  assured  the  neglect  was  not  for  want  of  proper 
respect.  We  have  been  exceedingly  harassed  and  fatigued 
of  late  owing  to  the  movements  of  the  enemy,  which  has 
kept  the  papers  upon  the  move  for  some  days. 

Your  letter  of  the  4th  ult.  enclosing  several  papers  re- 
specting the  medical  department  makes  mention  of  my 
having  received  the  last  returns  before  leaving  Phila.,  but 
I have  not  those  papers,  nor  do  I recollect  receiving  them. 
The  Eastern  returns  have  come  to  hand  since  here.  We  have 
not  as  yet  been  able  to  take  up  the  Hospital  Department. 
The  sick  and  wounded  suffer  for  want  of  stores.  Your  kind 
aid  in  procuring  some  to  be  sent  forward  would  be  of  eminent 
service  to  the  army. 

The  enemy  lay  in  much  the  same  situation  they  have  done 
for  several  days  past.  However,  Gen.  Schuyler  who  is  now 
going  to  Philadelphia,  will  give  you  the  fullest  account  of 
affairs  here.  I wish  you  to  confer  with  him  upon  various 
subjects  of  great  moment  as  our  situation  is  very  critical. 
We  want  the  union  as  well  as  the  wisdom  of  every  friend  to 
extricate  us  from  the  horrid  dilemma.  The  Commander  in 
Chief  is  under  great  embarrassment  by  a resolve  of  Congress 
restricting  him  in  his  operations  to  the  thirteen  states,  the 
enemy  being  apprised  of  this  well  know  he  cannot  pursue 
any  object  without  the  states,  tho?  ever  so  easy  and  advan- 
tageous for  us.  Of  course  they  will  concentrate  their  whole 
force,  so  as  to  render  any  undertaking  hazardous  on  our  side. 
We  may  be  in  a situation  to  co-operate  with  our  allies  against 
Canada  or  Nova  Scotia  on  some  other  plan,  not  within  these 
states  to  very  great  advantage,  when  there  may  be  no  object 
in  our  ability  to  pursue  within  the  states.  You  will  pardon 
me  when  I take  the  liberty  to  observe  as  my  opinion  that  it 
is  of  the  least  importance  to  the  Eastern  States  to  have  the 
Commander  in  Chief  left  totally  unshackled  with  respect 
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to  his  operations.  I mean  if  we  should  be  happy  enough 
to  keep  up  an  army. 

I must  therefore  entreat  you  to  advise  my  friend  Mr. 
Lovell  of  the  matter,  and  shall  rest  assured  that  both  of 
you  will  ardently  pursue  such  measures  as  you  shall  judge 
for  the  public  good.

Dear  Sir : — 

1 was  yesterday  much  obliged  by  your  favor  of  Aug.  21st, 
which  relieved  me  from  a great  deal  of  anxiety  that  I had 
been  thrown  into  by  my  children  under  date  of  the  17th. 
Mrs.  Lovell  has  indeed  been  very  ill;  perhaps  she  will  not 
again  be  able  to  go  thro  with  the  care  of  so  large  a family 
without  me.  My  children  catch  at  the  hope  that  you  will 
contrive  to  get  me  home.  I wish  for  such  a thing  much, 
unless  you  can  give  me  such  grounds  from  the  settlement  of 
your  account  as  to  lead  me  to  conclude  that  I am  not  ruining 
myself  past  Remedy  by  staying  here.  I am  willing  to  in- 
volve myself  as  far  as  my  quota. 

We  have  recalled  the  Committee  from  Camp,  have  aimed 
to  do  justice  to  the  officers  without  giving  in  to  whims. 
Their  widows  and  children  are  to  have  7 years  half  pay; 
and  the  clause  which  stopped  the  pension  upon  an  officer 
being  elected  to  a civil  office  is  repealed. 

2 Millions  tax  against  the  last  of  Dec.  is  called  for  and 
justice  is  to  be  done  to  all  who  have  supplied  the  public. 
We  must  have  money  at  all  adventures.  Nothing  else  is 
wanting  to  raise  us  again  into  reputation,  and  prevent  stupid 
plans  of  creating  absolute  dictation  to  get  supplies  without 
paying  for  them. 

I write  at  the  post  office  having  been  forced  to  borrow  a 
sheet  of  paper  from  a stranger  in  the  neighborhood  of  it. 
Such  is  its  poverty.

Oh,  Doctor,  I feel  at  this  moment, 
let  me  say  it  without  wilful  offense  to  any  class  of  men.  I 
feel,  doctor,  like  a forlorn  old  cold  sour  bachelor.  Tartan 
Emetic  warmed  me  a little  but  Sal  Sennet  has  made  me  blue 
to  the  finger  ends.  A pretty  figure  of  a gentleman  1 am 
indeed  to  go  to  Congress  in  raw  north-east  drisley  weather 
to  contrive  how  to  raise  feed,  cloath,  and  pay  an  army 
without  one  dollar  in  the  treasury.  Very  genial  employment 
to  be  sure  it  will  be  to  all  the  minute  details  of  the  circum- 
stances of  a black  died  season.

To  what  alas,  are  we  exposed  in 
this  best  of  earthly  struggles.  When  will  our  country  be 
at  rest  and  her  liberty  secured.

Sir : — 

In  consequence  of  your  desire  I have  viewed  several  Houses 
suitable  either  for  his  Excellency  General  Washington,  or  for 
Foreign  Ministers.  The  only  difficulty  is  the  time  these 
houses  may  be  wanted  for,  as  the  proprietors  do  not  choose 
to  put  themselves  to  the  inconvenience  of  removing  out,  with- 
out a certainty  of  a year  rent.  With  the  certainty  a dozen 
of  the  best  houses  in  the  neighborhood  may  be  had.  Mrs. 
Berrien,  however,  does  not  make  that  objection  but  that  is 
four  miles  distant.  She  offers  her  whole  farm  of  300  & 
odd  acres  and  all  her  buildings  at  the  rate  of  $15  month, 
to  be  paid  monthly  in  advance,  and  for  no  longer  a time 
than  mutually  agreeable.  The  rent  to  commence  from  next 
Monday,  as  she  is  ready  to  give  immediate  possession.  There 
is  no  house  in  the  village  or  neighborhood  which  has  better 
rooms  or  conveniences  around  it.  It  has  a large  dining  room, 
a tea  room  & a drawing  room,  with  genteel  furniture  in  each, 
which  she  will  leave  for  the  Generals  use.  I will  inform  you 
of  further  particulars  when  I shall  have  the  honor  to  wait 
on  you.

Dear  sir. 

I have  reev’d  your  obliging  favor  of  the  10th  ultimo,  & 
you  will  please  to  accept  my  thanks  for  the  same. 

No  doubt  you  have  taken  notice  in  the  newspapers,  that 
General  Washington  is  attending  Congress,  or  lives  near 
them  for  the  present;  having  the  honor  to  be  chairman  of 
the  committee  to  confer  with  him  upon  the  peace  arrange- 
ment, I find  he  has  much  at  heart,  the  laying  out  & settling 
the  back  country,  as  the  people  are  in  large  numbers,  push- 
ing out  into  the  country  & settling  upon  the  lands,  without 
any  title;  he  mentioned  to  me,  a few  days  since,  in  conver- 
sation, that  it  was  his  opinion,  that  in  five  years  from  this 
time,  there  would  be  a severe  war  in  that  part  of  the  country, 
unless  great  attention  was  paid  by  government  to  the  settle- 
ment of  the  same;  but  Congress  have  great  embarrassments 
in  this  business,  as  well  as  everything  else  of  importance, 
that  comes  under  their  consideration;,  a question  arises 
whether  there  is  any  land  within  the  boundaries  of  the  U.  S. 
that  is  not  the  property  of  some  one  state ; some  of  the  large 
states  seem  to  be  willing  to  make  cessions  to  the  union,  but 
the  small  states  are  not  willing  to  accept  them,  but  insist 
upon  each  state  having  its  boundaries  fixed  & determined, 
and  then  have  the  remainder  divided  among  the  states,  or 
considered  as  the  property  of  the  IT.  S.  & disposed  of  accord- 
ingly. 

Another  difficulty  we  have  to  encounter,  is,  what  troops 
shall  be  kept  up  in  time  of  peace,  & whether  they  are  to  be 
raised  & kept  up  under  the  immediate  direction  of  Congress, 
or  whether  they  are  to  be  state  troops  kept  up  by  the  states 
that  raise  them  for  their  defence,  by  the  permission  of  Con- 
gress; you  will  naturally  say,  it  must  be  done  agreeably  to 
the  confederation,  that  is  the  very  difficulty,  for  could  we 
construe  our  constitution  alike  we  should  not  have  so  much 
trouble  in  doing  the  public  business. 

I have  been  in  hopes  for  some  months  past  that  the  defin- 
ative  treaty  would  come  to  hand  and  be  finished  before  I 
left  Congress,  & a number  of  other  very  important  matters, 
that  are  now  before  Congress  would  be  determined  upon, 
but  such  are  the  embarrassments,  of  one  kind  & another,  it 
is  altogether  uncertain,  as  to  the  time  when  business  will  be 
finished  in  Congress;  however,  I shall  continue  my  attention 
(while  I tarry)  to  the  important  business,  that  so  much 
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respects  my  constituents,  namely,  old  money,  commutation, 
&c.  &c.  yet  I have  but  little  expectation  that  anything  will 
be  done  upon  these  affairs  at  present,  & it  is  not  my  wish 
that  the  trouble  caused  should  tax  my  constituents,  by  im- 
posts, or  any  other  way  for  the  use  of  Congress,  ’till  they 
will  decide  upon  several  important  matters  that  are  before 
them,  which  so  much  respects  the  State  of  Massachusetts,  & 
I believe  Congress  have  but  little  expectation  that  much 
more  money  may  be  expected  from  any  state  before  some- 
thing is  done  upon  these  matters,  surely  they  do  not,  if  they 
think  we  speak  the  sense  of  our  constituents,  which  I believe 
we  do.

Dear  Sir — 

I was  honored  with  your  recent  letter  on  the  subject  of 
appointments  to  the  public  boards.  In  my  former  letter 
I expressed  a wish  to  be  made  acquainted  with  the  intended 
arrangement  of  the  treasury,  before  I determined  whether 
or  not  to  stand  a candidate  for  the  office  of  a commissioner. 
I learnt  from  your  answer  that  the  powers  of  the  board  had 
not  been  defined.  The  term  will  probably  be  an  abjuration 
of  all  private  business.  Of  this  I was  apprehensive,  and 
Mr.  Gerry’s  information  confirms  it.  But  there  are  divers 
other  reasons  why  I would  choose  to  have  my  name  struck 
off  the  list  of  candidates  for  the  treasury.  These  had  deter- 
mined me  to  decline  the  office  before  I had  conversed  with 
Mr.  Gerry  concerning  it.  I find  also  by  him,  that  the  can- 
didates are  numerous,  and  I should  be  sorry  to  stand  in  the 
way  of  gentlemen  better  qualified  for  the  station.  It  is 
unnecessary  to  trouble  you  with  a detail  of  the  reasons,  which 
induce  me  to  decline  the  office.  Some  are  of  a public  and 
some  of  a private  nature.  I am  highly  obliged  by  your 
attention  to  me,  and  beg  your  acceptance  of  my  sincere 
thanks;  but  I also  request  you  to  withdraw  your  nomination 
of  me  to  the  office  in  question.  There  is  another  office,  to 
which  I should  have  no  objection,  that  of  secretary  of  war. 
To  this  perhaps  I have  some  pretensions,  and  this  I should 
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gratefully  accept.  My  reasons  you  will  find  in  my  former 
letter,  to  which  I beg  leave  to  refer.

Hear  Sir: — 

Your  favor  of  the  28th  ult.  came  to  hand  at  Boston,  where 
our  Court  had  a long  session,  for  which  I thank  you.  Rhode 
Island  it  seems  have  granted  the  5 per  cent  impost  to  Con- 
gress, and  I hope  the  other  two  deficient  States,  will  not  be 
any  longer  delinquent.  For  my  own  part  I have  been  uneasy 
for  some  time  that  our  foreign  debt  has  not  been  diminishing. 
It  appears  to  me  our  true  interest  and  best  policy  is  to  pay 
it  off,  as  soon  as  we  possibly  can.  Not  that  I conceive  it 
so  large  as  to  be  difficult  to  discharge.  But  we  shall  feel 
more  free  and  independent  to  be  under  no  pecuniary  obliga- 
tions to  any  foreign  power.  And  shall  likewise  stand  a much 
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better  chance  of  new  credit,  should  we  be  under  the  disagree- 
able necessity  to  need  it. 

My  query  respecting  the  power  of  congress  to  regulate 
trade  arose  from  a supposition,  that  the  several  states  might 
have  granted  some  particular  authority,  since  confederation 
was  agreed  unto,  on  the  particular  occasion  of  the  prohibi- 
tions made  by  G.  B.  respecting  her  West  India  plantations. 
If  I am  not  mistaken  Massachusetts  and  some  other  of  the 
states  have  passed  acts  on  this  occasion,  and  I was  conjec- 
turing the  matter  would  be  general. 

The  navigation  of  the  Mississippi  is  a matter  of  importance 
and  delicacy,  and  I sincerely  wish,  it  may  be  amicably  ad- 
justed. The  states  will  not  permit  it  to  be  shut  to  their 
subjects  if  they  can  avoid  it.  But  we  are  at  present  unable 
to  engage  in  a war  with  Spain  on  the  subject.  Our  General 
Court  have  been  alarmed  with  something  from  Congress,  the 
members  have  been  under  an  injunction  of  secrecy,  our  for- 
eign creditors  I conclude  has  been  the  subject  there  atten- 
tion has  been  considerably  in  financiering.  A 25%  duty 
has  been  talked  of  on  all  foreign  merchandise  imported  by 
land  or  water  from  such  of  the  states  as  have  not  granted 
the  5%  duty  and  to  continue  until  it  was  so  granted.  And 
a bill  for  that  purpose  made  considerable  progress,  but  whether 
it  finally  passed  I am  unable  to  say.  An  excise  on  certain 
papers,  or  in  other  words  a stamp  act,  has  actually  passed 
by  a large  majority,  to  take  effect  about  July  next.  This  is 
probably  to  supply  the  defects  of  the  second  impost  which 
upon  the  5%  taking  place  for  the  use  of  Congress  will 
probably  be  discontinued.  The  building  a bridge  across  the 
Charles  river  has  been  a subject  of  great  speculation  in  and 
out  of  General  Court. 

A bill  has  at  length  passed  granting  liberty  to  those  peti- 
tioners who  were  for  building  one  at  the  place  the  ferry  is 
now  kept. 

A variety  of  bills  have  passed  I am  told,  the  titles  of  which 
you  will  probably  see  in  some  newspaper  before  this  reaches 
you. 

Gov.  Hancock’s  resignation  has  been  a matter  of  conversa- 
tion. Who  will  succeed  him  in  the  chair  the  ensuing  year 
is  the  question?  Several  are  talked  of,  but  the  general  sup- 
position is  that  there  will  be  no  one  candidate  have  a majority 
of  votes  of  the  people  at  large.  It  is  supposed  it  will  lay 
between  Mr.  Bodoine,  L.  G.  Cushing,  General  Lincoln,  and 
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John  Adams,  Esq.  Mr.  Dalton  it  is  said  thinks  of  it.  If 
Mr.  J.  Adams  was  in  America  I apprehend  he  would  be 
chosen.  I have  been  a little  amused  at  a newspaper  publi- 
cation of  Congress  appointing  a minister  or  Secretary  of 
War.  It  is  well  to  be  prepared  in  peace  for  war.  But  I 
had  somehow  connected  the  idea  that  this  office  in  time  of 
Peace  would  be  discontinued.  Mr.  Adams  is  perhaps  the  best 
man  Congress  can  appoint  to  the  Court  of  London.  But  I 
hope  the  time  will  come  when  we  shall  have  no  occasion  for 
ministers  at  any  foreign  courts.  Some  agents  or  consuls 
may  answer  all  the  valuable  purposes.  A number  of  foreign 
ministers  dancing  round  Congress  will  have  a tendency  to 
create  undue  influence  on  its  members,  as  well  as  introduce 
and  perpetuate  such  an  expensive  mode  of  dress,  living  and 
equipage  as  the  infantile  state  of  our  poor  republic  cannot 
support  and  I conclude  if  we  send  no  ambassadors  to  Europe 
we  shall  have  none  from  them.  But  I am  letting  my  pen 
run  beyond  its  line ; however  your  candor  will  excuse  it. 
The  winter  sat  in  very  late,  but  it  holds  out  beyond  desire 
and  expectation.  The  snow  now  lies  from  3 to  4 feet  in 
depth  in  places  not  drifted  by  the  winds,  and  the  highways 
are  generally  filled  to  the  tops  of  the  fences.  We  travel  for 
miles  together  at  three  feet  and  upward  distance  from  the 
ground.  Bain  would  occasion  a little  deluge.

from  Massachusetts  should  be  made  a free  inhabitant  of 
some  other  of  the  states,  he  would  from  them  be  entitled 
by  the  confederations  to  the  privileges  of  a free  citizen  in 
our  State.  This  difficulty  I conjecture  arose  upon  a bill  of 
alienage,  for  it  was  a few  days  only  before  they  rose.  Much 
time  it  appears  to  me  has  been  needlessly  taken  up  by  our 
Court  about  refugees.  I am  decidedly  of  opinion  they  ought 
to  have  had  the  privilege  of  returning  and  tarrying  twelve 
months  unmolested,  as  recommended  by  Congress  in  pursu- 
ance of  the  Treaty  of  Peace.  That  was  such  a part  of  the 
requisition  as  we  might  have  complied  with  without  diffi- 
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culty,  hazard  or  inconvenience.  The  twelve  months  would 
have  soon  expired,  and  such  as  were  obnoxious  would  have 
ere  this,  have  departed,  or  been  transported.  The  Bugbear 
held  out  by  some  against  granting  of  it,  that  they  would 
upset  the  government,  always  appeal  to  me  as  Chimerical, 
as  Archimedes  tried  to  upset  the  Earth.  I have  no  concep- 
tion that  a few  alienated  disappointed  individuals,  whose 
every  motion  would  have  been  minutely  attended  unto,  and 
who  in  time  of  open  war  with  the  power  that  they  always 
thought  the  most  powerful  on  earth,  could  do  no  more  to 
destroy  the  Government,  should  in  a state  of  profound  peace 
have  a greater  power.  This  idea  is  derogatory  to  the  Gov- 
ernment, and  satisfies  me  that  there  is  some  other  reasons 
that  are  not  such  as  will  do  publicly  to  answer.

Dear  sir: — 

I am  now  to  thank  you  for  your  kind  favor  of  May  the 
12th,  inclosing  an  impression  of  the  seal  of  the  United  States, 
am  pleased  with  the  device.  The  appointment  of  a Governor, 
for  the  ensuing  year  has  at  length  taken  effect,  the  account

of  which,  with  the  address,  speech  etc.  has  no  doubt  reached 
you  before  this.  I can  therefore  say  nothing  new  on  that 
occasion,  unless  that  there  seems  to  be  a greater  harmony 
among  the  members  of  the  general  court  than  has  subsisted 
at  any  one  period  since  the  Revolution,  and  so  far  as  my 
opportunity  has  led  me  to  observe,  the  people  at  large,  are 
well  pleased  with  Gov.  Bowdoin.  His  public  conduct  hitherto 
does  him  as  well  as  the  Government  honor  in  the  opinion 
of  all  such  as  have  the  powers  of  judging.  What  the  general 
court  are  doing  I hardly  know,  but  tis  said  they  act  with 
a very  great  degree  of  unanimity  and  firmness.  And  that 
the  stamp  act,  so-called,  will  not  be  repealed,  but  amended 
with  some  new  duties;  indeed  the  newspapers  tell  us  that 
the  stamps  on  them  are  to  be  omitted,  the  unconstitutionality 
of  which,  notwithstanding  the  positive  assertions  of  almost 
all  the  printers,  I have  not  with  my  sagacity,  been  yet  able 
to  discover,  perhaps  the  duty  was  disproportionate,  but  that 
it  was  against  the  constitution,  might  as  well  be  said  upon 
almost  any  tax  that  can  be  levied.  I am  sorry  that  Hew 
York  have  negatived  the  impost.  I really  wish  some  mode 
was  in  being  that  had  a tendency  to  lessen  our  debt.  Our 
embarrassment  in  trade  may  be  finally  for  our  good.  We 
have  been  too  much  seeking  after  the  luxuries  and  conve- 
niences that  come  from  abroad  without  considering  our  ability 
for  paying  them.  It  was  the  Briers  that  taught  the  men 
of  Sucuth  our  straits  and  difficulties  I hope  will  teach  us 
industry  and  frugality,  and  then  mixed  up  with  a little  use- 
ful knowledge,  tinctured  with  patience  and  perseverance  will 
do  great  things  in  putting  our  finances  on  a respectable  foot- 
ing. The  cession  of  the  Western  Territory  under  your  and 
Mr.  Kings  signature  has  been  published  at  large  in  some 
of  our  papers.  Mr.  Dana  has  taken  a seat  in  the  Supreme 
Court  and  affords  us  great  assistance.  Ipswich  Court  fin- 
ished at  3 o’clock  P : M.  on  Saturday.  The  cause  of  Murry 
vs.  the  Inhabitants  of  the  First  Parish  in  Gloucester  seemed 
to  be  that  of  the  greatest  attention,  and  has  been  determined 
in  favor  of  Murry  after  a long  struggle,  and  against  the  gen- 
eral opinion  abroad.  This  is  the  first  trial  and  bonds  are 
given  to  review.  York  Court  opens  to-morrow.  It  is  a gen- 
eral time  of  health  and  a prospect  of  plenty.  I never  knew 
a greater  prospect  of  goods.

I received  your  letter  dated  ye  15th  instant  in  which  you 
requested  my  attention  to  the  ensuing  election,  you  may  be 
asured  that  this  shall  be  nothing  wanting  on  my  part  to 
secure  to  you  the  votes  of  this  vicinity,  for  I conceive  it 
to  be  a big  debt  of  gratitude  which  I as  an  individual  of 
the  community  owe  to  you  for  your  constant  and  inde- 
faticable  egsertions  in  our  late  contest.  I likewise  found 
inclosed  Mr.  Van’s  letter  advising  printed  votes  and  am 
glad  you  did  not  acquies  for  I beleive  the  people  would  have 
taken  it  as  an  imposition,  or  desception,  which  are  usless 
in  a good  cause,  you  further  inform  me  that  you  had  ad- 
dressed Col.  Foster  respecting  the  Town  meeting  and  I dare 
say  your  advice  will  meet  with  the  approbation  of  your 
friends  in  this  town,  you  then  add  your  readiness  to  comply 
with  the  wishes  of  your  friends  notwithstanding  the  sacri- 
fices you  will  there  by  make  to  your  own  personal  case  and 
tranquility.  I think  sir,  it  will  afford  you  consolation  when 
you  contrast  the  different  situation  of  our  national  affairs 
when  you  enter  on  board  the  good  ship  78,  and  the  present 
day,  she  was  then  exposed  to  political  tempest  and  hazardous 
enterprises,  some  of  which  appeared  to  me,  (for  we  were 
both  embarked  in  the  same  bottom,  though  at  different  sta- 
tions) very  doubtful,  if  she  was  then  amid  the  raging  billows 
of  war,  and  confusion  by  your  assistance  directed  clear  of 
shoals  and  breakers,  what  may  we  not  expect  now  from  such 
experience,  by  those  experienced  pilots  by  whose  wisdom  she 
was  safely  moored  in  the  harbor  of  tranquility.  I believe,

EXTRACTS  FROM  JOHN  ADAMS*  DIARY  RELATING 
TO  JAMES  PUTNAM,  ESQ. 


The  following  references  to  Hon.  Janies  Putnam,  a native 
of  Danvers  and  one  of  the  most  distinguished  lawyers  of 
Massachusetts  in  Provincial  days,  are  taken  from  the  Diary 
of  John  Adams.  Mr.  Putnam  practiced  law  in  Worcester, 
and  it  was  in  his  office  that  John  Adams  pursued  his  studies 
in  the  legal  profession.  His  birthplace  was  the  house  known 
as  the  “James  Putnam  House/*  on  Summer  Street. 


Apr.  15,  1756.  Thursday.  Drank  tea  and  spent  the  even- 
ing at  Mr.  Putnam*s,  in  conversation  concerning  Christianity. 
He  is  of  opinion  that  the  apostles  were  a company  of  enthu- 
siasts. He  says  that  we  have  only  their  word  to  prove  that 
they  spoke  with  different  tongues,  raised  the  dead,  healed 
the  sick,  &c.  At  breakfast,  dinner  and  tea,  Mr.  Putnam 
was  commonly  disputing  with  me  upon  some  question  of 
religion.  He  had  been  intimate  with  one  Peasley  Collins, 
the  son  of  a quaker  in  Boston,  who  had  been  to  Europe,  and 
came  back  a disbeliever  of  everything;  fully  satisfied  that 
religion  was  a cheat,  a cunning  invention  of  priests  and 
politicians;  that  there  would  be  no  future  state,  any  more 
than  there  is  at  present  any  moral  government.  Putnam 
could  not  go  these  whole  lengths  with  him.  Although  he 
would  argue  to  the  extent  of  his  learning  and  ingenuity  to 
destroy  or  invalidate  the  evidences  of  a future  state,  and 
the  principles  of  natural  and  revealed  religion,  yet  I could 
plainly  perceive  that  he  could  not  convince  himself  that  death 
was  an  endless  sleep. 

Aug.  22,  1756.  Sunday.  Yesterday  I completed  a con- 
tract with  Mr.  Putnam  to  study  law,  under  his  inspection, 
for  two  years.  I ought  to  begin  with  a resolution  to  oblige 
and  please  him  and  his  lady  in  a particular  manner;  I 
ought  to  endeavor  to  oblige  and  please  everybody,  but  them 
in  particular.  Necessity  drove  me  to  this  determination,  but 
my  inclination,  I think,  was  to  preach;  however,  that  would 
not  do.  But  I set  out  with  strong  resolutions  never  to  com- 
mit any  meanness  or  injustice  in  the  practice  of  law.  But 
the  law  attracted  my  attention  more  and  more,  and,  attend- 
ing the  courts  of  justice,  where  I heard  Washington,  Hawley, 
Trowbridge,  Putnam  and  others,  I felt  myself  irresistibly 
impelled  to  make  some  effort  to  accomplish  my  wishes.  I 
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made  a visit  to  Mr.  Putnam  and  offered  myself  to  him;  he 
received  me  with  politeness  and  even  kindness;  took  a few 
days  to  consider  of  it,  and  then  informed  me  that  Mrs. 
Putnam  had  consented  that  I should  board  in  his  house; 
that  I should  pay  no  more  than  the  sum  allowed  for  my 
lodgings,  and  that  I should  pay  him  a hundred  dollars  when 
I should  find  it  convenient.  I agreed  to  his  proposals, 
without  hesitation,  and  immediately  took  possession  of  his 
office. 

In  1758,  my  period  with  Mr.  Putnam  expired.  Two  gen- 
tlemen visited  me  in  the  office,  and  invited  me  to  settle  in 
Worcester  . . . they  wished  to  get  me  chosen  Register  of 
Deeds  . . . my  answer  was  that  as  the  Chandlers  [who 
held  many  County  offices]  were  worthy  people  ...  I had 
no  desire  to  set  myself  in  opposition  to  them,  and  especially 
to  Mr.  Putnam,  who  had  married  a beautiful  daughter  of 
that  family,  and  had  treated  me  with  civility  and  kindness. 

Dec.  3,  1758.  Bob  Paine  is  conceited.  . . . Last  superior 
court  at  Worcester,  he  dined  in  company  with  Mr.  Gridley, 
Mr.  Trowbridge  and  several  others  at  Mr.  Putnam's.  . . . 
He  called  me  a numbskull  and  a blunderbuss  before  all  the 
superior  court  judges.  I was  not  present  indeed,  but  such 
expressions  were  indecent  and  tended  to  give  the  judges  a 
low  opinion  of  me,  as  if  I was  despised  by  my  acquaintances. 

How  naturally  we  imitate,  without  design  or  with,  modes 
of  thinking,  speaking,  acting,  that  please  us.  . . . At  Wor- 
cester I learned  several  turns  of  mind  of  Putnam,  and  at 
Boston  I find  myself  imitating  Otis.  ...  I learned  with 
design  to  imitate  Putnam's  sneer,  his  sly  look  and  his  look 
of  contempt.  This  look  may  serve  good  ends  in  life,  may 
procure  respect. 

May  31,  1771.  Friday.  Lodged  at  Mr.  Putnam's  in  Wor- 
cester. 

June  1.  Spent  the  day  in  riding  about  with  Mr.  Putnam 
to  see  his  farm.  He  does  what  he  pleases  with  meadows 
and  rivers  of  water ; he  carries  round  the  streams  wherever 
he  pleases.  Took  one  ride  up  to  the  Bogachoag  Hill  one 
way,  and  another  up  the  lane  by  Doolittle's  shop;  and  I 
found  that  great  alterations  have  been  made,  and  many  im- 
provements, in  thirteen  years — for  it  is  so  long  since  I was 
in  either  of  those  parts  of  the  town  of  Worcester  before. 
In  the  latter  road  I missed  many  objects,  of  my  former 
acquaintance,  many  shady  thickets  and  gloomy  grottos  where 
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I have  sat  by  the  hour  together  to  ruminate  and  listen  to  the 
falls  of  water.  This  pleasure  of  revisiting  an  old  haunt  is 
very  great.  Mr.  Putnam  says  he  was  lately  at  Danvers , and 
visited  the  very  path  where  he  used  to  drive  the  cows  to 
pasture  when  he  was  seven  years  old.  It  gave  him  a strange 
feeling;  it  made  him  feel  young — seven  years  old. 

June  2.  Putnam  said  yesterday  he  did  not  like  the  town 
of  Boston,  he  did  not  like  their  manners,  &c.  I send  these 
curious  speeches  because  they  are  characteristic  of  persons 
and  of  the  age.  Drank  tea  at  Mr.  Putnam’s,  with  Mr.  Paine, 
Mrs.  Pain,  Dr.  Holyoke’s  lady  and  Dr.  Billy  Paine. 

Aug.  10,  1772.  Sunday.  At  Salem.  Heard  Mr.  Cutler 
of  Ipswich  Hamlet;  dined  at  Dr.  [Ebenezer]  Putnam’s,  with 
Colonel  Putnam  and  lady,  and  two  young  gentlemen,  neph- 
ews of  the  Doctor,  and  Colonel  , and  a Mrs.  Scollay. 

Colonel  Putnam  told  a story  of  an  Indian  upon  Connecticut 
River,  who  called  at  a tavern,  in  the  fall  of  the  year,  for 
a dram.  The  landlord  asked  him  two  coppers  for  it.  The 
next  spring,  happening  at  the  same  house,  he  called  for 
another,  and  had  three  coppers  to  pay  for  it.  “How  is  this, 
landlord?”  says  he;  “last  fall  you  asked  but  two  coppers  for 
a glass  of  rum,  now  you  ask  three.”  “Oh !”  says  the  land- 
lord, fit  costs  one  a good  deal  to  keep  rum  over  winter.  It 
is  as  expensive  to  keep  a hogshead  of  rum  over  winter  as 
a horse.”  “Ay,”  says  the  Indian,  “I  can’t  see  through  that; 
he  won’t  eat  so  much  hay;  maybe  he  drink  as  much  water.” 
This  was  sheer  wit,  pure  satire  and  true  humor.  Humor, 
wit  and  satire,  in  one  very  short  repartee. 

John  Adams,  writing  to  Henry  Tudor  in  18 — , said: 
“From  1755  to  1758  I heard  Master  Col.  James  Putnam 
of  Worcester,  who  was  a critical  judge,  and  Mr.  Trowbridge, 
the  then  Attorney  Genl.  and  his  lady  constantly  speaking  of 
Otis  as  the  greatest,  the  most  learned,  the  most  manly  and 
most  honest  young  man  of  his  age.  All  this  was  before  I 
had  ever  seen  Mr.  Otis.  I never  saw  him  till  later  in  the 
autumn  of  1758,  nor  Mr.  Samuel  Adams  till  after  that  year.” 
Writing  to  Skelton  Jones  from  Quincy  in  1809,  he  says: 
“I  entered  as  a clerk  in  the  office  of  Colonel  James  Putnam, 
a counsellor  at  law  in  very  large  practice  and  of  very  respec- 
table talents  and  information.  Here,  as  I boarded  in  his 
family,  T had  opportunities  of  conversing  with  all  the  judges, 
lawyers  and  many  others  of  the  principal  characters  of  the 
province  and  heard  their  speculations  upon  public  affairs. 
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This  was  highly  delightful  to  me,  because  my  father,  who 
had  a public  soul,  had  drawn  my  attention  to  public  affairs. 
From  my  earliest  infancy  I had  listened  with  eagerness  to 
his  conversation  with  his  friends  during  the  whole  expedition 
to  Cape  Breton  in  17-15,  and  I had  received  very  grievous 
impressions  of  the  injustice  and  ingratitude  of  Great  Britain 
toward  New  England  in  that  whole  transaction,  as  well  as 
many  others  before  and  after  it,  during  the  years  1754-57. 
The  conduct  of  Generals  Shirley,  Braddock,  Abercrombie, 
Webb,  and  above  all  Lord  Loudon,  which  were  daily  dis- 
cussed in  Mr.  Putnam’s  family,  gave  me  such  an  opinion  and 
such  a disgust  of  the  British  government  that  I heartily 
wished  the  two  countries  were  separated  forever.” 


SOME  ACCOUNT  OF  AN  INTERVIEW  WITH  MISS 
SARA  CROSS  OF  READING.

Oct.  26,  1867. 

The  day  being  pleasant  and  circumstances  favoring,  I 
performed  a long  cherished  plan  to  visit  an  aged  lady,  a 
member  of  our  church,  residing  in  Reading. 

She  was  born  in  1774  and  united  with  this  church  in  1799, 
but  removed  from  town  in  1811  and  has  never  lived  here 
since,  but  has  always  retained  her  connection  with  the  church. 

I found  her  in  comfortable  health,  her  eyesight  and  hear- 
ing good,  her  memory  of  former  things  in  full  exercise  and 
her  mind  active. 

She  had  met  with  accidents  in  her  life  resulting  in  break- 
ing both  wrists  and  one  shoulder,  but  now  in  her  94th  year 
is  able  to  go  upstairs  to  sleep. 

Her  faith  in  her  Savior  is  clear  and  strong  and  has  been 
an  unfailing  source  of  comfort  to  her  in  her  long  and  weary- 
some  pilgrimage.  She  expressed  much  delight  in  being  in- 
formed that  she  was  often  remembered  in  the  prayers  of  the 
members  of  her  own  church.  She  regarded  her  life  as  most 
uncertain,  when  she  lay  down  not  knowing  that  she  would 
behold  the  morning,  and  when  she  awoke  feeling  that  night 
might  find  her  passed  away. 
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At  times  she  felt  uncertain  of  God’s  free  grace  and  that 
she  was  forgotten  by  her  Christian  friends,  but  these  thoughts 
would  give  place  to  a triumphant  faith  in  God’s  abounding 
love. 

On  matters  of  general  interest  in  the  village  as  trans- 
piring while  she  was  young  her  mind  was  clear.  The  first 
meeting  house  on  the  present  site  she  distinctly  remembers 
and  expressed  views  of  its  being  a curious  structure.  She 
remembers  having  often  seen  Gen.  Israel  Putnam,  of  hear- 
ing of  the  attendance  of  the  British  Soldiers  at  our  church 
while  quartered  near  here  during  the  Revolutionary  War, 
said  some  of  our  people  took  offence  by  their  presence  while 
others  were  disposed  to  treat  them  with  civility  as  they  be- 
haved in  such  manner. 

To  the  question, — “do  you  remember  seeing  any  one  who 
had  witnessed  the  witch-craft  delusion  or  lived  in  1692  ?” 
she  replied  that  she  had  not.  But  her  child-hood  days  were 
harassed  by  the  recital  of  witch  stories  and  the  belief  in  the 
real  presence  of  witches. 

She  relates  that  the  house  in  which  Minister  Parris  lived 
was  occupied  by  Dr.  Wadsworth  and  when  he  built  his  house 
in  1876  the  main  portion  was  pulled  down,  and  the  part 
moved  away  and  now  standing  near  the  Collins  House,  was 
not  the  original  Parris  House  but  a part  added  after  he  left. 

She  was  born  on  the  site  of  the  present  parsonage,  and 
her  father  dying  while  she  was  young,  her  mother  bought 
the  house  now  near  the  coach  stable  where  she  kept  a tavern 
for  some  years.  In  1811  the  person  of  this  narrative  went 
to  live  in  2Iew  Salem;  H.  H.,  wuth  her  sister  Mrs.  Caleb 
Prince. 

Many  other  things  were  said  in  the  interview  of  an  hour 
or  more  which  I had  -with  her.  She  expressed  much  pleasure 
that  I should  care  enough  to  visit  her.  I spoke  such  words 
of  comfort  as  I was  able  and  commended  her  to  our  Heav- 
enly Father’s  care  and  left  feeling  glad  that  it  had  been  my 
privilege  to  talk  with  one  of  a past  generation,  to  leave  what 
I might,  and  to  speak  words  of  cheer  to  an  aged  pilgrim.

THE  PEABODY  CELEBRATION  IN  DANVEBS. 


From  a Letter  in  Possession  oe  Col.  Eben  Putnam. 


A celebration  was  held  in  Danvers  on  Thursday  Oct.  9th 
in  honor  of  the  return  of  George  Peabody,  a native  of 
the  place  who  has  been  residing  for  many  years  in  London 
where  he  has  amassed  an  enormous  fortune.  He  had  done 
a good  deal  for  Danvers  during  his  absence,  and  they  wished 
to  greet  his  return  with  some  public  demonstration  with 
regard  to  him  which  might  be  gratifying  to  them  both. 
Almost  all  Salem  went  up  to  the  good  old  town,  either  to 
see  the  decorations,  the  procession,  or  Mr.  Peabody  himself. 
A party  of  us  girls  rode  up  in  an  Omnibus,  and  I enjoyed 
the  ride  up  about  as  well  as  I did  anything  during  the  day. 
The  Omnibuses  were  all  crowded  and  we  considered  ourselves 
fortunate  in  securing  a standing  place  in  one,  and  it  was 
such  a novel  way  for  us  to  get  over  the  ground  bobbing  up 
and  down  in  a crowded  Omnibus,  that  we  had  a very  merry 
time  of  it.  In  the  course  of  time  we  reached  our  destina- 
tion safely,  without  any  bones  being  broken. 

As  the  procession  had  not  begun  to  move,  we  walked 
through  the  principal  streets  to  see  the  decorations  which 
for  the  most  part  were  got  up  in  very  good  style.  Many  dis- 
played a great  deal  of  taste,  while  others  struck  one  as  being 
somewhat  comical.  There  was  a tall  ladder  dressed  with 
evergreens  and  at  the  top  Peabody  was  written  in  large 
letters.  They  seemed  to  have  left  him  nothing  to  do  but 
to  tumble  down  again.  The  procession  was  long,  but  many 
parts  of  it  were  very  pretty,  but  I felt  rather  tired  before 
they  had  all  passed. 

Mr.  Peabody  is  a fine  looking  man,  quite  tall  and  stout; 
he  looked  warm  and  dusty  from  his  long  ride,  but  had  a fine 
open  countenance.  We  could  not  hear  the  reception  address 
which  was  delivered  from  a platform  in  front  of  Peabody 
Institute,  but  witnessed  the  pantomime  of  gestures  and  by 
reading  the  accounts  in  the  papers  I don’t  doubt  that  we 
might  apply  some  of  them  at  least. 

Mr.  Peabody  appeared  very  much  affected  and  his  hand 
trembled  very  much.  We  walked  home,  and  as  the  weather 
was  very  warm  we  felt  rather  tired  before  we  reached  home. 
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We  all  agreed,  however,  that  we  had  passed  a very  pleasant 
day.

The  Danvers  Light  Infantry  met  this  Evening  at  their 
armory  for  the  choice  of  officers  &c  for  the  current  year.  After 
the  meeting  was  called  to  order  by  Capt  Sutton  they  prepared 
to  give  in  their  votes — the  result  was  that  the  following  per- 
sons were  chosen  viz:

Tuesday  May  1,  1827. 

The  company  agreeable  to  order  met  at  the  armory  at  half 
past  twelve  P.  M.  & after  the  usual  examination  were  dis- 
missed, the  weather  being  extremely  unfavorable  for  the  sol- 
diers to  go  out  of  doors.

Thursday  May  31. 

The  company  agreeable  to  order  met  at  the  armory  for 
the  choice  of  a Lieutenant  in  the  place  of  Lieut.  John  Porter, 
discharged. 

Ensign  Ralph  Emerton  was  unanimously  chosen  Lieuten- 
ant, & accepted,  giving  thanks  for  the  honor  conferred  &c. 

By  this  election  the  office  of  Ensign  was  vacant  & the 
presiding  officer  Maj.  Lunt  gave  proclamation  for  the  mem- 
bers of  the  company  to  prepare  themselves  with  votes  accord- 
ingly & the  result  was  that  Fitch  Pool  Jr  was  unanimously 
elected.  But  contrary  to  the  wishes  & hopes  of  all  present, 
declined  accepting  the  office  with  thanks  to  the  company  for 
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“this  mark  of  their  regard”  for  him.  The  ballot  was  again 
taken  and  Nathan  Lakeman  was  unanimously  chosen,  but 
he,  too,  declined,  with  thanks  “for  the  honor  confered  on 
him  by  electing  him  as  one  of  their  officers.”  The  vote  was 
again  taken  and  Samuel  W.  Wiswell  was  chosen  & accepted 
with  thanks  “for  the  offer ” & it  is  believed  will  make  a most 
excellent  officer.  The  company  then  by  request  moved  to 
Mr  Southwick’s  hall  & partook  of  that  exhilarating  beverage 
which  is  generally  drank  on  “Election  Day”  as  well  as  sev- 
eral other  kinds  of  liquids  not  less  strong,  they  then  were 
dismissed  & thus  ended  the  31st  of  May  with  the  D.  L. 
Infantry. 

Monday  Aug.  6,  1827. 

This  Evening  the  company  met  agreeable  to  order  & the 
Business  of  the  meeting  appeared  to  be  that  of  consulting  the 
feelings  of  the  company  relative  to  a campaign.  The  route 
proposed  by  Capt.  Sutton  was  to  ride  to  Haverhill  & he, 
paying  passage  thus  far,  to  stay  in  Haverhill  one  night  thence 
the  next  day  down  the  river  in  a packet  or  Steam  Boat  to 
Newburypcrt  & from  there  to  Ipswich  on  the  third  day  & 
home  the  fourth.  The  route  gave  very  good  satisfaction  & 
no  vote  was  taken  on  the  subject  as  it  was  thought  the  num- 
ber had  better  be  raised  voluntarily.  Afterwards  the  com- 
pany were  dismissed  to  meet  at  the  armory  on  Thursday 
Evening  for  Drill,  &c. 

Thursday  Aug1  9 

The  company  met  according  to  order  at  the  armory  for 
Drill,  principally  in  the  rifle  mode.  They  did  not  leave 
the  armory  & about  nine  o’clock  were  dismised  until  next 
Monday  Evening  at  7^  o’clock. 

The  expenses  for  the  campaign  was  this  evening  stated 
by  Capt.  Sutton  to  the  Company  from  the  Standing  Com- 
mittee to  be  $4.00. 

Monday,  Aug.  13 

This  Evening  the  Company  met  & drilled  in  the  armory 
About  22  muskets  were  handled  & it  was  feared  we  should 
not  get  enough  to  make  32,  the  number  wanted  to  go  on 
the  campaign.  It  however  cannot  be  ascertained  before  Wed- 
nesday evening  the  time  appointed  for  the  next  drill. 

Wednesday  Aug.  16,  1827. 

This  Evening  the  company  met  for  drill.  The  number  to 
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go  on  the  Campaign  not  being  much  if  any  larger  than  at 
the  previous  meeting,  they  however  concluded  to  go  & pro- 
ceeded to  make  preparations  accordingly.  The  company  were 
warned  to  appear  on  Friday  at  4 o’clock  P.  M.  Afterwards 
a vote  was  taken  to  meet  on  Thursday  Evening. 

Met  on  Thursday  Evening  & on  Friday  afternoon  & drilled, 
fired,  &c.  This  evening  the  Company  voted  not  to  provide 
any  ardent  spirits  for  the  campaign. 

Campaign 

Wednesday  Aug.  22,  4 o’clock  the  company  met  at  about 
this  hour  at  their  armory  (the  officers  & sergeants  had  pre- 
iously  breakfasted  at  South  wick’s  Tavern)  & at  about  5 or 
a little  before  marched  down  street  as  far  as  the  House  of 
Ira  Howe  Esq.,  then  returned  & in  a few  minutes  took  up 
their  line  of  march  for  Haverhill.  They  proceeded  as  far 
as  Wm.  P.  Endicott’s  Esq’s  Farm,  & then  entered  the  wag- 
gons provided  by  Capt.  Sutton.  They  rode  as  far  as  Tops- 
field  when  they  marched  about  2 miles  through  the  town,  & 
again  entered  the  waggons  & rode  to  Jacob  Batchelder’s  tav- 
ern in  Boxford,  where  they  stopped  & partook  of  some  re- 
freshment from  the  waggons,  & after  having  drilled  a little, 
rode  to  Woodman’s  Tavern  in  Bradford,  where  they  left  the 
waggons  & took  up  their  line  of  march  for  the  Town  of 
Haverhill.  They  stopped  at  Kimball’s  Tavern  & refreshed 
& then  passed  on  to  town,  the  noise  as  they  passed  through 
the  covered  bridge  was  almost  deafening,  & when  they  issued 
from  the  other  side  the  road  was  literally  lined  with  people. 
They  marched  up  behind  the  meeting  house  & halted  while 
a place  of  encampment  was  found,  which  was  farther  up  the 
hill  in  a field  lately  mowed.  The  company  here  pitched 
their  tents  for  the  night  & afterwards  marched  down  to 
Mr.  Brown’s  Tavern  & partook  of  some  refreshment — 
manouvered  a little  & returned  to  their  Tents — and  in  the 
evening  the  Infantry  of  Haverhill  having  come  out  in  uni- 
form under  Lieut.  Smith  (both  other  officers  being  absent) 
the  D.  Infantry  partook  of  a good  supper  at  Mr.  Brown’s, 
which  relished  exceedingly  well.  Afterward  they  returned  to 
the  encampment  & were  dismissed  for  the  night — & now 
commenced  a noisy  hour  which  did  not  cease  till  about  12  or 
1 o’clock,  of  singing,  dancing,  &c.,  to  the  no  small  detriment 
of  those  who  wished  to  take  a nap.  Those  who  were  very 
sleepy  probably  devoted  an  hour  or  2 to  the  leaden  God, 
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others  passed  the  night  without  a partial  acquaintance.  One 
of  the  Haverhill  Infantry  paraded  in  the  encampment  of 
their  creditors  nearly  all  night  stumbling  over  the  guy  lines 
of  the  tents,  &c.,  which  kept  us  in  a continual  vexation  on 
act  of  being  broke  of  our  sleep.  At  sunrise  the  reveille  was 
beat  in  Simpson  & Deland’s  best  style  & we  all  turned  out 
to  take  the  morning  air.  I would  here  mention  that  the 
Haverhill  Infantry  encamped  with  us  in  their  own  tents,  & 
was  we  believe  to  have  kept  guard  duty  but  on  some  account 
or  other  totally  neglected  it. 

In  the  course  of  the  forenoon  we  took  a treat  at  Brown’s, 
given  I believe  by  Capt.  Sutton — & after  marching  with  the 
H.  Infantry  through  the  principal  streets  we  prepared  to 
embark  for  Newburyport.  Just  before  stepping  on  board 
the  company  fired  3 volleys  with  their  accustomed  precision 
& then  entered  the  Gondola  and  slowly  moved  down  the 
river.  As  we  passed  the  Bridge  we  gave  3 Hearty  cheers 
which  were  answered  by  the  crowd  on  the  ends  of  the  bridge. 
There  was  nothing  further  of  note  to  recount,  until  we  had 
proceded  about  one  mile  when  we  were  saluted  with  a dis- 
charge of  a cannon  from  the  shore  and  we  moved  onward  at  a 
very  slow  rate  & finally  arrived  at  Rock’s  Bridge,  so  called, 
where  Capt.  Sutton  by  request  from  a gentleman  from  New- 
buryport,  landed,  & we  here  were  saluted  by  3 cannon.  We 
proceeded  to  move  along  in  the  snail’s  pace  with  which  we 
had  come  thus  far,  or  rather  I believe  we  now  moved  a little 
faster  as  the  current  was  in  our  favor,  & at  length,  at  the 
request  of  our  Captain,  who  hailed  us  from  shore,  we  landed 
on  the  rocks  in  Salisbury  & marched  onward  toward  New- 
buryport.  The  streets  began  to  present  a rather  bustling 
appearance  & when  we  had  arrived  at  Pardon’s  Tavern  near 
the  chain  bridge  they  were  literally  crowded.  We  entered 
Mr.  Pardon’s  Tavern  and  partook  of  some  refreshment  at 
the  request  of  Dr.  Greenleaf  (a  gentleman  of  whom  I shall 
have  occasion  to  speak  more  anon).  We  then  marched  over 
the  bridge  & there  were  brought  to  the  halt  by  a cavalcade 
of  Horsemen  being  drawn  across  our  line,  one  of  whom 
advanced,  uncovered  & addressed  Capt.  Sutton  for  about  5 
minutes,  the  purport  of  which  was  to  welcome  him  and  his 
company  to  Newburyport.  To  this  Capt.  Sutton  made  a suit- 
able reply  & the  cavalcade  turned  & moved  forward  followed 
by  the  D.  L.  Infantry  who  received  as  in  due  form  & we 
then  marched  onward  escorted  by  the  Cavalcade  & Infantry 
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through  some  of  the  principal  streets  of  the  town  which 
were  thronged  with  the  multitude  to  the  Mall  where  the 
tents  were  pitched  & the  company  repaired  at  the  request  of 
the  Artillery  to  their  armory  where  they  partook  of  an  excel- 
lent supper  with  that  company,  & several  of  the  citizens  of 
the  Town  among  whom  was  the  Hon.  Caleb  Cushing.  After 
the  cloth  was  removed  several  toasts  were  drank  & songs  sung, 
the  latter  by  Messrs.  .Jona.  W.  Osborn  & N.  Derby,  & by  a 
gentleman  whom  I do  not  know.  They  then  retired  to  their 
tents  for  the  night  & at  about  12  or  1 o’clock  they  were  lain 
down  to  rest.  In  the  morning  the  company  marched  down 
to  the  residence  of  the  Hon.  Caleb  Cushing  & partook  of 
a most  excellent  breakfast,  half  the  company  sat  down  at  a 
time.  2 Ladies  Sat  at  each  table  to  do  the  honors,  etc. 
The  officers  Sat  at  a Table  in  another  apartment  (after  the 
Soldiers  had  risen)  with  the  Hon.  Caleb  Cushing  & Lady  & 
several  other  Ladies,  together  with  Judge  Wilde.  Afterwards 
they  marched  in  to  the  principal  streets,  and  manouvred  in 
a most  excellent  style,  which  did  them  great  honor.  They 
then  partook  of  a dinner  at  the  armory  of  the  Artillery  with 
that  company  & several  guests  of  respectability.  After  re- 
turning the  tents  were  struck  & preparation  made  for  taking 
up  the  line  of  march.  The  artillery  then  fired  a salute  of 
13  guns  & we  marched  down  into  the  Hotel,  where  a table 
was  spread  by  the  N.  Port  L.  Infantry.  Although  not  need- 
ing it  we  tasted  of  their  wine  & left  for  home  amid  the  cheers 
a dust  which  filled  the  air.  The  Infantry  escorted  us  from 
town,  as  did  also  a cavalcade  of  citizens.  After  leaving  the 
Infantry  we  marched  & in  fact  some  of  us  rode  at  our  ease 
as  the  Cavalcade  very  politely  dismounted,  whereby  we  in 
turn  had  a quite  comfortable  lift  along  the  dreary  road, 
where  nothing  was  to  be  seen  of  moment  save  a strapping 
girl  at  a farm  House  whose  dimensions  would  measure  as 
much  in  the  girth  as  the  premium  Bull  at  Newbury  this  year 
I will  however  here  mention  that  our  Captain  did  not  ride 
any  on  this  march  nor  indeed  would  he  had  a coach  & four 
been  provided,  as  he  much  rather  go  on  foot.  We  arrived 
at  Ipswich  at  a little  before  Sun  Set,  & encamped  upon  the 
Common  in  front  of  Treadwell’s  Hotel,  where  the  company 
stopped  at  the  invitation  of  the  keeper  of  that  house. 

The  company  after  supper  strolled  some  in  one  direction  & 
some  in  another,  but  12  or  1 o’clock  brought  them  all  into 
the  encampment,  which  did  not  sleep  at  the  Hotel,  & I be- 
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lieve  the  most  of  them  did  not  possess  that  vigor  which  they 
did  before  starting,  as  they  appeared  uncommonly  fond  of 
wine  & eggs  on  the  morning  after,  & were  heard  to  utter 
sundry  incoherent  detailed  sentences  in  their  morning  sleep. 
In  the  morning  they  partook  of  a fine  Breakfast  at  Tread- 
wells provided  by  the  citizens  of  the  place  & Cap.  Kimball  & 
Adj.  Harris  sat  down  with  the  company  & partook  of  the 
good  cheer.  They  soon  after  prepared  for  their  departure 
& after  sundry  manouvres  & firings  left  the  Town.  They 
just  made  a halt  at  the  Rev.  Dr.  Dana’s  Meeting  House  & 
the  Rev.  Divine  stood  at  his  door  & honored  us  with  a view 
at  his  patriarchal  form.  Nothing  further  of  moment  oc- 
curred until  we  arrived  in  Hamilton,  where  we  reed,  a treat 
from  Capt.  Brown,  I think  it  was.  We  then  passed  on  into 
Wenham  where  we  received  a very  polite  treat  from  Mr. 
Lummus  at  his  Tavern.  We  then  marched  on  or  rode  to  the 
Tavern  in  Upper  Beverly,  who  keeps  it  I have  forgotten,  nor 
indeed  is  it  of  much  moment,  but  there  we  treated  ourselves 
& shifted  our  pantaloons  & brushed  our  coats  & accidentally 
saw  in  the  Gazette  a piece  signed  “Eusebius,”  where  the 
writer  highly  complimented  the  D.  L.  Infantry,  which  made 
the  aforesaid  company  vastly  proud  of  their  Temperance,  for 
which  he  applauded  them  & they  moved  onward  in  a quite 
cool  step  and  soon  arrived  at  a place  where  “cool  Beer”  was 
posted  up  in  glaring  capitals  on  the  way  side,  but  sad  to 
relate  the  woman  had  just  brewed  & the  beer  was  not  worked. 
“0  tempora.”  They  then  satiated  their  thirst  at  the  gushing 
fountain  hard  by  the  second  Pool  of  Siloam  & onward  they 
moved  & crossed  the  Bridge  as  soldiers  always  do,  toll  free 
(“which  made  Beverly  bridge”  a free  bridge  for  them)  & 
soon  were  in  old  Salem,  which  place  they  soon  left  behind 
and  arrived  in  that  good  old  place,  “Home,  Sweet  home.” 
As  they  were  descending  the  Hill  called  “Annable’s”  in  town 
phraseology  they  discharged  three  volleys  & moved  onward 
to  their  armory  where  they  discharged  themselves  of  their 
knapsacks  and  partook  of  some  refreshment  at  Dustin’s  Hotel 
provided  by  our  townsman  & friend  Jona.  Shove  Esq.  We 
then  moved  down  street  & did  some  fine  maneuvers  & firings 
on  the  advance  guard  saluted  W.  Poole,  Jr.  & A.  Sanger 
Esq.,  Jona.  Shove  & J.  W.  Proctor  Esq.,  J.  Nutting,  W.  Little 
& R.  Choate  Esqs  & last  though  not  least  Gen.  G.  Foster, 
our  venerable  friend.  We  then  repaired  to  Gardner’s  Bridge 
& fired  away  our  cartridges  & returned  to  armory  in  good 
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Health  & spirits  only  my  face  was  rather  burnt  (with  the 
sun  I mean)  for  Cold  Water  will  not  bnrn  & then  went  over 
to  Southwick’s  Hall  & partook  of  a warm  supper,  provided 
by  a true,  trusty,  warm  and  well  known  friend  of  our  com- 
pany, and  then  He  dismissed  us. 

P.  S. — I had  forgotten  to  mention  that  we  received  a treat 
in  Rowley  at  Smith’s  Hotel,  provided  by  Dr.  Greenleaf  of 
Hewburyport,  where  a member  of  the  company  toasted  him 
to  the  following  effect,  “Long  life,  long  health  & prosperity 
to  our  friend  Mr.  Greenleaf.”  Another  gave,  “Our  Newbury- 
port  friends,  like  good  metal,  the  more  we  rub  them  the 
better  the  polish,”  both  of  which  elicited  thunders  of  applause. 
This  gentleman  (as  did  several  others  from  Newburyport) 
accompanied  us  to  Ipswich  & supped  with  the  company,  & 
gained  by  his  urbanity  the  esteem  of  the  whole  corps  & may 
they  always  remember  him  as  they  ought  to,  with  feelings 
of  respect  and  pleasure.  Finis. 

Muster  Day. 

October  2d.  This  Day  the  Muster  was  at  Lynnfield  near 
the  Hotel.  It  consisted  of  Lynn  & Danvers  Regiments,  the 
Marblehead  Artillery  & Lafayette  Guards,  Lynn  & Danvers 
Companies  of  Artillery.  The  Marblehead  Light  Infantry  did 
not  appear.  The  Danvers  Infantry  rode  as  far  as  the  Hotel 
& in  one  of  its  chambers  formed  & marched  on  to  the  field. 
Pitched  the  tents  and  got  thoroughly  drenched.  Were  re- 
viewed and  inspected  by  Col.  Josiah  Hewhall  & Brig.  Major 
Boston  & dismissed  for  60  minutes.  While  the  officers  went 
to  dinner,  after  we  had  eaten  our  bread  & Beef  we  struck 
tents  & left  the  field,  followed  by  the  Lafayette  Guards,  by 
permission  of  the  Col.  & after  paying  a Salute  at  the  house 
of  the  commandant  and  at  the  Hotel,  we  left  for  home  where 
we  arrived  and  were  dismissed. 

Wednesday  Oct.  3d. 

This  morning  at  7 o’clock  the  company  met  to  receive 
the  Newburyport  Artillery,  who  were  expected  on  a visit. 
The  company  looked  remarkably  bright  & cleanly  consider- 
ing the  inclemency  of  the  Day  before,  which  was  muster. 
They  marched  down  to  the  “Elm  Tree”  & waited  patiently 
until  their  guests  appeared,  escorted  by  the  Cadets  & Me- 
chanic Infantry  of  Salem.  We  formed  in  Battalion  and 
proceeded  onward  to  the  meeting  house  where  we  halted  until 
they  had  divested  themselves  of  their  Side  arms  & then  es- 
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corted  them  into  Dustin’s  Hotel  where  they  breakfasted. 
Afterward  they  went  through  a variety  of  manouvres  with 
remarkable  precision — the  method  of  working  their  guns  was 
much  praised  as  well  as  their  dressing,  marching  & firing, 
which  by  the  way  shattered  the  windows  of  Mr.  Elijah  Up- 
ton’s House  very  considerably, — when  they  fired  upon  the 
Bridge.  At  about  half  past  three  the  two  companies  sat  down 
to  dinner  with  several  invited  guests  & others  at  South  wick’s 
Tavern  & the  goblet  circulated  freely  & good  feelings  pre- 
dominated. After  some  fine  Songs,  the  companies  rose  and 
prepared  to  depart.  The  day  was  somewhat  unfavourable  but 
the  D.  L.  Infantry  escorted  them  as  far  as  the  Hew  Mills 
road  when  they  departed  & we  put  into  Salem  & took  a treat 
at  Barton’s  Hotel  at  the  request  of  Capt.  Brown  of  the 
Cadets  & Lieut.  Perkins  of  the  Mechanics  & Major  Barton. 
They  fired  3 volleys  before  the  House  & then  proceeded  for- 
ward toward  home — but  were  stooped  and  urged  by  Co1  Pea- 
body to  take  a treat  at  his  mansion,  which  was  accepted. 
We  then  fired  in  front  of  him  and  his  house  & went  on 
quite  merry  the  rest  of  the  jaunt  homeward  which  we  soon 
reached  after  a day  of  fatigue  & were  dismissed  for  the  night. 
Capt.  Sutton  stated  his  intention  to  retain  his  commission  as 
the  company  had  behaved  so  well  for  a tough  period  & so 
good  night  good  reader. 

April  8 1828 

This  evening  the  company  met  for  their  annual  meeting, 
for  the  choice  of  officers  &c  for  the  current  year.  Capt. 
Sutton  appointed  N.  Lakeman,  Clerk,  in  the  room  of  Wm. 
Smith,  resigned.  There  not  being  a large  number  present 
the  meeting  was  adjourned  till  Tuesday  the  15th  inst.

Independence  in  Salem  the  present  year,  an  invitation  to 
join  without  arms  in  the  procession.

Osborn,  the  company  passed  a vote  of  thanks  to  the  com- 
mittee for  the  invitation,  but  that  it  was  not  convenient  for 
them  to  accept.

Until  after  inspection  the  company  of  D.  L.  I.  were  under 
the  command  of  Lieut : Emerson.  In  the  forenoon  the  corps 
partook  of  a fine  treat  at  the  Cadet  Encampment.  Dined  in 
their  own  tents  & in  the  afternoon  accepted  of  an  invitation 
from  the  S.  L.  Infantry,  previous  to  which  the  whole  troops 
went  through  a number  of  manouvers  & firings  (as  pr.  order 
of  the  day).  The  whole  then  marched  up  Essex,  Monroe  & 
Federal  Streets  where  they  were  dismissed  by  Col:  Peabody 
to  their  respective  commandants.  The  Danvers  Light  In- 
fantry & the  Salem  Cadets  then  returned  to  the  Common 
with  the  music  of  Salem  Band,  which  had  been  provided  by 
Capt.  Sutton.  After  arriving  upon  the  common  they  par- 
took of  a treat  from  the  Mechanic  Lt.  Infantry.  Struck  their 
tents  & returned  homeward.  Were  stopped  by  Co1  Peabody 
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& accepted  an  invitation  to  a treat  in  his  dwelling.  Cham- 
pagne & the  etceteras  were  amply  provided.  Gave  him  three 
solid  volleys  & took  up  the  Line  of  march  for  home.  Sa- 
inted Capt.  Daniels,  Jon  a.  Shove,  Esq.  & Gen.  G.  Foster. 
Entered  the  armory,  divested  themselves  of  their  accouter- 
ments & marched  to  Dustin's  Hotel  where  a fine  supper  was 
provided  by  Mr.  Dustin  from  the  order  of  some  friend  whom 
I know  not.  After  the  supper  several  Fine  Songs  were  sung 
by  Messrs.  Derby,  Galloup,  &c.,  by  the  Band.  They  separated 
at  an  early  hour  highly  gratified  & elated  with  the  good 
things  enjoyed  throughout  the  Day. 

The  reviewing  officer  on  this  Day  was  Col.  Josiah  Newhall. 
The  Troops  were  under  the  command  of  Col.  Peabody  & 
inspected  by  Capt.  William  Sutton  of  the  Danvers  Light 
Infantry,  appointed  to  inspect  the  Brigade:  Maj.

Tuesday  morning,  Oct.  30. 

The  Danvers  Light  Infantry  met  as  provided  on  Tuesday 
morning.  The  weather  was  most  unfavourable,  the  rain  hav- 
ing fell  in  torrents  throughout  the  night  & then  at  7y2  o'clock 
drizzled  quite  fast.  Capt.  Sutton  dismissed  the  company  & 
they  retired.  The  wind  during  the  preceding  hour  blew  fresh 
from  the  South  west  & in  a short  time  fair  weather  came 
brightening  on  & the  Sun  burst  forth  in  dazzling  splendor. 
Couriers  had  been  despatched  to  stop  the  Boston  Cadet  Band 
& all  seemed  hushed  for  the  day,  but  in  a short  time  the  “note 
of  preparation"  was  heard  resounding  from  one  end  of  our 
busy  village  to  the  other.  The  Band  of  music  had  arrived 
& the  order  for  dismissal  countermanded,  in  a little  while 
the  company  met  & marched  down  to  Capt.  Sutton's  for  the 
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Standard,  then  went  to  the  Feld  in  the  rear  of  the  Bank, 
pitched  their  tents  & took  up  the  line  of  march  for  Danvers 
Neck,  where  they  accepted  the  polite  invitation  of  Major 
Black  to  take  some  refreshment,  after  which  they  performed 
sundry  evolutions  & returned  to  their  encampment,  where  a 
collation  was  provided  by  Capt.  Sutton  for  the  Company. 

After  dinner  the  Ladies  of  the  village  assembled  at  the 
marquee  to  hear  the  enlivening  notes  of  the  Band,  which  rose, 
echoed  & re-echoed  upon  the  autumnal  breeze.  They  all  seemed 
pleased  with  the  entertainment  & tarried  after  the  hand 
had  stopped  playing  & viewed  the  manouvres  of  the  Infantry. 
The  company  soon  took  up  their  line  of  march  for  Salem 
where  they  soon  arrived,  marched  on  to  the  common,  did 
sundry  firings  & returned  making  no  stops  for  treats  &c., 
as  part  of  the  band  were  in  haste  to  get  back  to  Boston.  The 
tents  were  soon  struck  & the  company  returned  to  Capt. 
Sutton’s,  fired  three  rounds  in  front  of  his  house,  then  went 
through  with  the  advance  guard  & marched  up  as  far  as 
Jonathan  Shoves  Esq.  & paid  him  the  firing  salute,  also  one 
to  Gen : Gideon  Foster,  then  went  up  to  Dustin’s  Hotel,  fired 
in  front  of  that  establishment  & went  through  several  manou- 
vers  in  front  of  the  Old  South  & the  company  were  ordered 
to  fire  & load  as  fast  as  possible,  after  which  they  entered 
the  armory,  received  the  thanks  of  the  officers  & were  dis- 
missed for  20  minutes  until  supper.  They  then  formed  & 
marched  in  double  file  to  supper  at  Dustin’s  Hotel,  where  the 
entertainment  was  provided,  & large  number  of  respectable 
guests  were  present,  among  whom  were  the  Hon.  T.  Picker- 
ing, Hon.  John  G.  King,  Hon.  Leverett  Saltonstall,  Wm. 
Sutton,  Senr.  Esq.,  Rufus  Choate  Esq.,  Dr.  B.  Kittredge,  & 
several  others.  After  the  cloth  was  removed  several  senti- 
ments were  given,  some  of  which  were  as  follows:  By  Capt. 
Sutton — “Our  anniversary — may  all  succeeding  ones  find  the 
members  of  the  D.  L.  I.  as  united  & honored  by  the  presence 
of  as  respectable  guests.” 

By  Lieut.  Emerson — “Our  Country — let  not  political  dema- 
gogues tarnish  her  bright  name,  earned  by  the  blood  & toil 
of  a choice  band,  some  of  whose  hoary  heads  honor  this  occa- 
sion with  their  presence.” 

By  Ensign  Wi swell — “The  Salem  Lt : Infantry — Would  all 
companies  imitate  their  appearance  at  this  late  anniversary, 
America  would  have  cause  to  feel  proud  of  her  Soldiery.” 

When  this  toast  had  been  given  Capt.  Geo:  Peabody  of 
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the  S.  L.  Infantry  rose  & made  some  pertinent  remarks  upon 
the  military  system  & so  forth  accompanied  by  the  following 
toast:  “The  D.  L.  Infantry  celebration — Their  full  ranks, 
liberal  hospitality  & gentlemanly  deportment.” 

Dr.  Kittredge — “Home  consumption , the  wider  it  spreads 
the  richer  we  are” 

By  William  Sutton  Esq. — “The  Hero  of  Hew  Orleans — the 
second  in  the  hearts  of  the  people — may  he  soon  be  first  in 
their  councils.”  This  toast,  owing  to  the  high  political  ex- 
citement at  present,  caused  considerable  sensation — the  lovers 
of  the  Hero  applauded  & the  lovers  of  the  administration 
hissed. 

Capt.  Sutton  gave  the  following — “The  Hon.  T.  Pickering 
— virtuous  in  his  private  life — in  his  public  course  honest  & 
independent ” 

By  General  Gideon  Foster — “The  Danvers  Light  Infantry 
— may  each  succeeding  Anniversary  which  they  celebrate,  in- 
crease the  celebrity  which  they  so  justly  acquired  under  their 
present  and  past  commanders.” 

By  Capt.  George  Putnam — “The  D.  L.  Infantry — an  ele- 
gant and  efficient  corps  of  freemen — while  such  men  fill  the 
ranks  of  our  militia  our  country  is  safe.” 

By  a member — “The  Hon.  Timothy  Pickering  for  his  stren- 
uous exertions  in  obtaining  the  charter  of  the  D.  L.  Infantry 
Company  he  has  our  warmest  thanks.”  When  this  had  been 
drank  with  great  applause,  Mr.  Pickering  rose  & said  that 
he  was  not  aware  of  any  praise  being  due  him  for  his  ser- 
vice to  the  company — but  he  supposed  it  had  allusion  to  the 
time  when  he  was  of  the  executive  council.  He  recollected 
mentioning  to  Gen.  Cobb,  who  was  also  of  the  council,  that 
he  considered  the  light  corps  the  only  efficient  militia. 

Many  other  toasts  were  drank  & remarks  made  by  Leverett 
Saltonstall,  John  G.  King,  Rufus  Choate,  &c.  They  were 
principally  complimentary  to  the  D.  L.  I.  & its  commander. 
The  company  continued  at  a late  hour  & after  the  Guests  had 
retired  the  usual  number  of  songs  were  sung,  & previous  to 
their  retiring  Mr.  Simpson  of  the  Salem  Theatre,  gave  some 
recitations  &c.,  which  very  agreeably  entertained  the  com- 
pany. Mr.  0.  C.  Felton  also  sung  two  other  beautiful  songs. 
Mr.  J.  W.  Osborn  also  gave  a recitation  or  two.  Messrs. 
Brown  of  Salem  & Derby  of  Danvers  sung  the  Hunters’ 
Chorus.

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Osborne  Lawrence  Leach  died  on  May  17,  1931,  at  his 
home,  417  Maple  Street,  Danvers.  He  was  son  of  Hon. 
Henry  C.  and  Caroline  Elizabeth  (Roberts)  Leach,  and  was 
born  in  Salem  on  December  13,  1872.  On  November  11, 
1903,  he  married  Alice  Choate  Perkins,  of  Salem,  who  sur- 
vived him  only  a few  months.  Mr.  Leach  attended  Har- 
vard University.  He  was  never  engaged  in  active  business. 
Three  children,  Harriet  Peabody,  Anthony  Osborne  and 
Lawrence  Robert  Leach,  were  born  at  Manchester,  from 
which  place  Mr.  Leach  removed  to  Danvers  more  than  twen- 
ty years  ago. 


Charles  H.  Warren  died  in  Danvers  on  June  16,  1931, 
at  the  age  of  eighty-five  years.  He  was  born  in  Danvers 
on  June  20,  1845,  the  son  of  Harrison  0.  and  Maria  (Whit- 
tier! Warren.  He  was  associated  with  his  father  in  the  coal 
business  at  Danversport,  where  the  family  had  for  many 
years  conducted  the  principal  business  in  that  section  of  the 
town.  On  October  26,  1871,  he  married  Serafina  Oakes, 
daughter  of  Nathan  P.  and  Sarah  Noyes  Oakes,  who  passed 
away  on  November  21,  1929.  Mr.  Warren  retired  from 
business  many  years  ago.  He  leaves  two  daughters,  Mrs. 
L.  William  Fox  of  Danvers,  and  Mrs.  Henry  F.  Williamson 
of  Altadena,  Cal. 


Mrs.  Mary  Stratton  Pike,  widow  of  James  Pike,  died 
on  July  3,  1931,  at  the  age  of  ninety  years.  Born  in  Bolton 
on  November  21,  1840,  the  daughter  of  Daniel  S.  and  Try- 
phena  (Rice)  Hoeman,  she  was  a school  teacher  in  Pea- 
body for  many  years  until  1890.  On  February  1,  1893,  she 
was  married  to  James  Pike,  of  the  firm  of  Pike  and  Whipple. 
She  was  active  in  many  organizations  in  Danvers,  continu- 
ing her  interest  to  the  time  of  her  death,  her  faculties  be- 
ing unimpaired  notwithstanding  her  advanced  age. 


Austin  H.  Putnam  died  in  Danvers  on  October  17,  1931, 
at  the  age  of  seventy-eight  years.  He  was  the  son  of  Israel 
Herbert  and  Sarah  Caroline  (Putnam)  Putnam,  and  was 
born  in  Danvers  April  8,  1853.  His  father  was  one  of  the 
early  shoe  manufacturers  of  the  town  and  Mr.  Putnam  en- 
gaged in  the  same  business,  retiring  about  twenty-five  years 
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ago.  On  November  12,  1875,  he  married  Miss  Ida  Lyford 
of  Danvers.  His  widow  and  two  children  survive  him,  Mrs. 
Earle  H.  Curtis  of  Salem  and  Harold  Putnam  of  Illinois. 


Mrs.  Elizabeth  Gardner  Hood,  wife  of  Charles  W. 
Hood,  died  on  December  7,  1931.  She  was  the  daughter 
of  Nathaniel  Holten  and  Harriet  (Putnam)  Boardman,  and 
was  born  in  Danvers  on  December  1,  1861.  To  an  intimate 
circle  of  friends,  her  sudden  death  came  as  an  irreparable 
loss.  Her  many  acts  of  kindness  will  long  be  remembered 
by  many  whom  it  was  her  pleasure  to  assist.  She  was  a 
graduate  of  the  Holten  High  School,  Class  of  1879,  and  also 
of  the  Salem  Normal  School,  and  for  several  years  taught 
in  the  public  schools  of  Danvers.  Besides  her  husband  she 
leaves  a brother,  Ralph  H.  Boardman  of  Berwick,  Me. 


Mrs.  Carrie  W.  Nichols,  widow  of  Lewis  Nichols,  died 
on  December  24,  1931.  She  was  daughter  of  Israel  Herbert 
and  Sarah  C.  (Putnam)  Putnam,  and  was  born  in  Danvers, 
September  2,  1851.  Mr.  Nichols  was  a civil  engineer  and 
after  their  marriage  she  spent  the  greater  part  of  the  time 
with  him  in  wild  sections  of  the  West  and  Mexico,  when- 
ever he  was  engaged  in  professional  work.  Upon  his  death 
in  Chicago  a few  years  ago,  Mrs.  Nichols  returned  to  Dan- 
vers, and  had  spent  the  last  years  at  Oak  Knoll. 


Mrs.  Sarah  F.  Smith,  widow  of  Joseph  Newhall  Smith, 
died  in  New  York  City,  on  December  28,  1931.  For  more 
than  fifty  years  she  was  a resident  of  Lynn,  where  her  hus- 
band was  engaged  in  a successful  shoe  manufacturing  busi- 
ness for  many  years.  She  was  born  at  Bergen  Point,  N.  J., 
eighty-three  years  ago.  She  was  a member  of  many  patri- 
otic and  philanthropic  organizations,  which  have  benefitted 
by  bequests. 


Mrs.  Annie  G.  Newhall,  widow  of  Henry  Newhall,  died 
on  February  3,  1932.  She  was  the  daughter  of  Capt.  Albert 
G.  and  Martha  (Lamson)  Allen,  and  was  born  in  Danvers 
on  December  23,  1850.  On  November  8,  1877,  she  married 
Henry,  son  of  Benjamin  and  Caroline  (Gray)  Newhall. 
Mrs.  Newhall,  in  her  younger  days,  was  a teacher  in  the 
Danvers,  schools.  For  many  years,  before  failing  health  pre- 
vented, she  was  a faithful  and  ardent  worker  in  the  Dan-

vers  Historical  Society,  and  with  Mrs.  Charles  F.  Kenney, 
held  the  office  of  Curator.  She  was  also  interested  in  the 
Danvers  Improvement  Society,  to  which  organization  she 
gave  her  best  efforts.  Of  a lovable  disposition,  she  endeared 
herself  to  large  circles  of  friends  and  will  be  remembered 
by  this  Society  for  her  interest  and  help.  She  leaves  two 
sisters,  Mrs.  George  A.  Gunn  and  Mrs.  Conrad  Juul,  and 
a brother,  Albert  G.  Allen. 


Mrs.  S.  Alice  Edwards,  wife  of  Henry  W.  Edwards, 
died  in  Salem,  February  26,  1932.  She  was  daughter  of 
William  A.  and  Lydia  (Dennis)  Porter,  and  was  much  in- 
terested in  historical  matters  and  in  this  Society,  having 
descended  from  the  Porters  of  Danvers.  She  leaves  a hus- 
band but  no  children. 


Miss  Anna  Tapley  French,  daughter  of  George  W.  and 
Mary  Ann  French,  died  in  Washington,  D.  C.,  on  December 
8,  1931.  She  was  born  in  Danvers,  September  13,  1858, 
and  for  many  years  lived  with  her  sister,  Mrs.  Sarah  Gray, 
in  Colorado  and  California.  Recently  they  made  their  home 
in  Danvers  summers  where  they  have  a large  circle  of  rela- 
tives and  friends,  and  passed  the  winters  in  Washington. 
Miss  French  will  be  long  remembered  for  her  bright  and 
energetic  personality. 


Capt.  Henry  N.  Comey,  well-known  Civil  War  veteran 
and  prominent  Grand  Army  member  for  years,  died  on 
April  15,  1932,  at  his  daughter’s  home  in  Lexington,  hav- 
ing just  returned  from  a trip  to  Petersburg,  Ya.  He  was 
ninety-t^o  years  of  age. 

Capt.  Comey  was  born  in  Hopkinton,  on  March  4,  1840, 
and  at  the-  age  of  twenty-one  volunteered  for  the  Union 
Army.  On  May  25,  1861,  he  enlisted  as  private  in  Com- 
pany G,  Second  regiment,  Mass.  Infantry.  On  Uov.  1 of 
the  next  year,  he  became  a second  lieutenant  and  on  June  6 
of  the  following  year,  a first  lieutenant.  On  May  24,  1864, 
he  was  commissioned  a captain,  in  which  position  he  was 
active  until  the  close  of  the  war.  He  spent  a year  or  more 
at  Harper’s  Ferry  and  Winchester,  Ya.  He  was  at  the  battle 
of  Cedar  Mountain,  Ya.,  acting  as  captain.  He  was  at  the 
second  Bull  Run,  Chantilly,  South  Mountain,  Antietam,  and 
Chancellorsville,  and  was  wounded  by  a split  bullet  and  at 
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Beverly  Ford,  Va.  He  was  at  Gettysburg  and  again 
wounded.  He  was  at  New  York  on  draft  riots,  spent  some 
time  in  Tennessee  and  Alabama  fighting  guerillas.  At 
Tullahoma,  Tenn.,  be  fractured  his  leg.  He  was  in  the 
advance  from  Chattanooga  to  Atlanta  and  Sherman’s  march 
to  the  sea. 

More  than  twenty-five  years  ago  he  came  to  Danvers  from 
Lynn,  where  he  had  been  connected  with  the  Smith  and 
Dove  Company  of  Andover,  which  supplied  shoe  manufac- 
turers with  linen  thread.  In  Danvers  he  engaged  in  the 
crayon  business  and  built  up  the  Standard  Crayon  Co.  of 
this  town.  On  October  16,  1866,  he  married  Miss  Augusta 
Wood,  daughter  of  Col.  Albert  Wood,  of  Woodville,  Mass. 
He  is  survived  by  one  daughter,  Mrs.  Albert  B.  Tenney, 
and  two  grandchildren,  also  a nephew,  Clifton  J.  Comey  of 
Danvers. 

Capt.  Comey  was  active  in  many  Danvers  organizations 
and  early  became  interested  in  the  Danvers  Historical  Soci- 
ety, which  he  served  very  ably  as  Curator  for  many  years. 
He  was  instrumental  in  having  the  Page  house  moved  to 
its  present  location,  aiid  in  planting  the  elm  tree  on  the 
right  of  the  house  which  was  brought  from  the  old  location 
and  which  is  to  be  dedicated  with  a marker  at  the  annual 
meeting  this  year.  He  was  untiring  in  his  activities  for 
the  Society  and  will  be  long  remembered  for  his  versatility, 
his  good  judgment  and  his  genial  personality.
